The French King came with an Army as far as Piz 
cardy, giving out, that he intended to reſtore his 
Brother- in- law, King Richard; but hearing he was 
dead, he proceeded no further: However, he ſent ſome 
Troops to Invade Agquitain, where Piercy, Earl of 
VPorceſter, Landing with Forces from England, he 
did nothing, and his Army was disbanded.

The Duke 
Summon'd the Queen, the Dukes of Somerſet and Exeter, 
the Earl of Devonſbire, the Lords Clifford and Roſs, to 
ſubmit to this Act; which they refuſing to do, he Marchd 
againſt them with Forces rais'd in the King's Name. 
_ The Queen was not Idle on her part, ſhe, and the Lords 
that were with her, levy'd Troops in the North, and at 
18 Wakefield a Battle is fought between the Queen's and the 
Duzkc's Armies, in Which, the latter were defeated and 
ſlain. The Earl of Rutland, the Duke's Younger Son, Was 
kill'd by the Lord Clifford, tho the Young Prince beg d 
mercy on his Knees ; the Earl of Salisbury was taken, 
and his Head ſtruck off, which, with the Duke of. York's, 
was ſet upon Poles over the Gates of York, to Humble 
that Party which was there Prevalent. The Earl of 
March was raiſing Men in the Marches of Wales, with 
theſe he fought, and defeated the Earl of Pembroke, the 
King's half Brother, killing Four Thouſand of his Men.

Var, and to carrry his Heart with him, which he did; 
but loſt his Life in the Expedition. Robert Bruce 
Reign'd Twenty four years, and dy'd A. D. 1329. 
Randolph Earl of Murray, was Governor of the King- _ 
dom during the Minority c, David Bruce - and the Scors 
Writers ſay, an Engliſb Prieſt, pretending to be a Phyſiti⸗- 
an, Poyſon'd him. After his Death, Duncan Earl of 
Marre was choſen Protector: In the begining of his 
Loyernment, Edward Baliol Landed with an Army of 
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1461. Six Thouſand Engliſb and Scots, kill'd Alexander Seaton 
Who oppos'd him, increas'd his Army to Ten Thouſand, 
Routed the Earl of Marre, aſſum'd the Title of King, 
upon Which ſeveral Lords Swore fealty to him, and he 
was Crown'd at Scone. Murrey, David's Couſin, took 
Perth from the Engliſh, who had Maſter'd it for Baliol; 
and Impriſon'd the Earl of Fife who Commanded the 
Garriſon, Murrey of Tullibardin was Hang'd for betray- 
ing the Earl of Marre in the late Battle. Baliol had 
like to have been ſurpriz d in Anandale; Alexander Bruce, 
a Kinſman of David's, that ſided with him, was taken, 
and Pardon'd for his relation to the King. The Scots 
fortify'd Berwick, and Alexander Seaton was made Go- 
vernor there. King Edward of England beſieg'd him, 
and hang'd up his Two Sons, whom he had given as Hoſta- 
ges, for his delivering the Town by ſuch a time, if he 
Was not reliev'd; becauſe he falſify'd his Word by the 
2 of his Wife, an Unnatural Mother, who pre- 
fer'd her proſecuting a Vain Revenge on the Engliſb, to 
the Preſervation of her Children. The Engliſh, after 
the taking of Berwick, defeated the Scots Army, and kill'd 
Ten Thouſand of them. King Edward call'd a Parlia- 
ment at Glaſcow, Baliol is recogniz d King, yet the Eugliſ 
cou'd not truſt him, wherefore he is carry'd with them 
into England, and David Cumin, Earl of Athol, made Go- 
vernor of Scotland. Cumin Confiſcated the Stuarts Eſt ates, 
and reduc'd the Countries of Buchan and Murray. All 
things went under the Names of Edward King of England, 
and Baliol, had nothing more than the Title of King. 
Kobert Stuart aſſiſted by the Campbells, defeated Crmin, 
and took him at Loque haber; upon this, King Edward the 
IIId. and Baliol enter'd Scotlond again, took Perth, and 
_reſtor'd Cumin to the Government, Baliol returning to 
England with him. The Earls of March, Murray and. 
Douglas, wou'd not ſubmit to Cumin, nor own Baliol 
they choſe Andrew Murray Governor for Bruce, Routed 
Cumin's Forces, and made Incurſions into England: He 
continu'd in the Government Two years and a half, and 
then dying, Robert Stuart was put in his Place, who ob-

aſide, and Edward's Brother Amadeus the Vth, Inveſted 
in the Earldom. The Duke of Bretagne, who had Marry'd 
Edwards Daughter, had a Summ of Money given him 
for his preteuces; and Amadeus Reign'd without a Com- 
petitor. The Dauphin of Vienne deſtroy'd the Borders of 
Savoy, thinking Amadeus, who lov'd his quiet, wou'd be 
a tame Spectator of the Ruin of his Territories; but 
the Earl enter'd Dauphiny, took ſeveral Towns and 
Caſtles, Animating his Soldiers by his own Example.

” Galeacius's for his Son John Maria was a Tyrant, 
KF taking delight to throw Condemn'd Perſons to Hun- 
gry Maſtiffs, whom he kept ſhort of Provender, that 
they might fall on thoſe he threw to them with 
the fiercer Appetitite. His Cruelty growing Intollerable, 
ſome Aſſaſſins Cleft his Head down to his Eyes at 
Church, and Cut off his Right Legg at two Blows 
that they gave him; fo heartily did they go about 
their Work ; The People not offering to Interpoſe , 
© he was ſo generally hated. His Brother Philip Suc- 
ceeded him, about the year 1412. Reveng'd his Death, 
| recover'd Breſcia, Placentia and Cremona, but loſt ground 
in other Places: He made War upon the Duke of 
Savoy, took Novaria and Vercelli; but concluded a 
Peace at the Interceſſion of the Emperor Sigiſmind, 
and to Confirm it, Marry'd the Duke's Daughter Ma- 
ry.

of whoſe Prerogative he was very Jealous 3 he burnt a 
Franciſcan for ſtiling the Pope Antichrift, ſuſpended for-

Charles the IV th; and 'twas in his time that Michliꝶ the 
Anti papiſt began to Preach for a Feformation in England ;

he fell Sick on a ſudden, and dy'd in the 6th year 


of his Reign, A. D. 1464. He was a Wiſe and Va. 


liant Man, one of the beſt and moſt learned Popes 


that had been for many Ages: His Works were Print. 
ed at Baſle, in one Volume, A. D. 1571. with his 
Life prefixt to it. To him Succeeded Peter Barba, 
a Venetian, by the Name of Paul the IId. Emngenius 
the IVth was his Unkle, and took him from ſecular 
Affairs, to which he was deſtin'd, to advance him in 
the Church: He paſt through ſeveral great Offices, 
before he was exalted to the Papacy; he lov'd Splen- 


dAcqur and Maugnificence, and affected fo much to ap- 


pear a Beau, that tis ſaid he Painted: He exhibited 
{everal publick Shews and Sports, which gain'd him the 
affection of the People of Rome; tho' contrary to his Oath, 
he chang'd the Laws he Swore to keep. He threw 
the Hiſtorian Platina, who wrote the Lives of the 
Popes down to this Pontiff, into Priſon, and kept 
him there Four Months; for what is not mention'd 
by our Author. Platina was highly Eſteem'd by the 
Greek Cardinal Beſſarion, favour'd by Sextus the I Vth, 
who made him Library Keeper of the Vatican; in 
which Poſt, he dy'd of the Plague, in Sextus's Reign, 
Paul the IId's Succeſſor. Paul had like to have loſt 
the love of the Romans again, by giving Benefices to 
Forreigners.

The new 
Duke of Normandy, going to Roan, to take Poſſeſſion 
of that Dutchy, the Duke of Bretagne, came thither 
to him, to Remonſtrate about the injuſtice done him in 
the late Paciſication. Normandy cou'd not help him, 
without breaking the late Treaty, which neither he, 
nor any of the Princes who had gain'd their ends, 
E car'd to do: For thoſe aſſerters of the Liberties of 
France, had no ſooner made their private Markets, 
but they deſerted the Publick Good; and that fine 
E Cauſe was no more in any of their Mouths, Lew:s's deſign 
by the Treaty, was only to break the Confederacy, 
that he might deſtroy thoſe apart, who were too 
hard for him confederated ; and to raiſe jealouſies be- 
E tween the Dukes of Bretagne and Normandy, He or- 
der'd a Rumour to be fpread , that the former 
when he was at Roan, deſign'd to fieze the Perſon of 
the latter, and carry him to Mans, his Capital.

the Inhabitants in Battel, took Liege, demoliſh'd the 
Fortifications, and laid heavier Burthens on them 


by Taxes, than ever his Father had done. While he 


Was taken up in this War, Lewis the XIth, Com- 


pell'd the Dukes of Bretagne and Normandy, to make 
a diſhonourable Peace with him; the latter reſigning 
his Right to Noamandy, for a Penſion of 35000 Crowns 


aà year, Charles the Bold, now Duke of Burgundy, ha. 
ving reduc'd the City Liege, made Preparations to aſliſt 


his French Allies; but as he was marching towards 
them, he receiv'd advice, that they had concluded 
a Peace with Lewis, who delir d an interview with 
Charles, for accommodating all the differences between 


them. The Place appointed for it, was Peronne, whi- 


ther the two Princes came, and Commenc'd a Perſonal 


Treaty, which, while they were carrying on, Charle: 


was inform'd, that the French at Liege, ſtir'd up the 


Citizens to Rebel; upon this, the Duke of Bu) 
in a rage, Commanded a Guard to be ſet on the 
Gates of Leromne, that no body might come in or go 
out without his leave: By this means, Lewis became a 


Priſoner, the Duke being Maſter of the Town ; and 


. *tWas a Malancholly view to the French King from 
his Lodgings, to look on the Tower, where Charles

of his Dominions. Charles held frequent Councils 


with the Wiſeſt Men he had about him, to avi

and Champagne to his Brother, which the Duke of 


Burgundy lik'd extreamly, becauſe thoſe Counties Bor- 


der'd on his Territories, and conſequently, wou'd be

an addition of ſtrength to him; But what Guarantee 
did this Duke defire, for the performance of theſe 
Articles, and how cou'd he imagine, that the word 
of a King in Cenfinement, was a Security ? Had he 
not been a French King, and Lewis the XIth; 'twas 
enough, that he was a Priſoner when he made thoſe. 
Terms for him, to go from them as ſoon as he was 
at Liberty. Lewis having ſign'd this Treaty, accom- 
pany'd the Duke to the Siege of Liege; The Citizens 
at firſt ſtood on their defence; but finding 'twas in 
vain for them to reſiſt both French and Burgundians, 
they ſent their young Bithop to interceed with the 
King and Duke for them. The Pope's Legate alſo 
mediated in their behalf, but Charles was inexorable; 
ſo the Town was taken, Plunder'd and Burnt, and all 
the Inhabitants, who had not made their eſcapes, put 
to the Sword. After which, Lewis had, leave to re- 
turn into his own Kingdom, where to evade the laſt 
Treaty with Burgundy, he dealt fo with his Brother, 
that he refus'd to accept of Champaign and Brie, 
chooſing Guyenne, which lay far off from Charles's 
| Dominions. Theſe Tranſactions happen'd about the 
year 1470, in Which Charles the Dauphin was Born; 
and Lewis was fo offended with the Duke of Burgun= 
| 9, that he reſolvd to make War upon him, not 
| iearing his Brother, now there was an Heir apparent 
to the Crown. To pick a quarrel with Charles the 
Hold, he procur'd ſome diſaffected Perſons in the Ne- 
therlands, to complain to him of Charles's Oppreſſion 
and Cruelty in thoſe Provinces, which were Tributa- 
to France, and eſpecially, in the Cities of Picar- 
%, Which had been yielded up to Burgundy. Amiens, 
| and St, Quentins, Revolted to Lewis, who raisd an 


—” 
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1619, Army, and took the other Towns from Charles, who 
LWYNg Wrote to his Friends and Allies for Aſſiſtance. The 

Duke of Guyenne, promis'd him Aſſiſtance; and the 


French King finding Burgundy was reſolv'd to recover 
St. Quentins, and Amiens, coſt what it wou'd , ſent 


him word, That if he wou'd renounce the Allyance 
with the Duke of Bretagne and Guyenne, he ſhou'd 


have his Towns again. The Duke of Burgundy agree- 


ing to this baſe offer, the King ſhew'd, by his double 


dealing, that he had a greater Capacity for Trea- 


chery, though Charles might have as good a diſpoſiti- 


on: He ſent privately to the Governors of thoſe 


Towns, not to ſurrender them to the Duke, not- 


withſtanding any agreement he made with him, 
but put him off with fair words. In the mean time, 


Lewis made War upon the Duke of Guyenme, which 
Charles underſtanding, Invaded France with an Army, 


and Beſieg d Beauvais, but cou'd not take it; upon 


this he enter'd Normandy, and march'd towards 


| Roan, the Duke of Bretagne having promis d to 


meet him, and joyn his Forces with the Burgunazans, 


to beſiege that City. As Charles was on his march, 


he heard that the Duke of Giqenne was Dead, and 


the Duke of Bretagne having receiv'd the ſame Infor- 
mation, was afraid to break with Lewis. Charles the 

Bold, was fo enrag'd at this diſappointment, that he 
reported Lewis had Poyſon'd his Brother, to poſlels 
his Dominions ; and conſidering Lewis's Hatred of his 


Brother, and his ill Principles, it may. be well ſu 


ſpected that Gyenne had not fair Play. The Count 4e 
St. Paul, Conſtable of France, was the Duke of Burgur- 
2 9's great Enemy; and entring his Territories, he de- 
ſtroy d all the Places he came to with Fire and Sword: 
He gave the Duke's Ambaſſadors the lie, and became 
ſo Powerful, that both the King and Duke wanted te 
be rid of him. The Count perceiving he had loſt 
Lewis's favour, and fearing to be ſurpriz'd by him; 
| turn'd the King's Garriſon out of St, Aich and 
8 pot in ſome Soldiers in their room, Which he pai 
_ himſelf. The King ſending for him to come and treat 
with him, he refus'd to meet him without a Guard, 
and aſſurance of Safety; wherefore a Bridge was let 
cover a River, and a Barr like a Lettice in the mid 
dle of it, that they might ſee and ſpeak to one n. 
other. Thus did this mean ſpirited King, conde 


ſcend to humour his Subject, out of fear of his joymins

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with Burgundy or England. When they met, nd had had 1619. 
a ſhort Conference together, the Bar was broken down, N 
and after ſome private diſcourſe, they ſeem'd to be 
very good Friends, While Affairs were in this po- 
ſture 10 Burgundy and Picardy, Perpignan revolted to 
the Spaniards, and was retaken on certain Conditi- 
ons, by the French; Peter of Bourbon, Governor of 
 Guyenne, Was impriſon'd by the Count 4 Armagnac, 
who not long after, was put to death for Inceſt with 
his Siſter, and thoſe Perſons who had betray'd Bour- 
bon to him, were Hang'd. The Duke of Nemours was 
beheaded for Treaſon; Anne, the King's Daughter, 
was marry'd to Bourbon, and her Siſter Jane, WhO 
was Crooked and Deform'd, to Lewis, Duke of Or- 
> leans, afterwards Lewis the XIIth. The Order of 


St. Michael was inſtituted by Lewis the XIth. ſome | 
mie before this; and when it was ſent to the Duke of 
Bretagne, he refus'd it, being afraid of offending the 
King of England, and Duke of Burgundy, his true Al- 
lies. The French King took it as a great Affront, 
to have his Order rejected by a Duke, but he did not 
b. care to fall out with Bretagne; England and Burgundy 
1 being in ſtrict Allyance with that Dutchy. The 
Duke of Guz/der's Son, having impriſon'd his Father, 
the Duke of Burgundy releas'd him; and the old Duke, 
to ſhew his Gratitude, diſinherited his Son, and made 
Charles the Bold his Heir. This Acquiſition en- 
creas'd Burgundy's Ambition, and he endeayour'd to 
E Purchaſe other Neighbouring Counties of the Empire, 
or to joyn them to his own, by marrying his Daughter, 
the Princeſs Mary, to the Arch Duke Maximilian : 
ie was allo very alen of having the Title of Vi- 
car of the Empire, and to that end, had a Conference 
vwith Frederick the IIId at Cologne, where Frederick 
© ſaw ſo much of his Pride and Covetouſneſs, that out 
ok a diſguſt to him, he went away without taking 
his leave of him: However, Charles Profecuted his 


d deſign, and Robert his Kinſman, Biſhop of Cologne, be- 
paid © ing expelld by his Adverſaries, Burguady rais'd an 
tret army to reſtore him ; the Emperor cali'd a Dyet on 
,uard, WE og occaſion , and all the Princes who met, ſhew'd _ 
as ſet 15 Reſentment of Forreigners intermedling in the 
> mid: I fairs of the Empire. Sigiſmund 'of Auſtria, having 5 
ne an mortgag'd the County of Farette to Charles, to en- 
conde' le him to make War upon the Swiſs, Lewis the 


Ath, who was jealous of any addition of ſtrength to 
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1619. Burgundy, made up the Breach between the Gantons 
WY WW and Sigiſmund, whom the Swiſſers aſſiſted, to recover 


the County of Farette, without clearing off the Mort- 


gage. Charles was at the Siege of Vue, in the E- 
lectorate of Cologne, when this happen d; and when 


Edward of England, at his deſire, brought an Army into 
Picardy, to enter France in Conjunction with the Bur- 


gundians. The Germans march'd to the relief of 
Nuys, and he was forc'd to raiſe the Siege. This 
War with the Dioceſs of Cologne, was the ruin of 
Charles the Bold; for it diverted him from that of 


France, wherein he was engag'd with Edward the 


IVth; and it gave Sigiſmund of Auftria, an opportu- 


nity to recover Farette, which involv'd the Burgundian Þ + 


in the Swiſs War, fo fatal to him and his Subjects. 
Rhene, Duke of Lorrain, Grandſon to Rhene of Sicily, 
was inſtigated by Lewis the XIth, to make War 
upon Burgundy, and the Swiſs aſſiſted the Lorrainers, 
Who enter'd and pillag'd Luxemburgh. Charles being 
thus attack'd on all ſides, Lewis took ſeveral Towns 
from him, and his Affairs were mightily embarraſt : 
Had this Prince had as great a Genius for Government, 
as he had for War, his Power was ſuch, that he 
might have kept Lewis as humble as he pleas'd ; but 
he either did not know his true Intereſt, or how 
to purſue it. In the mean while, the Conſtable of 
France having bury d his Wife, who was the Kings 

_ Siſter, became more in danger of him than ever. I 
prevent the deſigns of Lewis againſt him, he ſent to 
the Duke of Burgundy for his Protection, offering to 
receive a Burgundian Garriſon into St, Ventins ;. Charles 
ſent ſome Troops thither, as he defir'd, who, when 
they came to the Gates, were deny'd entrance. The 
_ Conſtable being a Man of fo inconſtant a Tempe! 
that he cou'd not be ſteady in any one of his Relo- 
lutions, though it was ever ſo much for his Intereſt 
to be ſo: Lewis was afraid of his Surrendring St 
Quentins to Charles; and to break off the good Cor 
reſpondence that had lately been maintain'd between 
them, He order'd the Conſtable to Invade Hainaul 
as General of the French Army; but St. Paul knowing 
his aim in it, refus'd to obey his Orders. Upon this 
Lewis the XIth. invited the Conſtable to a Conference 
which St. Paul wou'd not conſent to, unleſs the Kh 
wou'd Swear on the Croſs of St, Lau, in the Chua 
of Argeers, that he wou'd not hurt him himſelf, nor 1 
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fer any body elſe to do him any harm. Now the Tra- 1619. 
dition was, That who ever Swore on St. Lau's Croſs, WV 
and was Perjur'd, ſhou'd dye within a year. This was | 
the propereſt propoſal in the World for the Conſta- 
ble>to make for his own ſecurity, conſidering there was 
not a Man upon Earth, more ſuperſtitiouſly timerous 
of Death, than Lewis the XIth, who refuſing to take 
that Oath, it increas'd the Count de St. Paul's jealou- 
| fie, The Count had invited King Edward to ſend & 
Garriſon to St. Quentin, and When the Engliſh came 
thither, he fir'd upon them; for which, the King of 
| England was ſo enrag'd at him, that he diſcover'd his 
| Treacherons Correſpondence with Lewis, at the Inter- 
view between Edward and Lewis at Peguigny. The 
Hiench King gave the Conſtable mighty good words, 
; to draw him oat of his Town; and the Count pre- 
r | tended, he had been the occaſion of the Quarrel, that 
„ | Hhappen'd between King Edward and the Duke of Bur- 
s | gundy, when the latter came to remonſtrate the in-

: KF mwhoSacrific'd St. Paul to Burgundy, by placing Charles's 
t, 1 Agents behind the Hangings, when the Conſtable's 
he Meſſenger came to tell the French King, what Service 
wt his Maſter had done him, in breaking off the good 
ww K underſtanding between Edward and Charles, By this 
means, the Count became odious to the King of 
England and the Duke of Burgundy, who eaſily gave 
him up to Lewis's Reſentment; and the French King 
having concluded a Peace with Edward the IVth, 
and Charles the Bold. Charles and Lewis agreed, that 
the former ſhou'd have St. Quentin, and the latter 
the Conſtables Goods. The Count cou'd not tell 
Who to apply to, he endeavour'd to gain the good Opi- 
nion of the French King; and Lewis, ro get him into

The Germans march'd to the relief of 
Nuys, and he was forc'd to raiſe the Siege. This 
War with the Dioceſs of Cologne, was the ruin of 
Charles the Bold; for it diverted him from that of 
France, wherein he was engag'd with Edward the 
IVth; and it gave Sigiſmund of Auftria, an opportu- 
nity to recover Farette, which involv'd the Burgundian 

m the Swiſs War, fo fatal to him and his Subjects. 
Rhene, Duke of Lorrain, Grandſon to Rhene of Sicily, 

was inſtigated by Lewis the XIth, to make War 
upon Burgundy, and the Swiſs aſſiſted the Lorrainers, 

Who enter'd and pillag'd Luxemburgh. Charles being 
thus attack'd on all fides, Lewis took ſeveral Towns 
from him, and his Affairs were mightily embarraſt : 

Had this Prince had as great a Genius for Government, 
as he had for War, his Power was ſuch, that he 

might have kept Lewis as humble as he pleas'd ; but 
he either did not know his true Intereſt, or how We 

to purſue it. In the mean while, the Conſtable of 

France having bury'd his Wife, who was the Kings 
_ Siſter, became more in danger of him than ever. I 
prevent the deſigns of Lewis againſt him, he ſent to 
the Duke of Burgundy for his Protection, offering to 

receive a Burgundian Garriſon into St, Qentins: Charles 
lent ſome Troops thither, as he defir'd, who, when 
they came to the Gates, were deny'd entrance. The 
Conſtable being a Man of ſo inconſtant a Tempe, 
that he cou'd not be {ſteady in any one of his Reſo. 
lutions, though it was ever fo much for his Intereſt 
to be ſo: Lewis was afraid of his Surrendring vt.

The Conſtable was carry'd to Paris, and Condemn'd 
to be beheaded for Treaſon : He was Executed in 
the Greve at Paris, and his two Sons were plac'd 
under the Scaffold, that their Father s Blood might 
run down on tir Heads; a piece of French Cruel- 
ty, Which is not eallly to be Parallel'd in a Chriſtian 
Hiſtory; For ttis probable thoſe young Gentlemen 
cou'd not help their Father's Revolting. The Duke 
of Burgunay, having reſolv'd, not only to ſubdue the 
Swiſſers, but to carry his Army into Jtaly, began 
that War, took Lauſauna and Cranſon, where he 
Hang'd 512 Swiſſers, Which fo provok'd their Country. 
men, that they fell upon Charless Army, routed 
them, retook Granſor, and Hang'd up all the Burgun- 
atans they found in the Town. The King of Portu- 
gal came to France, to mediate a General Peace: 
And Rhene, King of Sicily, to viſit his Nephew 
Lewis. His Grandſon Rhene, Commanded the Smwiſ- 
ters, Who again defeated the Duke of Burgund, near 
Morat, Twenty one days after the firſt Rout. The 
Duke rag'd like a Mad-man , to be beaten by a 
young Prince, and a Beęgarly People, as he call'd the 

_ Swiſs, and was very induſtrious to get a new Army, to 
oppoſe the Enemy, who had reſtor'd the Duke of 
Lorrain to his Dominions, from whence Charles had 
driven him : The Burgundian march'd againſt the 
Swiſſers, and though the King of Portugal came to 
his Camp, on parpole to diſſwade him from ventur- 
ing a third Battel, yet he was obſtinately bent 0! 
Abe and near Nancy was Routed and Slam; 
the news of which, was ſo welcome to Lens tie 
XIth, that he gave the Meſſenger, who brought thc 
News, 150 Marks of Silver, a great Reward in thok 
days, though T1000 now is not conſiderable e. 
nough to be mention'd in Hiſtory. What we ſhall

| Gaunt, Who were afraid of the French King's deſign, 
wou'd ſuffer no body to ſpeak to the Princeſs in Pri- 
vate; and the Barber being ſuſpected, was Command- 
ed to be gone. The Barber after this, ſurpriz'd Tour- 
nay by a Stratagem ; the States of Flanders, avpoint- 
ed a Council to Govern the Princeſs, and ſent Am- 
baſſadors to notifie to Lewis, that ſhe had condeſcend- 
ed to be Govern'd by them. The King, to ſow Diſ- 
ſention among the Flemings, told the Ambaſſadors, 
that Hugonet, Chancellor of Gaunt, had brought him 
Letters from their Lady, quite contrary to what they 
ſaid; for which, when they return'd, Higonet was 
accus'd of Treaſon, convicted of betraying Arras, and 
beheaded. The Gauntois releas'd the Duke of Guel- 
der's Son, and gave him the Command of the Army 
they ſent to regain Tournay, which was defeated by 
the French, and that Prince Slain. The Prince of 
Orange, finding Lewis prevaricated with him, and did 
not as he had promis'd reſtore him ſome Lands, 
which Duke Charles had withheld from him, fell off 
from the French, and fought a Party of Lewis's Troops, 
which he worſted, but not without equal loſs.

Proteſtants that were known to he ſuch in Paris, were 
 Murder'd, and the Number. muſt ariſe to a great ma- 
ny five Thouſands, though Chevrau makes mention' of 
no more. Charles ſent Admiral Coligny's Head for a 
Preſent to the Pope, who highly extoll'd the Piety of 

this Butchery. Orders were ſent from the French Court, 

to fall at the ſame time on the Hugonots, in all parts of 

the Kingdom, and near 100000 were Maſſacred in other 

Places; but the reſt of theſe Innocent Perſons, took 
Arms, and renew'd the War. This part of the French 

| Hiſtory, and Charles's Reign, their Hiſtorians endea- 
vour to Slur over; at leaſt, thoſe that are modeſt of 
them, as if it were a Scandal to their Hiſtory, which 

in almoſt all the Parts of it is Cruel and Crimſon : 
For without Partiality, we may averr, and can ea- 

ſily prove, if we had more room, that there is no Na- 
tion in Chriſtendom, who has ſpilt ſo much Chriſtian 

Blood, to ſatisfy their Thirſt of Vengeance and Em- 
pire. Henry, Duke of Anjou, the King's Brother, who 
at firſt ſeem'd favourable to rhe Proteſtants, and un- 

dertook their Protection at Court, fell off ſoon from 

their Party, and headed the Guiſes; who, reſolving to 
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„1619. root out the Northern Hereſy, as the Romans impi- 


ouſly Stile our moſt Holy Religion, laid Siege to 
Rochelle, the chief City in France, in Proteſtant Hands: 
But while he was before that Town, News was brought 
that he was choſen King of Poland, on the th of 
March, 1573. at a General Dyet held m the Plains of 
Warſaw. King Charles Created Sebaſtian of Luxemburgh, 
Viſcount Martignes, Duke of Ponthievre, which was 
before, the oldeſt Earldom in Bretagne. Anthony de 
Cruſſol, he made Duke of Uzez ; Charles of Lorrain, 
the Duke of Guiſes younger Brother, was Created 
Duke de Mayenne; Claude de la Tremoville, Viſcount 
de Thouars he made Duke de la Tremoville ; and Claude, 
Marqueſs de Boifſy, Duke de Rohan; all theſe Dukes 
were made Peers alſo, and the two latter Peerdoms fell 
into Proteſtant Families. This King Publiſh'd an Ordi- 
nance, decreeing, that for the future, the year ſhoud 
begin upon the 1ſt of January, which did not be- 
fore begin till Eaſter- day. He made another Law, 
which order'd, that if Mothers out-liv'd their Chil-

To excuſe it, he ſaid, If I ound make him 
Rick, he mond neglett writing; and a goed Poet fhou'd 
be us'd like a good Horſe, Fed, but not Glutted, In à 
word, Charles the IXth, had abundance of bad Quali. 
ties, and no goud ones: Yet when he dy'd, ark

| Spain's Dominions, and took ſome Towns: He went in 
Progreſs to Lyont, Where he was entertain'd With all 
Imaginable ſplendor by the City; and the Biſhop of 
Peronne, afterwards Cardinal, interceeded for him at 
Rome ſo effectually, that he obtain'd the Apoſtolical Be. 
nediction, and was abſolv'd from the Popes Curſe,

receiv'd into the Boſom of the Church, the Lea- ers had

not very forward to engage in a new War, fo he 
was forc'd to ſhut himſelf up in his Convent again, 
King Henry having taken from the Duke of Savoy 
_ almoſt all his Dominions, Cardinal Aldobrandine came

lemly Crown'd at Weſtminfter, June the 22d, 1461. 
He began his Reign by putting to death John Earl 
of Oxford, and his Son the Lord Audbery de Vere, for 
their Loyalty to the unfortunate King Henry, whom 
he had Depos'd : He advanc'd ſeveral of his own 


Friends, to the greateſt Poſts and Honours, and diſ- - 
plac'd and diſprac'd thoſe of the King he had De- 

thrond ; of whom, the Duke of Somerſet, Sir Ralph ME 
Piercy, and other Leaders ſubmitting to King Edward, 
were Pardon'd. Queen Margaret returning out of 
France, Landed at Tinmouth; but her Followers in a 


Fright, running back to their Ships, ſhe was forc'd to 


_ Embark again, and Sail to Berwick. Some of her 


French Auxiliaries were driven xſhoar before Bambo- 


rough Caſtle, where they ſet their Ships on fire, and 
retir'd to Holy-Iland , there they were attack'd by 
John Mannours, Eſq; and others, and moſt of them 


kill'd or taken, but Monſieur de Varenne, their Com- 


mander, made his eſcape, and had the Government 
of Alnwick given him bythe Queen; who, having re. 
ceiv'd afliſtance from the Scots, the Duke of Somerſet, 


and Sir Ralph Piercy, Revolted from King Edward, 
and went over to her. Sir Ralph was ſoon after kill'd 


at Hegeley More, where my Lord Mountacute, the Ear! 
of Warwick's Brother , defeated King Edward's Ene- 
mies, and improving his Victory, obtain'd a greater 
advantage over them in Hexamſhire, in Northumber- 


land: In this Battel, the Duke of S»merſet was taken 


Priſoner, and many other Lords and Gentlemen of 
the Lancaſtrian Party. King Hemy was in that fight, 
but fled out of it early, and got into Scotland again; 
the Duke of Somerſet was beheaded at Exham, and 
the other Priſoners in other Places. Monſieur Varen- 
ne, being beſieg'd in Alawick, was reſcu'd and brought 


off by 30000 Scots; Bamborough, with Sir Ralph Gre

buted the Poſſeſſions of ſuch as had ſided with Henry 
the VIth, among his Soldiers and Partiſans: He alſo 
endeavour'd to gain the Affections of the People, by 
many Popular Actions 5 as Stamping new. Money 
of a better Allay, and putting forth a Proclamatior of 
pardon, to all who woud ſubmit: He ſent the 

Earl of Warwisk in a Pompous Ambaſſy to France, to 
demand the Lady Bona, the Duke of S2voy's Daugh- 
ter, and the French Queen's Siſter, in Marriage: in 

Which Negotiation, he ſucceeded fo far, that the 

Count de Dampmartine, was ſent into England to fi- 

niſh it with the King, who coming to Grafton in 
Northamptonſhire, to vilit the Dutcheſs of Bedford, fell 
in Love with her Daughter, the Lady Elizabeth Grey, 
Widow of Sir John Grey, Slain in the laſt Battel of St. 

Albans, and not being able to gain his Will of her 
without it, he marry'd her, notwithſtanding his Mo- 
ther, the Dutcheſs of York, did what ſhe cou'd to diſ- 
(wade him from it; and 'twas his Intereſt not to of- 
fend the French King, and the Earl of Warwick, who 

| he had all the reaſon in the World to believe, wou'd 

| highly reſent the Affront he had put upon the Prin- 

| cels Bona, Tis certain, the Earl o Warwick conceiv'd 

an irreconcileable Enmity to King Edward; though 
ſome Authors affirm, the firſt occaſion of it was, That 

the King, contrary to the Rules of Hoſpitality,attempted 
to Raviſh the Earl's Daughter, or his Neice, when he 
paid him a Viſit once. The Earl at his return, a-while 
diſſembled his Reſentments. To ſtrengthen his Inte- 
reſt abroad, King Edward gave his Eldeſt Siſter Mar- 
garet in Marriage to Charles the Bold, Duke of Bur- 
gundy; and ſhe was ſent over to Flanders Royally at- 
tended in the year 1468. At the ſame time, Sir 150 
mas Cook, Lord Mayor of London, was Proſecuted for 
aſſiſting Queen Margaret on a falſe Accuſation; and tho 
he was found not Guilty, his Eſtate was milerably

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A Continaation of Sir W. Raleigh's Vol. III 
waſted by 0. realy Courtiers. The Earl of War- 
wick, who had not forgot the King's Ingratitude to 
Him, engag'd his. Brother, the Marqueſs Mountacute, 

and the Arch-biſhop of York, to join in a Conſpiracy, 
to reſtore King Henry, whoſe Ruin he had been the 
main Inſtrument of: He alſo perſwaded the Duke of 
Clarence, King Edward's Brother, to retire to Calais 
his Goverment z and there by giving him his Eldeſt 
Daughter in Marriage, he prevail'd with him to fide with 
the Conſpirators againſt his Brother. The Inſurrecti- 
on broke out firſt in Yorkſhire : The People of the 
Country about York, being Inſtigated to take Arms, 
were headed by the Lord Firzhugh, Sir Henry Ne- 
ville, and Sir John Coniers, who advanc'd as far as 
Banbury, and being there met by the Earl of Pen 
brook, and Sir Richard Herbert his Brother, the moſt 
Gygantick Man of his Age and Nation, gave Battel, 
and defeated them. The Earl and his Brother being 
taken, were beheaded at Bunbury, The Northampton- 
Hire- men chooſing one Robert Hillard, whom they 
calld Robin of Reddsdale, went to Grafton, where 
they ſeiz'd the Earl of Rivers, Father of the Lady E- 
| Gzabeth Grey, now Queen, and her Brother Sir J 
Moodville, and ſtruck off their Beads at Northampton. 
The Lord Stafford of Sothwick, who had deſerted the 
late Earl of P-wbrook and his Brother at Baubusy 
Fight, which occaſion'd the loſs of the Battel, was 
taken at Brentmarſh in Somerſetfhire, and beheaded at 
Bridgwater : And the Earl of Warwick, ſoon after 
fully reveng'd his Death, by ſeizing King Eaward 
himſelf, at Wolney near Warwick, and {ending him Pri. 
ſoner to Midaleham Caſtle in Yorkfhire ; from whence 
he made his eſcape, by the Aſtiſtance of Sir Milla 

Stanley, and Sir Thomas of Borough, to Lancaſter; from 

whence my Lord Hiſtings his Chamberlain, Con- 

duced him to London in ſafety. The Earl hearing of 
the King's departure from Middleham, was inclinable 
to a Treaty, and Treated accordingly ; but neither 
the King, the Duke, nor the Ear] were in Temper _ 
good enough to forward a Peaceable Accommodation 
of their differences. This Treaty breaking off ab- 
ruptly; the King went to Canterbury, and the Duke 
and Earl to Warwick. From thence he {ent Orders to 
Sir Robert Welles, Son of the Lord Welles, to Levy 
Forces in Lincolnſpire, where they were routed, and 
diſperſt by King Edward; and Sir Robert Welles be- 
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ing taken, had his Head cut off; as his Father, the 1619. 
Lord Welles, and his Brother-in-law, Sir Thomas Di- 
mock had been ſerv'd before, Cruelly and Tyrannically 1 
by this Prince. The very next day after the defeat of 
Sir Robert Welles, the Earl of Warwick deſign'd to have 
advanc'd to his Aſſiſtance; but now finding he cou d not 
keep his Ground in England, he went to Exeter, and 
thence to Dartmouth, where he tock Shipping, ac- 
company d by the Duke of Clarence, and Sail'd to- 
wards Calais; but his Thentenant, the Lord Vaucleer, 
refuſing to admit him into the Town, the Earl went 
to,the French Court, where Queen Margaret, the 
Earls of Oxford and Pembrook, the latter keeping his 
Title, notwithſtanding King Edward had made an- 
other Earl, and moſt of the Engliſh Gentlemen, who _ 
livd abroad on account of their having been faithful 
to the Royal Houſe of Lancaſter, met, and concerted 
Meaſures for their return to Exgland. The Prince of 
_ Wales, marry'd Anne, the Earl of Warwick's Second 
Daughter; and the Duke and the Earls took an Oath, 
never to lay down their Arms, till King Henry was 
reftor d, or his Son Prince Edward was made King: 
But this Allyance between the Earl of Warwick, and 
Prince Edward, ſo alarm'd the Duke of Clarence, who 
hop'd to raiſe himſelf to the Throne, by the Earl's 
means, that he ever after wiſh'd for an opportunity 
to Reconcile himſelf to his Brother. The French King 
ſupply'd the Earl of Warwick with Ships and ſome 
Forces; and while he was in France, he kept up a 
_ Correſpondence with his Friends in Ermgland , who 
Writing him they were ready to riſe, himſelf and 
the Ladies Embark*d at Harfleur, and Landed at Dart- 
mouth; upon his Landing, he Proclaim'd Henry 
the VIth, and requir'd all Men to take Arms againft 
the Uſurper Edward, Duke of Tork. He was welcome 
to almoſt all the People of England, who, in their 
affections, generally adher'd to the Houſe of Lanca- 
ſter: The Princes of which Line, had, by their Illu 
ſtrious Actions, ſhewn they were Worthy of the 
Crown they aſpir'd to; whereas thoſe of York, were 
ſo Proud of their Title by Deſcent, and their Right 
Jure di vino, that it often made em Bloody and Un- 
merciful; two bad Qualities, which King Edward the 
IVth, cou'd not clear himſelf from the Charge of.

His Queen fled to Sanctuary ar 
Weſtminſter, and was there in a very poor Condition 
deliver'd of her Eldeſt Son Prince Edward. Vaſt 
Numbers of People reſorted to the Earl of Warwick, 
the Kentiſh-men under Sir Jeffery Gates only making 
ſome oppoſition about London; But they allo were 
quiet on his approach thither, on the 12th of Octob. 
1470. The Earl rode to the Tower, and deliver'd 
King Henry out of Priſon 3 Who callmg a Parliament, 
King Edward was declar'd a Traytor and Uſurper; all 
his Laws were repeal'd, and the Crown in default 
of King Henry's Male Heir's, entail'd on George Duke 
of Clarence, and his Iſſue; who, with the Earl of 
| Warwick, was made Protector of the Kingdom. Queen 
Margaret, who ſtfll remain'd in France with her Son 
Prince Edward, hearing what Succeſs her Friends had in 
England, prepar'd to Sail thicher , but being Embark'd, 
| ſhe was driven back to France by contrary Winds. In 
the mean time, 7Jaſper, Earl of Pembrook, before men- 
tion'd, going into Wales to look after his Private E- 
ate, found there his Nephew, Henry Earl of Rich- 
mond, afterwards Henry the VIlth, whom he brought 


to Court with him; and Henry the Vith ſaid of him, 
as ſoon as he law him, This ſure is he, to nhom both

met him to aſſiſt him. The Earl of Warw:ick, who 


lay in Coventry, hearing what a Power King Edward 


had with him, durſt not ſtir out of the Town, where 
he was inſulted by that King, who advancing to Mar- 


wick, concluded a Treaty of Accommodation with his 


Brother the Duke of Clarence, whoſe Army willing- 


ly went over to King Edward, to confirm the Recon- 
ciliation between the two Brothers. The Duke of 


Clarence endeavour'd to Reconcile the Earl allo to 
his Brother; but the latter anſwer'd, He had rather 


be what he was, than be like a falſe perjurd Dube; That 
he was fully determin'd not to lay down his Arms, till he 
was Conquer'd, or was a Conqueror. Iwas thought the 


Earl of Oxford's Councels went a great way in pre- 
vailing with the Earl, to continue thus ſtedfaſt to King 
Henry. To Coventry came the Duke of Exeter, and 


the Marqueſs Mountacute, with their Troops, which 


acceſſion of Forces, very much encreasd the Earl's 


Army, and made him ſtrong enongh to take the Field, 


sa ſoon as King Edward march'd to London.

to meet them; But theſe Lords having Information, 


that the Earl of Warwick was marching to give King 


Edward Battel, joyn'd him at Northampton, from 


whence they all advanc'd towards London, and on 


Gladmoor-Heath, between Barnet and St. Albans, a 


_ dreadful Fight was fought between the two contend- 
ing Parties, in which King Edward's prov'd Victori- 
ous, and the Earl of Warwick, and the Marqueſs of 
Mountacute, was both Slam on the 13th of April,

Ford, fled to Wales, to Faſper Earl of Pembrook, and 
the Dake of Exeter to Sanctuary at Weſtminſter, 
The day before this Battel was fought, Queen Har. 
_ garet and Prince Edward Landed at Weymouth, and ter- 
rible News was this to them. The Queen in- 
clin'd to return to Fance, till the Earl of Devonſhire, 


and the Duke of Somerſer, coming to her, perſuaded 


her to take the Field, and try another Fight for it. 


The Gentlemen of Cornwall, Devon, Somerſet, Dorſet 


and Wilthire, brought her in Supplies of Men, in o 


much, that her Army, as ſhe march'd through thoſe 


Counties, encreas'd dayly. King Edward accompany'd 
by his Brothers, the Duke of Clarence and Glouceſter, 
the Lord Haſtings, and other Lords, coming againſt 
her, forc'd her to a Battel at Tewksbury, in Glouceſter- 
Hire, where he again got a Glorious Victory. The

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Cry of this Innocent Blood, againſt theſe inhumane 1619, 
Murderers, There were ſtill Inſurrections in the North,. 
and at London; the Northern Men, hearing of the 5 
Queen's defeat at Tewksbury, ſubmitted;; and the Ba- 
ſtard Falcenbridge, who aſſaulted the City of London, 
was repulſt by the Citizens, after which, he encampt 
on Black heath; but on news of King Edward's ap- 
proach towards the City, his Followers diſperſt, and he 
got a Ship board, having ſeveral Ships at his Com- 
mand, with which, from Sandwich he manag'd a Py- 
ratical War. The King coming to London, Richard 
Duke of Glouceſter, to ſecure the Crown to his Fa- 
mily or himſelf, went to the Tower, and Stab'd King 
Henry to the Heart; ſuch was the end of that mi- 
ſerable Prince, after a Reign of 38 years and 6 Months; 
and ſuch were the ways by which the Houſe of 
York rais'd themſelves to the Throne of that of Lan- 
caſter, who, in Henry the Vth, had given a King to 
England, whoſe Name will always be the Pride and 
Pleaſure of Eugliſh Hiſtorians. There was now no body 
to Moleſt King Edward, but the Baſtard Falconbridge, 
who held out Sandwich; which was ſurrender'd on 
promiſes of Indemnity to him and his Men, However, 
the Baſtard being taken at Southampton ſome time after, 
was beheaded, and ſeveral dreadful Executions were 
made in Kent, John, Earl of Oxford, after the Battel of 
Barnet, had fortify'd St. Michael's Mount; but after 
that of Tewkesbury, he ſurrender'd it, and was ſent 
Prifoner to the Caftle of Hammes, as the Arch-biſhop 
of York was to that of Gwiſaes. Moſt of King Edwards 
Enemies had been Slain at Tewkesbury ; and the Earl 
of Pembroke, finding there was too muth danger for 
him and his Nephew in Males, ſtruck off Roger Vaughan, 
Head, who was ſent by the King to ſeize him, and 
fled with the Earl of Richmond to the Duke of Bre- 
tagne; by whom they were favourably receivd and 
Ir „ though King Edward ſent ſeveral 
mbaſſies to him, to perſuade him to deliver them 

up; but finding the Duke was too much a Man of

The Herald did his Meſſage, and King Lewis was ſo 


mean Spirited, as to beg the Meſſenger to mediate a

| joyn the Engliſh Army with 5 this Herald's Negotia- ; 


tion ended in a Treaty and Interview between King 


Edward and King Lewisz who having Brib'd the 


King of England, and his Miniſters, with vaſt Summs 


of Money, Purchas'd a Peace. King Edward was to have

The Lord Audley march'd thro' the Weſtern and South- _ 


ern Countries into Kent, where the Lord Daubeny defeat- 


ed them, flew 2000, and took their Leaders Pri- 


ſoners, with a Multitude of the Rabble. Audley was Be- 


headed upon Towere Hill on the 24th of June 1497: 
Thomas Flammock, Michael Fofeph, and other Heads of 
the Rebels were Hang'd. The Scots hearing of theſe 


Troubles, thought to make their advantage of them by 
Invading England; Which they did, and ravag'd the 


Country till they heard of the Earl of Surrey's advance- 


ins to repel them: They then retir'd, and the Scots

_ Chaſt, Wiſe, Bountifal, and Brave, and had not the many 
Impoſtors that were ſet up againſt him ſour'd his Tem- 
per,and his want of Money in the beginning of his Reign, 
made him too covetous of it in the end of it, he wou'd 
have left behind him as good and as great a Character as 
any of our Kings: Iwas he, who by getting ſeveral 
Acts paſt to permit Noblemen to alienate their Lands to 
Commoners, and to hinder their having Retainers, broke 
the Power of the Barons, which none of his Predeceſſors 
cou'd entirely break by their Arms. „ 
Henry the VIIth was Succeeded by his Son Ferry the 
VIIIth, who in the beginning of his Reign was govern'd 
by the adviſe of his Grandmother the Counteſs of Kich- 
mond and Darby, and a Privy Council of the moſt Wiſe 
and molt Experienced Statelmen of his Time, His Fa- 
ther, by his violent methods of raiſing Money, left 
1800000 Pounds in his Coffers, as much comparatively ae 
10 Millions now. The Miniſters, to Ingratiate the new 
King with his Subjects, committed Empſon and Pr4!ey 
to Priſon, and put out a Proclamation, That all who had 
ſuffer d by the Promoters, ſhou'd put in their Complaints 
againſt them: The Chief of thoſe Villains were Puniſh'd, 
and Empſon and Dudley Beheaded. The young King had 
an Extravagant Humour, of Shews, Plays, Balls, beaſt- 
ings, Tilts, Turnaments, and Maſquerades, in Which 
he Squander'd away Prodigious Summs of Money; and 
as long as the Privy Council had the Power in their own.

The French having privily inſtigated the Scots to 
make Inroads into the Engliſb Dominions, and robbdd ' _ 7 
: the Engliſ Merchants at Sea; a Squadron of Men 1 
| of War, under Captain Coo was Equip'd, and ſet out 9 
for Reprizals. The Engli/h Merchants effects were 
ſeizdat Bourdeaux, and the French in London. Soon 
i after, the Emperor came to England, being met at 
Dover by the Cardinal, and a great Company of Lords 
and Gentlemen, who receiv'd him at his Landing, and the 
King came thither in Perſon, to Conduct him thence to 
his Court, which was then kept at Greenwich. The Earl 
of Surrey was made Admiral, to Convoy the Emperor to 
Spain: This Prince, when he was in England, con- 
firm'd the King and Cardinal in their intended Rup- 
ture with France; and the Lord Admiral returning home- 
ward from Spain, took and pillag'd Morlaiæ in Bretagne. 
The Earl of Surrey alſo was lent with an Army to 
Calais, to attack the French on that fide, where, in : 
Conjunction with the Flemings, he took Hedin, The - IF8 
Scots to aſſiſt their French Confederates, levy'd a mighty _—_— 
Army, which lay ready to Invade Eugland; but the FI 
Earl of Shrewsbury, with as good, though not as great 
a one, being as ready to defend it, the Scots thought 
fit to accept of a Truce which was offer'd them. A 
Parliament was holden in the ſame year, of which 
dir Thomas More was Speaker. The Cardinal of Tork, 
had the Biſhoprick of Durham added to his other 
Benifices, and he exercis'd his Legantine Power wit li 
a Tyranny that was inſupportable, and having behav'd 
A 2 5 himlelt 
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1619. himſelf ſo in Parliament, as to diſpleaſe the King. 
hat Proud Prieſt began to be a little humble; which 
e Humility of his, laſted no longer than he was afraid of 
5 the King's diſpleaſure, This year, the 15th' of King 
Henry's Reign, the King of Denmark viſited him, and 
the Lord Surrey, Marqueſs Dorſer, and other Captains, 
led an Army into Scotland, where they deſtroy'd 40 
| Towns and Villages. The Garriſon of Calais made a 
Succeſsful Incurſion into the French Dominions, and 
the Erglifh deſtroy'd ſeveral Towns on the Coaft of 
France. The Duke of Suffolk Invaded Picardy, took 
Roye, Mendedier, and other Places: In the mean time, 
the Earl of Surrey burnt Fedworth in Scotland. The 
| Scots and the French attack'd Werk-Caſtle but were 
driven off by the Engliſh, and the former attempting 
to Rob the Fair at Berwick, were repuls'd. The Pope 
by his Nuntio, offer'd his Mediation to conclude a 
Peace between England and France, to which King 
Henry the rather inclin'd, becauſe the Emperor was 
become too Powerful by his Victory at Pavia, where 
Francis the Iſt was taken Priſoner, and ſent thence 
into Span; in his reſtraint, he agreed to Terms of 
Peace, Which he rejected when he was enlarg'd as 
diſhonourable : The French Kings having in all times, 
found means to evade or renounce Treaties. In this, 
the King of England was included, and his eſpouſing 
the Cauſe of Francis's Liberty, was thought to haſten 
it more than any thing; but the Emperor diſlik'd that 
King Henry intermeddled in that Aﬀair , and a 
— Rupture with Charles the Vth was Threaten'd in 
England, The King, to enable him to carry on his 
deſigne, demanded a Subſidy, which being Granted and 
Collected with too much Severity, caus'd a Rebellion 
in Suffolk, where the Duke of Norfolk oppoſing the 
Rebels, reduc'd them. In the year 1525. a Peace was 
concluded between England and France, and Rome 
being Sackt by the Imperialiſts, the Cardinal went 
ſome time after in a Splendid Embaſſy to Francis the 
Iſt, to invite him into a League in favour of the Pope, 
who was taken Priſoner by Charles the Vth's Army. 
And now the Courts of England and France were very 
great Friends again, and the Imperial Court Enemies 
to both of them. Heralds were ſent to the Emperor 
by King Henry and Francis the It, to demand the de- 
livery on the Pope, and the French King's Sons, Whom 
he detain'd as Hoſtages for the performance 5 = 
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| raisd in him by Doctor Longland, Biſhop of Lincoln, 
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Treaty he had concluded with their Father in ain; 1619. 


but the Emperor diſmiſt them with an unfatisfatory (Wa 
Anſwer, and the two Kings denounc'd War againſt him : 


But his Subjects in England, had free liberty to de- 
part the Kingdom, and a Truce was agreed on be- 
tween the Engliſh and the Flemings for ſome Months. 
The Sweating-Sickneſs again {wept away a vaſt num- 
der of People; and ſuch was the Poſture of Affairs 
when that great Event happen'd, which made way 
for the Reformation of Religion, and the aboliſhing the 
Papal Power, and Popiſh Idolatry in this Kingdem. 
The King being at Variance with the Emperor, thought 
he cou'd not have a better opportunity to declare his 
diſguſt of his Queen, that Prince's Aunt, which tis 
ſaid he firſt conceiv'd from ſome Scruples of Conſcience, 


who told him, His Marriage with Queen Katherine 
was not lawful , ſhe having been his Brother's Wife. 
The Cardinal was of the ſame Opinion, and 'tis 
thought he did it to be reveng'd of the Emperor and 
kis Family, for his being refus'd the Arch-biſhoprick 
of Toledo, the Richeſt in the World. Cardinel Com. 
peius was ſent to England, and joyn'd with that of 
York, to hear and determine the matter. The Queen's 
Cauſe was manag'd by Dr. Warham, Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Fiſher, Biſhop of Rocheſter, and others. 
The Legates ſat in the Palace of Black Fryars, and 
the King and Queen were preſent at their firſt Seſſion; 
but the Queen having Complain'd to the King of his 
unkindneſs, in a Pathetick Speech, went out of the 
Court. The King then declar'd, he was put upon 
this matter purely by the Stings of his Conſcience : 
| He excus'd the Cardinal of York in it, and ſaid the 
| Biſhop of Bayonne, one of the French Ambaſſadors, 
who came to demand his Daughter Mary in Marri- 
age, for the Duke of Orleans, firſt objected againſt 
| the Legitimacy of the Marriage, and conſequently of 
the Princeſs Mary. The Cardinal of York, fearing to 
offend the Court of Rome, by which he held his Le- 
| gantine Power, delay'd the deciſion of the Affair, and 
Compeius refus d to give Judgment; which not agree- 
| Ing with the King's Impatience, to marry Mrs. Anne 
Bolein, the Lord Rochfora's Daughter, He was fo 
| angry with Woolſey, that he took the Seals from him, 
and he fell into dilgrace, A. D. 1529. Aſter he had been 
the Reigning Miniſter and Favourite fifteen years: He

1619. was now Condemn'd in a Premunire, and depriv'd of all 
his Benifices, except his Arch - biſnoprick of Tork. The 
King finding the Court of Rome prevaricated with 
him in the Buſineſs of the Divorce, which he ſol- 
licited there, ſent Agents to Forreign Univerſities , 
to demand the Opinion of the Learned Men abroad. 
In the mean time, a Parliament was held, and the 
Commons complain'd highly of the Oppreſſions of 
the Clergy, by Fines for Probats of Wills, by Mortua- 
ries, by Renting of Biſhops Lands, by Non-Reſidence, 
and Plurality of Benefices. This was a Bold Step, 
and the _ of Rochejter crying out, the Church is 
in danger, and charging the Houſe of Commons with 
deſigns againſt it, they complain'd of him; upon which 
Complaint, he was forc'd to ſubmit, and explain him- 
ſelf with more Modeſty and Moderation. An Act paſt 
againſt Probats and Mortuaries, which ſo pleas'd the 
Commons, that they releas'd a great debt from the 
Crown to the People. An Act alſo paſt concerning 
Pluralities, and Prieſts Farming Church-Lands, which 
the Biſhops oppos'd with all their might; but the 
People of England, before the Reformation, were wea- 
ry of the Ignorance, Avarice and Inſolence of the greater 
Part of the Prieſt hood. What occaſion they have had 
to continue their Murmurs fince, let others tell: For 
_ our part, we think the Engli Proteſtant Clergy, the 
_ moſt Learned, and the moſt Pious Part of the King- 
dom, and have an equal reſpect for their Virtue aud 
Merit. Thoſe that do not deſerve it from us, Will no 
doubt have other reproof than what they meet with in 
Hiſtory, Ambaſſadors were ſent from Ezgland to Italy, 
where the Emperor was going to be Crown'd, about 
the Marriage and Divorce. The Earl of Miliſhire 
went to Francis the Iſt, on the ſame Errand, The 
iniverſities in moſt Kingdoms and States of Europe, | 
declar'd the King's Marriage Unlawful, and that he 
ought to be Divorc'd: But the Emperor, te Mortifie 
the King, oblig'd the Court of Rome to deny him 
bis requeſt in this Affair. Articles were exhibited in 
Parliament againſt the Cardinal of York, to which he 
_ pleading, Guilty, all his Eſtate, Goods and Chattels, 
ere forfeited to the King; but by that Princes pe 
culiar Grace, he kept the Arch-biſhoprick of York , 
only retiring in a Melancholy, but Pompous Condi— 
tion to his Dioceſs. In the 22d year of King Hemp 
. Reign, Thomas Cromwell, who had been one of 19

1619 Reign, the King who for a long time had not Bedded 
aich the Queen, parted from her, and forbad her 


to come to his Court; aſſigning ſeveral Palaces at her 


own Choice for her Reſidence, and ſeveral Lords 


were ſent to her, to perſuade her ro ſubmit to the 
Judgment of ſo many Learned Men, and conſent to 


a Divorce; but ſhe was obſtinate and wou'd not com- 
ply. Not long after, on the 1ſt of September, 1532. 
the King Created the Lady Anne Bolein, Marchioneſs 
of Pembroke, and gave her 1000 Pounds a- year in Lands; 


ſhe accompany'd him to the Interview he had in 


October with the French King, and 'tis ſaid, King Henry 
then Communicated to Francis the Iſt, his deſign to 


marry her, in Which he was encourag'd by that King's 


advice, and Promiſe to aſtiſt him againſt all the Ene- 
mies of the Divorce, and his new Marriage. Accord- 


ing, as ſoon as he return'd to England, he marry'd 
the Marchioneſs of Pembroke, On the I 4th of November, | 
and *twas Enacted in Parliament, that the late Queen 


Katherine, ſhou'd be only call'd the Princeſs Dowager. 
The Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, Dr. Warham, a zealous 


Papiſt, Dr. Boner, Biſhop of London, Dr. Gard- 


ner, Biſhop of Mincheſter, both violent Bigots to the 


old Superſtition; the Biſhops of Bath, Lincoln, and o- 
ther Learned Men, were Authorized to Cite her be- 


fore them at Dunſtable; ſhe then lying at Ampthil, 
and not coming to anſwer for her Contumacy, ſhe 
Was formally Divorc'd by theſe Prelates, and their 


Fellow Commiſſioners, after ſhe had been King 
Henry's Wife near 24 years. In May, 1533, Queen 
Anne was Solemnly Crown'd at Weſtminſter, Ten 


Months after her Marriage, this Princeſs was deliver'd 


of a Daughter, who was afterwards the Renown'd 


Queen Elizabeth; and 'tis more than probable, that 


notwithſtanding all the Malicious inveQtives of the 
Popih Authors, againſt this Queen Anne, ihe had main- 


tain'd her Chaſtity againſt all Temptation, and kept 
the King at a diſtance, till his approaches were ſuſti- 
 fy'd by Marriage. The Bigots of Popery , hated 


the Queen for favouring a Reformation, and feveral 
Artifices were devisd by them, to keep up their de- 


 _ clining Faction; none made more noiſe than Elizabeth 
Barten, the Maid of Kent, who pretending to be a- 
ſpir'd, pronounc'd Judgments againſt the King, if be 
proceeded to the Divorce. The Arch-biſhop of Can- 


terbury, Dr. Fier, Biſhop of Rocheſter, and dir Thoma, 


More, out of their abundant. Zeal for the Papal Ido- 
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- Jatry, gave Credit to this Female Impoſtor, or ſeem'd 1619. 
ſo to do, and by her Confeſſion, it appear'd, they made | 
her believe what ſhe ſaid was by the Inſpiration of 
the Holy Ghoſt. This Counterfeit, and her Accom- 
plices were Try'd and Convicted, her ſelf and ſeveral 
of her adherents Executed at Tyburn, Annats were 
now put down, and the Pope to be reveng'd, Fulmi- 
nated againſt King Henry; the Princeſs Dowager, was 
known to have procur'd this Fulmination, which how- 
ever, reach'd no farther than Dunkirk ; and the King 
reſenting her Carriagein this Aﬀair, order'd the rom ; 
art of her Houſhold to be diſmiſt. In a Parliament 
Feld about this time, King Henry procur'd the Suc- 
ceſſion, to be ſettled on his Daughter Elizabeth, in 
caſe he had no Heirs Male; and Commiſſioners were 
appointed to take an Oath, to maintain this Succeſſion 
of all Perſons whatſoever. The Act having made. it 
"Treaſon to refuſe it, Dr. Fiſher, and Sir. Thomas More 
| abovemention'd, who had deſerv'd Death for their up- 
holding the Maid of Kent, loſt their Heads for re- 
fuſing this Oath, and denying the King's Supremacy. 
Though King Henry conſented to any thing that 
| weaken'd the Pope's Power, yet he wou'd not admit 
of any ſteps towards a Reformation of Religion, con- 
trary to his own Opinions, of which he was very te- 
nacious. Mr. John Frith, and Andrew Hewet, two young 
Men, were Burnt in Smithfield, A. D. 1535. for fa- 
vouring Lutheraniſm. The Parliament in the ſame year 
had paſt the Act for aſſerting the King's Supremacy, and 
all who deny'd it, were Hang'd as Traytors. Thus has the 
Pope's Power been entirely aboliſh'd in England 173 years. 
In this year allo, were Religious Houſes Viſited, and the 
Viſitors gave ſuch a horrible account of the Lewdneſs 
and Impiety of the Fryars and Nunns, that it made 
their Suppreſſion the more eaſy to the People, who 
cherwilo wou'd not have been ſo paſſive at the turning 
fo many Thouſand Religious Perſons out of their Cells. 
The Parliament began with the ſmall Priories, giving 
the King all thoſe that had not above 300 Marks year- 
ly Rent. None imagin'd what cou'd occaſion the King's 
averſion to Queen Anne Bolein, a Princeſs, whoſe Gayety 
and Gallantry, had it been Innocent, ſeem'd to ſecure her - 
his Affections. But on a ſudden, ſhe was accus'd of 
Incontinence, Try'd by the Lords, Convicted, and 
on the 19th of May, 1536, Beheaded. She clear'd her 
ſelf very well of all Criminal Actions; but ſome indiſ- 
crzet ones lay cloſer, and ſhe confeſt enough to many

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1619. her Guilty before a Jealous Husband, but not before 
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WY WV an upright Judge. Her Brother was Executed, for

being privy to her Amours, which was thought to 


be equally unjuſt and improbable, That a Lord of the 
_ Viſcount Rochford's Quality, ſhou'd be ſo infamons, as 
to Pimp for his Siſter and his Queen. Reaſon will not 
ſuffer one to Credit ſuch a Charge; and the Death 


of this Queen, and the Executions that attended it, 
are imputed to King Henry's Cruelty and Inconſtancy. 
A few days after her Tragical end, the Court was 
in Joy, with as much ſurprize as they were in Gricf 


before : For the King marry'd Mrs. Fane Seymour, 


Daughter to Sir Fohn Seymour, and Brother to Sir 
Edward Seymour, Who was Created Viſcount Beauchamp, 
The Princeſs Dowager dy'd ſome time before, and this 


Queen had no Rival to diſturb her. The Bloody Six 


Articles were Publiſh'd in the ſame year, and were 


to be the Rule of Peoples Faith and Worſhip. They kept 


in moſt of the old Idolatry, and conſequently, were 


oppos d by ſome Perſons who ſeal'd their Principles 
with their Blood, The Proteſtants who deny'd theſe 


Articles, and the Papiſts who deny'd the Supremacy, 


were a. like Cruelly Treated by him, and burnt with- 
out Mercy. The Lord Thomas Howard, marrying the 
Queen of Scots Daughter, the King's Neice, without 


his Confent, was attainted in Parliament. Mr. Thom 
Cromwell, now Secretary of State, and Maſter of the 


Rolls, was advanc'd to be Keeper of the Privy Seal, 


and Created Lord Cromwell, On the 18th of July, 


the King entruſted him with a Commiſlion, which had 
never been heard of before, making him his Vice-Ge- 
rent in Spiritual Affairs, by which he had a Power 


Superior to that of the Biſhops, and even of the Con- 
vocation, His firſt ſtep towards a Reformation, was 


his injoyning all Parſons to Teach their Pariſhoners the 
Pater Noſter, the Ave and Creed in Engliſh, The Pa- 


piſts Murmur'd, and their Prieſts roar'd againſt theſe 


Injunctions; which having follow'd the Supremacy , 


and Succeſſion Acts, the W among them con'd no 


longer contain themſelves; 


at firſt under Dr. Mac · 
krell, a Parſon of Lincolnſbire, broke out into Rebellion, 
Theſe the Earl of Shrewsbury march'd to oppoſe, and 
the Duke of Norfolk coming with a Royal Army to 


mpprcls them, they diſperſt on Promile of Pardon. 


There were ſome ſtirrs in Lancaſhire and Cheſhire, un. 
der the Abbots of Walley and Stavely, who being taken 


ane 
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and hang'd up, it ſtruck Terror into their Followers, 1619. 
the Earl of Derby quieted theſe ſtirs. In Yorkſhire WWW 


the Popiſh Prieſts alſo perſwaded the Ignorant Rabble 
to Mutiny. The Noble Sir Ralph Ewers, made a brave 
defence in Scarborough Caſtle, and being reliev'd, Com- 
manded on the Borders of Scotland. One Nicholas 
Muſgrave, of Weftmoreland or Cumberland, an Arch Re- 
bel, rais'd 8000 Men to defend the Church, as theſe 
blind Zealots call'd the old Superſtitions Worſhip, and 
beſieg d Carli/le, but was defeated by the Duke of Nor- 
Fol, who took and hang'd many of his Followers; but 
himſelf, by a happy flight, eſcap'd the Gallows. Sir 
Francis Bigod, rais'd a new Commotion in Yorkſhire, 
near Hull, but it was ſoon appeas'd; a more Powerful In- 
ſurrection was alſo ſuppreſt in the Biſhoprick of Durham. 
The Chiefs of which were brought to Condign Puniſh- 
ment, as Sir Robert Conſtable, who was Hang'd in Chains 
cover Beverly Gate in Hull; William Lumley, and Ni- 
cholas Tempeſt, were Hang'd in other places; Sir John 
Bulmor was Hang'd at Tyburn, and his Miſtreſs burnt 
in Smit hfield. For, as in our late Times, we found moſt 
of thoſe Infamous Women, were Zealous againſt the 
Revolution and Reformation of Manners , fo their Wick- 
ed Predeceſſors were againſt the Reformation of Re- 
ligion; for in good Governments, they know very well, 
Impiety and Lewdneſs are never Tolerated, In the year 
1538, The Lords Darcy and Huſſey, were beheaded for 
| Rebellion, Prince Edward was Born, and Queen Jane 
dy'd in Child-bed ; now alſo were ſeveral Cheats, con- 
cerning Roods, Images, and Miraculous Things de- 
tected, and ſome of theſe Roods and Images publick- 
ly burnt, The Vice-gerent order'd the Bible to be 
ſet up in Frglth in every Pariſh Church. The Bones 
of Thomas Becket were burnt, and his Shrine demoliſh'd, 
aà bold ſtroke, conſidering in what eſteem the Memo. 
ry of that Saint was in the Court of Rome. The Mar- 
queſs of Exeter, the Lord Mount acute, and others were 
\ beheaded, for Conſpiring to advance Reginald Pool to 
the Crown, and diſpoſſeſs King Henry. Upon which, 
Cardinal Pool, and ſeveral Ladies and Gentlemen were 
attainted in Parliament. In the fame Seftion, the ſix 
Articles were Eſtabliſh'd by an Act, and in the Execu-

The Earl fully ſupply'd the Garriſon of Hadington, 
with Recruits of Men and Money; land the French and 
their Confederate Scors, flying every where before him, 
he cou'd do no more. Dundee was deſtroy'd by the French, 
for that the Inhabitants had admitted the Exgliſb, who o- 
therwiſe wou'd have forc'd their entrance. The next 
year, the Lord Sudley, Brother to the Lord Protector, 
was attainted and beheaded for Treaſon.

The Lord Leicefter, who 
was General of all the Forces employ'd in the Low- 
Country War, had ſuch a Power given him by the States, 
that the Queen of Ergland reſented his accepting of it, 
and recall'd him for it.

The Hollanders; who had renouncd 
all ſubjection to the Spaniards, fitted vat a Fleet to afliſt 
Queen Elizabeth, The Pope Excommunicated. the 
Queen, and Cardinal Alien wrote an Infamous Libel a- 
gainſt her, exhorting all her Catholick Subjects to take 
Arms for King Philip in ſo Righteous a Cauſe; The 
Queen hearing what mighty preparations were making 
againſt her, was not remiſs in providing for her defence; 
The Royal Navy was equipt, and Land Armies rais'd, 
| one of which encamp'd at Tilbury, where ſhe in Perſon 
| appear d on Horſeback, and encourag'd the Men by 
ier Looks and Her Speeches, to venture their Lives in 
| 
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defence of ſo Good and ſo Great a Soveraign. The 
Armada being come into the Channel, was Attack'd firſt 
off Portland, by the Lord Admiral Charles Howard, Sir 
Francis Drake, Sir Fohn Hawkins, and Sir Martin Fro- 
biſher 5 the Three laſt, Famous Adventurers. In this 
Engagement, the Engliſh wanting Powder, were forc'd to 
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give over. The next Fight was off the /e of Might, 
= tas Fierce and Bloody, and the Spaniards had not much 
1 the worſt of it; but Two days afterwards, the ENR 
Admirals ſent Eight Fire ſhips among the Span Fleet, 
at which the Enemies were ſo frighted, that they cut 
their Cables and fled with Confuſion. Two Days 
after that, another Terrible Fight happen'd off ef 
Graveling, in which the Spaniards ſuffer'd extreamly, 
and were ſo weary of this dayly fighting, that they fled 
Northward with fullSails,and paſſing betweenthe Orcaaes 
about Caithneſs and the Co aſt of Ireland, kept Weſtward 
in the Main Ocean, till they arriv'd in Spain, where the 
Duke e Medina Sedonia, who Commanded the Inv,“ ble 
Armada, was turn'd out of his Commiſſion, and Con- 
fin'd to his Houſe. Of 134 Ships, only 53 return'd to 
Spain; and of 30000 Soldiers, ſcarce 13000 got ſafe home = 
again. The Lord Seyzore, with a Squadron of Enplif 
 Menof War in Conjunction with the Netherlanders, 
watched the Duke of Parma ſo narrowly, that he durſt 
not ſtir out of his Ports; and to ſhew the Spaniards, that 
the Engliſb were ſo far from fearing them, that if theß 
wou'd not come to them again, they wou'd follow 
them home, Sir Francis Drake was ſent with a Fleet to 
Spain, having an Army aboard, Commanded by Sir 7% 
Norris, who took the Groyne, and deſtroy'd the Maga-

which King Philip had projected. Sir John Norris Routed 
the Spaniards who came againſt him, Burnt the Town,

which King Philip had ſeizd. The Earl of Efex ; 


march'd to Lichon, and poſſeſt himſelf of the City,

 Iiþ Soldiers drinking immoderately, were kill'd by diſ- 


eaſes more than by the Enemy; ſo the Earl Re-em-_ 


bark'd his Men, and return'd : In their return, Sir 
Francis Drake burnt Vigo, and deſtroy d the Country 


Seven Miles about. Henry of Navarr , the Right X 
Heir to the Crown of France, of the French Line, 
being a Proteſtant, met with a Powerful Faction to 


oppoſe his Succeſſion > which oppoſition being on ac- 


count of his Religion, Queen Elizabeth aſſiſted him 


with a Body of Men, under the Command of the 


Earl of Efex, and Lent him Money to Maintain his 
Title. The. Earl of Efex had not the Succeſs in 


France Which he met with in Spain, A. D. 1576. 
Where he took Calais, Plunder'd and Burnt it, and 


Waſted the Ifland in which the Town ſtands ; there 


was a Fleet of Men of War, and Merchant Ships in 


the Harbor, which the Duke de Medina Sidonia de- 
ſtroy'd, to proveng their falling into the hands of the 
The Earl Sackt Faro in Algarva, and return'd 


Engliſh. 
with great Booty and Honour to Plymouth. The next 


year he undertook another Expedition, and Plunder'd 
| the Azores Iſlands. The King of Poland ſent an Am- 

baſſador to the Queen, to demand Satisfaction for ſome 
Poliſh Merchants which had been interrupted in their 


Commerce, and threatning, if he was not ſatisfy'd, that 


| he wou d joyn with his Confederate the King of Spain, 


| Who, as he was a Prince of the Houſe of Auſtria, was 


his Ally; which the Queen anſwer'd ſo Reaſonably and 


Majeſtical, that the Envoy was put out of Countenance. 
The Dane made the ſame Complaints, and ſtopt the

Elizabeth's ſending an Ambaſſador thither, full Satis - 


faction was given em. 7ir Owen, or Tyrone, Whom 
ſhe had twice Pardon'd, and made an Earl, 9 


in Jreland in the year 1597. Sir John Norris oppos 
him, and not having the expected Succeſs, the Lord

Upon Ne, Tyrone flies from Place to Place, burns his

| and Regent during the King's Minority; and King 
James IVth's Natural Son was made Earl of Murray. 
'Tis no wonder that the Kingdom of Scotland was 
immediately involv'd in the greateſt difficulties and 
diſtreſſes, ſince the Prince who Govern'd it had his 
Education in France. Hepburn, to whom the Arch- 
' biſhop for Peace ſake had reſign'd his Biſhoprick of 
Murray, inſinuated himſelf into the new Regent's Fa- 
; your, and diſcover'd to him the Humours, Grandeur 
and FaQtions of the Scots Nobility, eſpecially the Fa- 
milies of the Douglaſſes and HEumes, which he hated. 
Hume, the late Governor of South Scotland, hear- 
ing the Regent had been advis'd to ſend for French 
Forces, and being afraid there were deſigns forming 
againſt him, perſwaded the Queen to fly with her 
| Son into England, which ſhe reſolv'd to do, had ſhe. 
not been prevented by the Duke of Albany, who ſeiz'd. 
the King's Perſon in Sterling Caſtle, and remov'd the 
| | Queen Dowager and the Douglaſſes from him; Com- 
mitting him to the Cuſtody of three Lords. under a 
ſtrong Guard. The Humes fled immediately into Eng- 
land, as did the Queen and her Husband the Earl of 
Asus; ſoon after, the Regent Banilh'd the Earl of 
| Angus, and Alexander Hume was Condemn'd in Par- 
_ BF liament. Hume ſubmitting, was committed to the 
Keeping of the Earl of Arran, to whom he infinug- 
ted, That he being King James IIId's Nephew, had 
more Right to the Regency than a Stranger and an 
Exile. The Earl of Arran, upon this, takes Arms; 
and the Regent preſently took his Caſtle at Hamilton. 
Hume deſtroy'd Dunbar, and the Earl of Lennox join- 


ing with them, they ſeiz d Cc w. However, the Re- 
gent Treated with them, Pardon'd, and receiv'd them

Army. This diſgrace made the Regent Tranſport 
himſelf to France again, and the Scots Lords, WhO 


were weary of being Slaves to a French Government, 
convey'd the King to Edinburgh z where at Holyrood 


Houle, he aſſum'd the Government, took an 9 of

Allegiance of all thoſe that were preſent ; call'd a Par- 1619. 
liament, and threw the Biſhops of St. Andrew's and AI-. 
berdeen into Priſon, for oppoſing the Revolution. The 

Earl of Angus, return'd from his Exile; the Queen, who 
did not love him, now, was ſorry for it; fo was the 
Earl of Arran, who rul'd all under her: But the Earls 
of Argyle and Lennox rejoyc'd at it, Arran kept the 
hog in Edinburgh Caſtle but Lennox and Argyle being 
choſen Protectors of the King and Kingdom, by the 

Lords of the Adverſe Party, ſeiz'd Sterling Caſtle, and 
marching to Edinburgh, found it unprovided for a 
Siege; fo they enter'd the Town and Caſtle, and turn'd 
out all the Lords and Gentlemen who were not of 
their Faction. Angus, Lennox and Argyle, were to 
rule four Months by Turns, but theſe Triumviri, were 
ſoon depos d: For Lennox, and the other Stuarts con- 
ſpir'd to get the King out of the Hands of the Dou- 
glaſſes , both ſides took Arms, and came to an Engage- 
ment, of which the King was a Spectator. The Dou- 
glaſſes were Victorious, and ſtrengthen'd their Party, 
by inviting the Hamiltons to ſhare in their Power. 
Ihe Stuarts engag'd a great number of the Nobility, 
Spiritual and Temporal on their ſide, and they call'd a 
Parliament at Sterling Caſtle. Forces alſo were rais'd 
to ſet upon the Hamiltons, before they and their Men 
cou'd joyn the Dowglaſſes ; but Lennox attacking them 
too haſtily, was defeated and Slain, This Victory 
confirm'd the Power of the Douglaſſes, who were re- 
ſolv'd to exerciſe it, by Chaſtizing thoſe that had taken 
Arms, They Plunder'd Arch Biſhop Beton's Caſtle 
for liding with Lennox ; Beton hid himſelf. The Queen 
Who fear'd and hated her Husband, did the ſame. The 
King not long after, accompany'd with a few Horſe- 
Men, made his Eſcape in the Night Time out of 

Falkland, and came to Sterling; remov'd the Douglaſſes 

from the Government, and Baniſh'd them the Court. 

A Parliament ſitting at Edinburgh, their Faction re- 

mov'd out of it, as ſoon as they heard the King was 

marching thither with an Army, The Earl of Angus, 
was Baniſh'd beyond the Spey; his Brother and Unkle 

 refuling to obey the King's Order, were Proſcrib'd, 

and their Eſtates Confiſcated. George Douglaſs forti- 
 fy'd Tantallon Caſtle, and held it out againſt the King, 
Who belieg'd it in Perſon having a Mortal Hatred 
to him, for Threatning, when the King ſeem'd inclin d 

to leave their Faction, that he cou'd cut him in wo 
8 1 | rather 
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have them reſtor'd, to which King James wou'd not 


hearken ; however, a Truce was concluded, Tantallon 
Caſtle was deliver'd, and James Earl of Murray, the 
King's Baſtard Unkle, appointed Vice-roy. The King 
ſuppreſt the Rebellious Borderers, and Hang'd Mex- 


well, a great Plunderer, which the Engl was very 


much pleas'd with; he alſo Impriſon d Earl Borhwell, 


for going about to raiſe a War againſt England. The 


Lutherans were Perſecuted by James the Vth, to pleaſe 
the Pope, who in return, gave him all the Tithes for 
three years. The Exgliſb, in the year 1532, Invaded 
Scotland, and did much damage, till the Scots oblig'd 


them to retire. The Scors complain to the French 
that they deſerted them; upon which, an Ambaſſa- 


dor was ſent from France, to mediate a Peace betwen _ 


England and Scotland. The Emperor endeavour'd to 
engage the Scots to continue the War, King Henry 
having lately enter'd into a League with Francis the 


It, againſt him; but the Peace with England being 
concluded, and all things quiet in Scotland, King James 
reſolv'd to Sail about his Kingdom, and reduce the 
Rebels in the Iſles: He began with the Orcades, 
which he Garriſon'd, and ſent the Chief of the Sedi- 


ous in the other Iſlands, Priſoners to Edinborough Ca- 
ſtle. When he came back, he reviv'd the Periecu- 
tion of the Lutherans, and burnt ſome of them. The 
King inclining to a Match with a Daughter of Fance, 
ſent the Earl of Murray, and the Biſhop of Aberdeen 


to Treat of it. He wou'd not hearken to King Herry's 
Propoſals, to Reform Religion in Scotland, as he had done 
in England. King Henry deſir d an interview with him, 


to treat of a Marriage with his Daughter, and of 
Uniting the two Kingdoms, offering to make him Duke 


of York. The Scots King inclin'd to give him a Meet- | 
ing, but the Biſhops fearing the King of England 
wou'd perſwade him to begin a Reformation, and the 
French Faction knowing ſuch an Interview wou'd ruin | 
the French League, hinder'd it by inſinuations, That 
King Henry was not hearty in his Propoſals , but 


meant ſomething injurious to his Honour. The Heuch 


alſo Brib'd him high, and his refuſal to meet the King 0 
of England, provok'd the latter ſo much, that it ende — 
in a War. The Scots King, to haſten his Marriage

with a French Lady, Sail'd to France without acquaint - 


ing his Council with his Intention. He was receiv'd 
there ſuitably to his Quality, and Marry'd Magdalen, 
Daughter to Francis the Iſt. But the new Queen com- 


ing to Scotland, fell Sick and Dy'd, to the great Grief 


of all, except the Prieſthood , who hated her for her 


favouring the Proteſtant Religion. After her, King 


Fimes marry'd Mary of Guiſe, the Duke of Longuevilles 


Widow: Earl Bothwell was Paniſh'd, the Lord Forbes 


f beheaded, and the Earl of Angus's Siſter burnt for 


Treaſon; ſeveral Proteſtants were burnt or baniſnh'd, 


but George Buchanan eſcap'd out of Priſon. The Me- 


rit of this great Poet is ſuch, that his Name does as 
much Honour to the Scorrifþ Hiſtory, as any we find in 
their Annals. James Hamilton was beheaded for Treaſon ; 
and this King diſcover'd a Cruel Temper, which gave 
had he Reign'd 


the Scots little hope of happy days 
longer over them. His French Wife, or French Coun- 


cellors, putting him upon breaking the Peace with Eng- 


land, He raigd an Army, the Command of which 
was given to his Minion Oliver St. Clare, whom Sir

_ Grief, A. D. 1543. in the zoth year of his Reign, the 
33d of his Age. He was told a few Minutes before 


his Death, that his Queen was deliver'd of a Daughter; 


the Famous and Unfortunate Mary Queen of Scots. 
Ihere were ſeveral of the Chief Nobility of Scor- 
land taken Priſoners in the late defeat, Who being 


brought to London, were ſent to the Tower, and from 


thence carry'd before the King, in a folemn Proceſſion 


through the City; of which the Scots Writers ſpeak,

the Arch-biſhop of St. Andrews, and all the Clergy vio- 


tently oppos d it: The Exgliſh Ambaſſadors were affront- 

ed, and the Hoſtages the Scots Priſoners were to ſend 
for performance of what they had promisd , de- 

. ny'd, Sir Ralph demanded, Satisfaction for the Inſults | 
he had met with, and the Hoſtages: The Regent pro- 
mis'd he ſnou'd be fatisfy'd, bur ſaid he cou'd not de- 


liver the Hoſtages. The Earl of Cafels, declar'd he 
wou'd return to England, and did ſo accordingly, being 


the only Man of Honour of all the Priſoners, who, 
rather than falſify his Word, choſe to be a Prifoner 
again; though twas not likely, ſo much Generoſity 
cou'd be ill us'd. King Henry made him ſeveral Rich | 
Preſents,and ſent him back again to Scotland. The Queen, 


Cardinal, and French Faction, wrote to the French King, 


that if he did not ſtir vigorouſly in oppoſing the Union 
with England, 'twou'd be effected, fo Powerful were 
the Party who were for it. They deſir'd alſo, that 
Matthem Stuart, Earl of Lennox, a Refugee in France, 
might be ſent home to ballance the Power of the R- 
gent, he being by the King's laſt Will, defign'd the | 
next Heir to the Crown.

ſador. Theſe Forces took Leith and Edinburgh, © 
Plunder'd them, waſted the Neigbouring Country, an 
Burnt ſeveral Noble Mens Seats and Villages: Len- 
nox fled to England, and was Honourably receiv'd and 
entertain' d by King Henry, who gave Lim his Neice, the 
Lady Margaret Dovglaſs, the Scots Queen's Aunt, in Mar- 
riage. The Hamilton his Enemies, procur'd him to 
de Condemn'd in Parliament, and his Friends were alſo 
perſecuted. The Engliſh Invaded Scotland, and deftroy'd 
the Country as far as the Forth; the Regent running 
from them with as much Cowardice, as in their ab- 
ſence he treated their Ambaſſador with Inſolence. 
The Earl of Arran, was a Baſtard of- the Hamilton 
Family, and pretended to be a Proteſtant, till he had got 
the Regency by the Intereſt of the Lords who were 
for the Reformation, which he oppos'd afterwards, out 
of a baſe Complacency to the Cardinal of St, Andrew's. 
The Duke of Norfolk, ſays a Scortiſh Hiſtorian, having 
beg'd of King Henry, as much Land in Scotland as he 
cou*d Conquer, enter'd that Kingdom, was routed, 
and had 200 Men kill'd, and 2000 taken Priſoners , 
of whom Boo were Gentlemen, which carries its own 
Evidence with it, that 'twas a falſity ; for 'tis a hard 
matter, to find out 800 Gentlemen, who wou'd go Vo- 
lunteers in a Scots War, in hopes of getting Lands 
there, The ſame Author tells us, all this was done by 
the Scots, with the loſs of two Men only, which Sto- 
ry is as probable as the other. About this time, the 
Gourdons and the Fraſers, fought a Battel, in which the 
whole Clan of the Fraſers were kill'd; and the Family 
had been extin&, had not they left $o of their Wives 
big with Child, who were all deliver'd of Sons, and 
they all livd to be Men. The Regent having re- 
ceiv'd a Reinforcement of Men from France, Invaded 
England with a great Army, and Plunder'd the Coun- 
try for fix Miles together; a notable Enterprize for 
20000 Men. When he return'd, he went with the Car- 
dinal to Perth, Dundee, and other Towns to Puniſh 
the Proteſtants. At Perth a Tumult happen'd, in 
Which 60 Men were Slain. The Cardinal carry the 
Regent home with him to St. Azdrew's, and treated 
him nobly, to reward his Zeal for the Catholic Cauſe, 
as the Papiſts Arrogantly flile their own. A Natt-

The Cardinal looking out 


of a Window in great State to behold itz whom, 


when the Glorious Martyr ſaw, he ſaid Prophetically, 
That Man in as much Pomp as he ſits now, ſhall e er 


long be laid as low as I am, This Execution gave great 
_ offence, and the manner of it, ſet the Hearts of the 


People againſt the Cardinal, fo much, that the Earl 


of Rothes Son, and 15 Gentlemen more, enter'd his 


| Caſtle, and ſtab'd him, till they had kill'd him, with 


15 Wounds; then they hung his Body, in his Car- 


dinals Habit, out of the Window at which he lookt 


to ſee Mr. Sephocard burnt. The Gentlemen having 
receiv'd aſſiſtance, ſtood on their defence in the Caſtle, 


which at the Queen, and the Clergies Inſtigati- 

on, the Regent beſieg'd for four Months, but 

cou' d not take it; when he was gone, thoſe within the 
Caſtle ſallyd out, and deſtroy'd the Country about it. 
The Emgliſhalſo made Inroads into Scotland, and all theſe 


Calamities were owing to the Influence the Queen 
Mother had over the Scots Councils, in Fa- 
your of France. From whence, Forces are, ſent 


iich the Regent , to Maſter the Caſtle of © 
St. Andrew's, which he again beſieg d, and the be- 


ſieg d held out Manfully, till they were allow'd Con- 
ditions of Surrender, and ſecurity for their Lives. King 


Henry being dead, his Son Edward the VIth. Succeeded 


him in England, under the Government of the Duke 
of Somerſet, who, to oblige the Scots to marry their 
 Qieen to the King of England, Invaded the Kingdom, 
and gave them an entire defeat at fufſelborougy, as 
has been obſery'd elſewhere : After this Victory, the

Diſgrace and Death on a Scaffold, The French and 


Scots beſieg'd Hadington, but were forc'd to raiſe the 
Siege, on News of the Preparations made in England, 
to drive them from before it; not, but that the Engliþ 


had more than once attempted unſucceſsfully to throw 5 
Succaurs into the Town. Monſieur Deſſe being recall'd, 


Monſieur Termes Commanded the French Auxiliaries in 
Scotland, and recover'd ſome Caſtles. The Englifh alſo 
finding they loſt more than they got by Hadington, 
demoliſh'd and abandon'd it. The French having what 
they wanted, the Scots 


Queen in their Cuſtody, were 


ready enough to hearken to a Peace, and departing 


from Scotland, left that Kingdom in a miſerable Con- 
dition, occaſion'd by the looſe and tyrannical Govern- 
ment of the Regent, and his Brother, the Arch-biſhop 
of St. Andrew's, who did whatever his Miſtreſs, with 
whom he livd in open Lewdneſs, wou'd have him: 

Nor were the Scots us'd better by the Queen Mother, 


who going into France, prevail'd with the French 


Court, to engage the Regent by Bribes and fair Promi- 
ſes, to reſign the Regency to her. The Biſhop of 


Roſſe's perſwaſions, were not a little effectual in this 


Buſinefs, but not ſo much as the Penſion of 12000 


Livres, the Title of Duke of Chaſteau Herault, and a 
Declaration, That if the Queen ſhou'd dye without Iſſue, 


he was next Heir to the Crown. Hamilton repented of his 
Agreement, to reſign after he had concluded it. But the 


Scot Lords weary of the Tyranny of a Perſon, who had ſo 


little Merit left him, and he was glad his Reſignation 
wou'd be accepted of, in the Terms ſtipulated between 
the French Ambaſſadors and himſelf. The Queen Mo- 


ther returning to Scotland, and taking poſſeſſion of the 


Government, Impriſon'd the Earl of Huntley, for not 


ſuppreſſing the Highway- men in the North; and ſent 


the Earl of Athol againſt ſome Rebels, whoſe Chief 


was Muderac, Whom the Earl brought with his whole 
Family to the Queen; who advanc'd ſome of Beton's 


Murderers, and refus'd to make War with Queen Mary 
of England, When the French Court lent to her to do 
it: But in both theſe Affairs, ſhe was influenc'd by 


the majority of the Council. The Scots attempting to

1619. build a Fort near Berwick, a War Commenc'd between 

the two Nations. The Queen Mother diſcovering her 
elf to be wholly Govern'd by Ozel, the French Am- 


baſſador, the Nobility are offended, and the Queen 
cannot tell how to avoid a Civil War, but by haſtning 


ber Daughter's Marriage with the Dag, which 
1 


was accompliſh'd. The Scors Commiſſioners, who 


went to France to be Witneſſes of that Solemnity, re- 
jecting a Propoſal made by the Chancellor of Frarce, 


to Create the Queen's Husband King of Scotland, im- 
mediately four of them and their Attendance dy'd 
ſuddenly, not without violent ſuſpition of Poyſon. The 
D.*of Norfolk, again enter'd Scotland, defeated and took 
Andrew Car, who made head againſt him; the Bore 
ders were infeſted on both ſides, with mutual Incur- 


ſions. The Ergliſh landed in Orfzey,; and burnt the 


Town; the French Ambaſſador, and his Faction la- 


bour'd hard to have the Crown ſettled on the Dau- 
pPhin, by the Parliament which fat at Edinburgh; and 


Bribes ſo prevail'd, that at laſt, the Earl of Argyle 


and others were appointed to carry the Crown to 
France, which by an Act was ſettled on the Queen's Hus- 
band. But the Noble Lord Argyle,worthy of the Illuſtrious 


Poſterity that have Honour'd his Houſe, made ſo 
many delays, that this Order was render'd ineffectu- 


al. Mary Queen of England dying, the Scots Queen 


very boldly aſſum'd the Title and Arms of England, 
as next Heir to the Crown, as if her Right was 
Prior to Queen Elizabeth's. And the Queen Regent 


 Govern'd Tyrannically in Scotland, where the number of 


the Proteſtants encreas'd dayly; Perth and Dundee, and 


ſeveral other Towns embrac'd the Reformation. The 


Statue of St. Giles, Patron of Edinburgh, was ſtoln a- 


way, when it ſhon'd have been carry'd in Proceftion ; 
and the Multitude trampled that which was made in 


its Place, under Foot. The Proteſtants Petition'd the 


Qieen Mother, for Liberty of Conſcience; but ſie 
rejected their Petition. Mr. Knox, Miniſter of Perth, 
Preachd down Quires, Chancels and Monaſteries; up: 


en which, the Populace began there, and deſtroy d 


the Buildings of the Francilcans, Dominicans, and 
Carthuſians. Paul Methuin, another Proteſtant Mini- 
iter, was Commanded to appear before the Queen; 
but he refuſing to come to her, ſhe wrote to the Pro- 
voſt of Dundee to apprehend him, and he, inſtead of obey- 
ing her Commands, Convey'd Mr. Methuin to a Place 
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Perth, as did many others, inſomuch, that the Ho 05 | 


The Queen raisd an Army to Chaſtize theſe Inſo- 
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of Safety, from whence heretir'd to England, and from 1619. 

him, are deſcended the Methuins of Miliſpire and S- CHW 
merſetſhire : The Chief of whom, is his Excellency, 
John Methuin, Eſq; Her Majeſty's Envoy extraordi- 
nary at the Court of Portugal. The Inhabitants 

of Cuper of Fife, follow'd the example of thoſe of 


Religious Houſes were almoſt every where demoliſh'd. 
. lencies, reſolving to begin with the People of Perth; 
this Army was led by the Earl of Athol, a Champion 
of Popery, and had in it all the French Forces that were 
left in Scotland. The Proteſtant Lords hearing what 
danger Perth was in, levy'd Forces, and march'd to 
defend it; to prevent the effuſion of Blood, a Peace 
was concluded, the Queen enter'd the Town, but the 
Inhabitants wou'd not ſuffer the French to come with- 
in three Miles of it. The Queen being admitted inta 
dhe Place, Baniſh'd ſome of the Townſmen, Plunder'd 
others, chang'd the Magiſtrates, Garriſon'd the Town 
with Scots, and then went to Sterling. Her Proceed- 
ings at Perth, gave general diſcontent ; and the People 
encourag'd by the Proteſtant Lords, deſtroy'd the Ke- 
ligions Houſes in St. Andrews, and other Places, the 
Arch-biſhop and his Guards flying before them, for 
fear of Betons Fate. The Queen in a Rage, Com- 
manded all the the French and Scots to appear in Arms 
at the Sound of the Trumpet; but it ſeems, the Sound 
of the Proteſtants Trumpets'ſhad greater efficacy; tor 
they rais'd a good Army, whereas only three Thouſand 
Scots and French came to the Queen „ which 
made her Court the Lords to give her Peace ; 
which they refus'd, becauſe ſhe never us'd to keep Faith 
with Hereticks: They took Perth, Scone, Sterling, pull d 
down the Monaſteries, Chancels and Quires, that 
were ſtanding, wherever they came, and march'd to 
Edinburgh. The French and Scots Papiits fled to Dun- 
bar; and the Proteſtants ſet up Miniſters to Preach 
the Goſpel in all Places they came to. The Queen was 
forc'd to grant a Tolleration, and the Lords promis'd, 
that what Religious Houle remain d, ſhou'd not be raz'd 
as long as theToleration of the Reformation was obſerv d. 
In the mean time, Henry the 11d, of France dying, his 
Son Francis the Dauphin, Husband to the Scots Queen, 
Succeeded him; and they were now King and Queen 
of France and Scotland. The Earl of Aan, Son to 
the Duke of Caſtile Herault, embrac'd the riotelttanc

1619. Religion in France, and the Guiſes forc'd him to fly for 
Wit out of that Kingdom. When he arriv'd in Scotland, 
5 be engag'd his Father to eſpouſe the Quarrel of the 
Proteſtant Lords, who drove the French into Leith. 
The Regent ſent for Succours from France, and 2000 
Men coming from thence, ſhe was ſo ſure of Sncceſs, 
that ſhe cou'd not forbear diſcovering the Spirit of 
her Nation and Religion, Swearing, ſhe wou'd be re- 
veng'd on the King's and the Churches Enemies. The 
Lords valu'd her Threats ſo little, that they forbad 
her to exerciſe her Power as Regent, ordering her to 
leave Leith, and take her French Men with her, or 
elſe they mult force her to do it, which they were 
loath to do, by reaſon of the League between Scotland Ih 
and France, and the nearneſs of Blood, between her 
and the Queen, But the Duke of Caftle Herault, who 
never heartily engag'd with them, by his Cowardice 
and Inconſtancy, prejudic'd the Cauſe ; and ſeveral of 


„the Lords laying down their Arms, the reſt were 


forc'd to ſend to England for Succours of Men and 

Money, Which were promis'd, and the latter ſent im- 
mediately, but intercepted by the Enemy. The French 
Piunder'd Dyſert and Weems, and ravag'd alike Papiſts 

and Proteſtants, declaring the Scots were too ſparing 

: of Blood; their Cruelty made many Counties joyn with 
Ee: the Proteſtants, who before were otherwiſe inclin'd ; 
all Ffe receiv'd the Reformation, and ſhook off the 
French Tyranny. The Lord Huntley himſelf declar'd 
againſt it; and the Engli/f Fleet cutting off all man- 
ner of Relief from the French in Leith, their Party 
decreas'd as faſt as the other encreas'd. The Eglise 
Army joyning that of the Proteſtant Lords, the Re- 
gent fled for ſafety into Edinburgh Caſtle, where Arkin 
the Governour , who had that Charge Conferr'd on 
him by the Lords, receiv'd her, in bopes that they 
might the ſooner bring her to reaſon. The Englþ 
and Scots befieg'd Leith, in which was a numerous 
Garriſon of French, who deſpairing of getting off o- 
_ therwiſe, came to a Treaty, and agreed to depart, If 
the ots had been true to their own Intereſt, they 
might have preſervd themſelves from all Fears of a 
French or Popiſh Power ever after. Peace being con: 
cluded between England and France, the Scots Queen 
left off the Title of England. The Queen Regent 
.dy'd in Scotland, A Parliament was holden at EA. 
bu:gh, and the Proteſtant Faith Eſtabliſh'd by an ct, 
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which was ſent to their Queen to he Ratify'd. The 


French King dying about this time, his Queen declar'd her 


_ willingneſs to return into her own Kingdom. The 
French Ambaſſador in Scotland, demanded of the States, 
who were then conven'd, to have their Old League 
renew'd, the new one with England broken, and rhe 
| Popiſh Prieſts reſtor'd to their Places and Revenues; 

but he receiv'd an unſatisfactory Anſwer to all his de- 
mands. Monaſteries were demoliſh'd by order of Par- 


liament; and when the Queen arrivd, ſhe was only 


permitted to have Maſs at Court for her ſelf and her 
Family. But ſhe ſoon began to reſtore the old Re- 
ligion , and Celebrated all Saints days at Edinburgh, 
with ſuch Solemnity, that it gave general offence. 


The Lord Huztley, now the French were gone, ſided 
again with the Popiſh Intereſt, and aſſur'd the Queen, 


he wou'd force all the North of Scotland to return to 
Popery. An Embaſſy is ſent to Queen Elizabeth, to 


delire that Queen, to declare/1ary Queen of Scots her next 


| Heir, if ſhe dy'd without Iſſue. But Queen Elizabeth 
avoided it; and the Borderers Plundering one another, 
things ſeem'd to tend to a Rupture. Queen Mary, 
provok'd the People farther, by taking a ſtronger Guard 
than any of her Predeceflors us'd to have; ſhe Created 


her Baſtard Brother, James Stuart, Earl of Murray, 


and. marry'd him to the Earl Marſhal's Daughter, ar 


which Huntley was offended, Murray being under his 


Government. The Lord Huntley was the moſt Pow- 
erful Man in the North, where the Inhabitants were 


almoſt all at his beck, except Malinloſe and his High- 


landers, Who refusd to obey him; for which Huntley 


ſurpriz d, and Impriſon'd him, and his Lady or- 
der'd his Head to be ſtruck off, which was Executed, 
not without ſuſpition that Huutley himſelf was Privy 
to it. Earl Bothwel having waſted his Eſtate, dy his 
Extravagance, and knowing no way fo ready for him 


to recover himſelf, as by railing a Civil War, and 


Plundering thoſe that had been better Husbands, by 
his Artifices, endeavour d to ſet the Hamiltons at va- 
riance with Murray, and miſrepreſented the latter to 
the former, and the former to the latter, ſo much, 


that at laſt he made them Enemies. Auntley hir'd Al- 


laftins to Murder the Earl of Murray; but he having 
notice of it, eſcap'd the danger. The Cafes joyn'd 
with Z7-ntley, in conſpiring his Deſtruction, becauſe he 


Was a Protettant. Ihe Queen was afraid of Huutleys

1619. Power, and to get his Son into her Cuſtody, as an 
hoſtage for his Father's Fidelity , ſhe pretended ſhe 
wou'd marrry him, after he had been Impriſon'd a 
| little while, for a Tumult he had rais'd at Edinburgh; 
but the old Lord wou'd not venture his Son fo far 
out of his. fight : He alſo order'd his Forces in Inner- 
neſs Caſtle, to deny her admittance in her Northern 
Progreſs. The Clanchatans, Fraziers, and Monroes, hear- 
ing what danger the Queen was in, flockt into her 
Aſſiſtance, beſieg'd and took the Caſtle > ſhe Com- 


manded ſeveral Officers of the Garriſon to be put to 


Death, and was highly enrag'd at Huntley, whoſe Hatred 
to the Earl of Murray being Invincible, the latter rais'd 


Forces, and found it eaſier to maſter his Power, than 


his Paſſions, for he defeated him, took him and his two 


Sons, John and Adam, Priſoners; the Father dy'd as 


ſoon as he was taken, John was beheaded, and Adam 


Pardon'd, he being very young. George Gordon, 


the Earl's Eldeſt Son, was Condemn'd for Treaſon, and 
Impriſon'd in Dunbar, Matthew Earl of Lennox, re- 
turning to Scotland after 22 years Baniſhment, was re- 
ſtor'd to his Eftate and Honours : He brought with 
him his Son, the Lord Henry Darnley, with whora 
the Queen fell in Love, and marry'd him, tho' he wes 
her Couſin German; the had a Minion, one David 
Kix, whom, of one of her Phyſicians, ſhe made her 


Secretary for the French Tongue. This Man being 


an Italian, and conſequently a Bigotted Romaniſt, ſet 
the Queen againſt Murray, and prevail'd with her to 


releale George Gordon out of Priſon, who was loon after 


reſtor'd to his Father's Honours. Earl Bothwel alſo, who 
had been in diſgrace for his Wicked Contrivances, to 
raiſe a Civil War, by ſetting the Hamiltons and Mur. 
ray againſt one another, was recall'd to Court, and 
taken into Favour; ſeveral Proteſtant Lords were 
Baniſh'd. The Queen and her Husband, who was 
now Proclaim'd King, With 4000 Men went to Glz/- 
com; the Baniſh'd Lords met at Paſſer, and a War 
between them broke out. The Hamiltons wou'd haue 
both the Queen and King to be Slain, ſaying , There 
cou'd be no. ſecurity for them but in their Death. 
The Lords abhorr'd the Propoſal ; and the Hamilton,

The 
Queen's Enemies endeavour'd to ſow jealouſies and diſ- 
| kntion, between her and her Husband, whom they 
ſet ſo much againſt David Riz, that he reſolv'd to 
make him away, as the Cauſe of his Wife's indiffe- 
' rence, or rather Contempt of him. The Queen having 
intimation of her Husband's defigns, prevented the firſt 
of them againſt her Favourite, but he ſucceeded in the 
| ſecond; for entring her Chamber, as ſhe was at Sup- 
per, he pull'd David out of it, and held the Queen in 
his Arms, while the Earl of Meretons Servants Mur- 
der'd him; which the People were only diſpleas'd lat, 
becauſe they were depriv'd of the Satisfaction of ſee- 
ing him dye by the Hangman. The Earls of Huntley, 
Athol and Bothwell, who were at Supper in another A- 
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artment of the Palace, had Guards ſet upon them. The

he. Queen of England, wou'd not ſuffer her Miniſter in 
ns Cotland, to give the Lord Darly the Title of King. 


In the following year, 1567, that Lord was Scrangled 
A5 in his Bed, and flung into a Garden, ſo was his Ser- 
1 vant who attended him. The Houſe he lay in was 
ins blown up with Gunpowder, that it might be thought 
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he thought he was kill'd by an Accident; 'twas ru- 
mour'd, that Moreton, Murray, and their Confederates 


did it: And the Lords charg'd the Queen her ſelf 


with the King's Death. Bothwell however was the Per- 
fon that Murder'd the King, in hopes of marrying the 
Queen; and 'tis ſaid, Murray perſwaded her to marry 


him, on purpoſe to ruin her. Moſt of the Lords gave 


their conſent to the Marriage, under their Hands and 
Seals, if we may believe ous Author, a Scots Man. 
Lennox the King's Father, accusd Bothwel of his Son's 
Death; but being a Rigid Papiſt, he had ſo many E- 
nemies, that he thought it ſafer to drop his Accuſation, 


and Bothwell was acquitted, Created Duke of Orkney, 
and marry'd to the Queen. Murray goes to France, and 
à violent ſuſpition being raisd, that the Queen con- 
ſented to her Husband's Death, ſeveral Lords Con- 
ſpir'd to kill Bothwell, and depoſe the Queen. Some of 
_ theſe Lords had conſented to the Marriage, and 'tis ſaid, 
they advis'd Bothwell to fly, for fear he ſhou'd diſco- 
ver the ſhare they had in the King's Death. Bothwell 

being gone, they Charge the Queen with the Murder 
of the King, and urge Bothmells flight as a Proof of it: 


They ſeizd her Perſon, treated her roughly, and Im- 


Priſem'd her at Locklevyn. Queen Elizabeth, who was 


as Jealous of the Majeſty of Crown'd Heads, as any 
Prince in the World, ſent Sir Nicholas Throgmorton 


to Scotland, to require the Conſpirators to releale the 


Queen, to puniſh the Regicide, and ſend the young 


King into England for his ſecurity : But Mr. Knox, 
and his fellow Miniſters, were fo enrag'd with the 
 Qieen, that nothing leſs wou'd ſatisfy them, than to 
have her depriv'd of her Life and Kingdom, by a Pub- 


lick Execution. She is Charg'd with many Horrible 


Crimes, as Adultery, Murder and Tyranny, and forc'd 
10 Sign an Inſtrument, by which ſhe Reſign'd the 
Crown to her Son, and declar'd Murray Regent during 
his Minority, Five days after her Reſignation, James 
the Vitn , not above Thirteen Months old was 
Crown'd King, and the Earls of Moreton and Hume, 
took the Coronation Oath in his Name. Hamilton, 
EHimtley, and other Lords of the Queen's Party, ſeiz d 
Edinburgh Caſtle; but the Citizens declar'd for the 
Lords who had oblig'd her to reſign, The Queen 


gather'd an Army, and Bothwell, who was not then 


gone, Challeng'd any one of the other Lords, to de- 
cide the Matter by Single Combat; three of them 


Im- 
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imediately accepted his Challenge; but the Queen 


wou'd not let her new Husband Fight. The two Ar- 
mies drawing near each other, Monſieur Cogne, the 


French Ambaſſador, offer'd the Lords the Queen's Par- 
don; but Moreton, reply'd, They came to give, and 


not take. Bothwell finding the Queen's Soldiers did 


not care to fight againſt the Lords, fled to Dunbar, 
from thence to the Orcades and Shetland, where he 
turnd Pyrate. The Queen was carry'd to Edinburgh, 
and the Lords Banner, wherein the Dead King wa 

drawn Murder'd, and his Son Praying to Eeaven for 
Vengeance, oft preſented to her ; at which ſight, ſome 
ſay, ſhe Swoon'd, which may as well be an argument 


of her Guilt, as her Innocence : From thence ſhe was 


ſent to] Locłleven, and compell'd to Reſign , as is 
hinted above. After the King's Coronation , a Par- 


liament ſat, and a Fleet was order'd to go in quelt 
| of Bothwell , who eſcap'd to Denmark, where he 
| livd diſguisd, till ſome Merchants diſcover'd who he 
was; he was then laid in Irons, and kept in Priſon 
Ten years, at the end of which Term, he ran Mad, 


| and fo dy'd. The Queen making her eſcape from her 
| Keepers, flies to Hamilton, where ſhe had a Guard of 


5000 Horſe and Men from all her Parts, came flock- 


ing to her; an Ambaſſador coming from France, of- 
fer'd his Mediation, and went to the Queen from 


the Lords, and from the Lords to the Queen, pre- 
tending a Pacification, whereas in truth, he was on- 
ly a Spy on the Lords , and the main Inſtrument. 


of the Queen's giving Battel ; ſhe had 6500 Men, at d 


the Regent ſcarce 4000 , who beat the Queen's 


Forces, and ſhe fled into England, where Queen Elixa- 
beth wou'd not receive her as her next Heir, a Sove- 


veraign and Ally; but as one, of whom ſhe had cauſe to 


be ſuſpitious; ſo ſhe was committed to the Cuſtody 
of Sir Amias Paulet, the Lord Shrewsbury, and others; 
her Keepers being ſeveral times chang'd. Yet Queen 
Fe pretended to be highly offended with the Scots 
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Lords, for treating their Queen ſo barbarouſly, and 


ſent to the Regent to clear himſelf of the Crimes laid 
to his Charge. The Regent came to England and was 


heard, as were the Scots Queen's Commiſſioners, but 
nothing was done in it; and what ſtir Queen Elixabeti 
made, was affectation, or rather to ſhew ſhe did not like 
that Subjects ſhou'd pretend to Judge their Soveraign. It

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Regent in his way, the Queen of England order d 


the Roads to be ſtrongly Guarded, and detain d Ha- 
milton in England, that he might not raiſe any ſtirs at

As ſoon 
as he return'd, he Summon'd an Aſſembly of the Lords, 
who ſided with the King at Sterling: Theſe Ratify'd 


the League with England, and Hamilton was forcd to 


ſubmit, as well as the reſt ; till he heard the Duke of 


| NorfolkCourted Queen Mary, who was better us d after, 


than ſhe had been before, by his Intereſt, though Queen 
Flizabeth did not know why he concern'd himſelf for 


her. Hamilton and Mexwell were Impriſon'd in Edin- 


 burch Caſtle; Argyle rais'd 1500 Men for the Queen, 


and Huntley made Levies z but on their Submiſſion, 


they were both Pardon'd : Huntley having oppreſt 


ſeveral Families, was order'd to make Reſtitution. 
Queen Elixabeth wrote to the Regent, to make Queen 
Mary Colleague with her Son, or ſuffer her to live pri- 


vately at Home, and be made capable of ſuch Ho- 


nours, as were not derogating to the King: But this 
the Regent wou'd not conſent to, and the Queen of 
England did not expect it. The Scots Queen deſir'd, if 


her Marriage with Bothwell was unlawful , ſhe 


might be divorc'd. The Regent and his Council an- 


ſwer d, ſhe might ſend to the King of Denmark to do 
Juſtice on Bothwell, and that wou'd be the beſt way of 
eing divorc'd from him, To Queen Elizabeth, they 


reply'd, they cou'd not admit Queen Mary to have a- 


ny ſhare in the Government, fearing ſhe, who was 0 
_ unnatural to her Husband, wou'd not be too kind to 


her Son, who had obtain'd her Crown and Dignity 
from her. In England a Plot was diſcover'd, that Queen 
Alary was to marry the Duke of Norfolk, and Quee! 
Elizabeth and King James to be Murder'd, that they 


might have both Kingdoms. Xiready and Metland, in 


Scotland, caus'd ſome ſlight Troubles there in expecta- 
tion of this Match; but thoſe were ſoon appeas d, as 
were ſome Commotions on the Borders, and the Ear! 
of Northumberland, an Engliſh Fugitive, taken and Im- 
ound at Lockleven , in which Murray particularly o- 
lig d Queen Elizabeth, who in return was fo much his 
Friend, that the Queen's Party ſaw there was no hopes

his Power, to have deſign'd his Nephew, Sigiſmund, 


King of Poland, yet he wou'd not do it, but left him 


only the Principality of Tranſylvania, He dy'd the 
13th of December, v586, in the 11th year of his Reign. 


The Poles proceeding to an Election of a new King 


after Bathori's Death, were divided again into two 


Factions; the one for the old Candidate, Maximilian 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria, and the other for Sigiſmund IIId, 

Son of Fohn King of Sweden, and Katherine, of the 

Line of Jagello, who, on account of his Blood, had 
the moſt . 


oices. But Maximilian, as has been hinted 
before, wou'd not give up his Pretences, as weak as 
they were, Without a Battel: He march'd to Cracow, 


was defeated, and driven into Sileſia, whither the Poles 
purſu'd him, befieg'd him in a City of that Pro- 
vince, took him Priſoner, and Compell'd him to Re- 
linquiſh all manner of Claim to the Crown of Po- 


land: After which, they reſtor'd him to his Liberty. 


The Muſcovites encourag'd by the diviſions in Poland, 


and the King's inexperience in War, broke the Peace, 
and took ſome Towns from the Joes. The 1artars 
allo Invaded Sgiſpmnd's Territories, and deſtroy d em 


with Fire and Sword: He was Compelld to Buy his 
Peace of the Infidels, with a great Summ of Money; 
and the Aryfuonites firoing he was at leiſure to fall 
with his whole ſtrength upon them, ret11'd. About this 
time, the latter end of the 36th Century, the Flica

his rather John E ing of Sweden, dying, left him that 
Kingdom, whether he went to be Crown'd, but return'd 
to Poland, a few Months after; for being a Roman 
Catholic, the Swedes did not love him, and conſequent- 


ly, he had no great kindneſs for them, who in a few

Royal Dignity ; took almoſt all Livonia from the Poles, 


attack d Sigiſmumd in his Camp, kill'd 2000 of his Men, 


and forc'd him to deliver up the Chancellor of Swe- 


den, and other Swediſh Fugitives, who put the King 


of Poland upon this Expedition into their own Coun- 


try. Sigiſmund, having beſides Smeden, loſt all Livo- 


nia, except a few Towns on the Borders of Muſco- 
vy, Which were ſtill ſubject to him, began to deſpair 
of recovering his Hereditary Kingdow. At this 


time, there was ſuch a Dearth in Severia and Livonia, 
that 30000 People dy'd of Cold and Famine, which was 
ſo great, that many of thoſe Barbarous People Eat 
their own Children. Sigiſmund having marry'd Anne, 


one of the Princeſſes of Auſtria, and ſhe dying, he 


obtain'd a diſpenſation of the Pope, to marry her Si- 
ſter Conſtantia : He aſſiſted the Impoſtor Demetrius iii 


Muſco vy, believing him to be the true Heir; ſent him Men 
and Money, and gave him a Palatine's Daughter in Mar- 
riage; and the Cuunterfeit having Slain the Compe- 
titor, was own'd as Soveraign of Muſcovy. He made a 
League with Sigiſmund, brought home the Palatine's 
Daughter in great State 1 55 
were ſo Inſolent in Muſcovy, that they were Maſſacred; 


to the Number of 1200, and with them were Slain 
400 Muſcovites, Who had Poliſh Habits on. Demetrt- 


1s Wife was ſtript of all her Jewels and Orna- 
ments, and ſent back to Poland in a poor condition. 
About the year 1607, John Samoiſcius, turn'd the Je-

But Sigiſmund; by fair words, lull'd them into a fatal 


ſecurity, till he had got an opportunity to tall upon them 3;

Subjects to riſe againſt their Prince; and there's no 
doubt, but all the Princes in the World are of that 
Opinion: For what Man, were he to be a Judge of his 
own Cauſe, wou'd not decide it in his own Favour ? 
Thorgats, Who ſtrove to make Matthias Kivg of Hun- 


gary, Maſter of Tranſylvania, being defeated by Ba- 
thort, retir'd into Poland, where he expected Prefer- 


ment, but was balkt in his expectations, The Nuſſians 
took Smolznko from the Poles, but the latter recover d 
their loſſes a little, and many of the Muſcovites ſided 


with them, in hopes of advancing. Ladiſlaus, Sigiſmund's 
Son, to the Dominion of R. The King of Poland, 
not paying his Forreigners well, they Mutiny'd, and 


gave occaſion to the I artars to Invade Podolia; but 


Sigiſmund having got Money to pay off his Troops, 


they fought bravely for him, defeated three ſeveral Ar- 


mies of Muſcovites, took Neuda, Pleckow and Moſcow 


its ſelf, which the Poles laid in Aſhes. The Ruſſian 


Lords alarm'd at the Progreſs of Sigiſmund's Army, 


laid aſide their private diſſentions, and choſe Michael Fe- 


derouitz, to Reign over them, who made a Peace with 


the King of Poland, whoſe Troops out of Smolernsko, 


had not long before, kill'd 8000 Muſcovites. Sigiſmund, 


by the Treachery of one Furnesbeck, ſurpriz'd ſeveral 


Towns in Livoma, which the Swedes had taken, He 
Protected Gratian, Vayvod of Wallathia and Moldaira, 
againſt the Turks and Tartars; and ſending an Army 


to his Aſſiſtance, the Poles beat the infidels in the firſt 
Battel, but in the ſecond they were beaten: Gratian, 
and moſt of his Auxiliaries were cut off. The Poli 
Ambaſſadors was diſmiſt the Turks Court, and War 
. denounc'd againft the King, who was like to have 
been Afﬀaſlind as he was going to Church; but the 


Aſſaſſin was taken, before he cou'd ſtrike his blow, 
and Tortur'd to Death, Sigiſmund Proclaim'd War 


with the Turk, which was carry'd on with various 
_ Succeſs; and in the mean time, the Swedes got Ground 


in Livonia and Courland, making themſelves Maſters 
of Kiga and Mittam, which Sigiſmund labour'd to 
recover. The Swedes Inſulted Poliſh, Pruſia, with a 


Fleet of Bo Sail, they took ſeveral Cities, and Guſtavus

Poles and the Turks, This King Reign'd 45 years, 
and dy'd A. D. 1632. The length of his Reign, has

waited, and no anſwer coming, the States of Sweden, 
deſir' d his Unkle, Duke Charles, to take upon himſelf the 
Royal Stile and Dignity, and the Adminiſtration of the 
Publick Affairs; which he refus'd to do, till he had wait- 
ed fix Months more, to ſee if his Nephew wou'd con- 
form himſelf to the Reſolution of the Parliament. 
Several Acts were paſt by them, to ſettle the Succeſ- 
ſion, and exclude S:g//mund, The State Swore Allegi- 
ance to Duke Charles, and he undertook the Govern- 
ment, in the year 1602, but he did not take the Ti- 
tle of King, till five years afterwards, A, 1607, When 
by the Conſent of the States, he was Crown'd, and a 
new Oath of Allegiance was Sworn to Charles IXth, his 
Son Guſtavus Adolphus, and their Heirs, Before his 
_ Coronation, he had taken the greateſt part of Livo- 
nia from his Nephew : He made his Second Son,

Count 
7 iy Invaded Brunſwick, put Garriſons into the Towns, 
and Plunder'd the Inhabitants. The King requir'd 7 ily 
to withdraw; but *twas not likely that he cou'd perſwade 
an Army to leave a Country, out of which he cou'd 
not beat them. 7/ y beſieg'd Manburgh, but the King ſo 
reſolutely .defended it, that the Count was oblig'd to 
raiſe the Siege, with the loſs of 400 Men. Mansfeld ar- 
riving With a Reinforcement from England, and the 
Duke of Brunſwicl having join'd the King with a good 
Body of Horle, he was for fighting the Enemy, i alle- 
ſtein having Invaded the Territory of Magdeburgh, but 
he was not thevght ſtrong enough by the Confede- 
rates.

bouring Princes, to ſave the effuſion of Chriſtian Blood, 1619. 
at a time when the Infidels, the Common Enemy, were 
puſhing on their Conqueſts in Chriſtendom, undertook 
to decide the controverſy by an amicable accommoda- 
tion; accordingly *twas agreed, that part of Sleſia lying 
next Bohemia; With both Luſatias, ſhou'd belong to 
Ladiſlaus; and that the reſt of Silefia, with Moravia, 
ſhou'd be poſſeſt by Matthias, on condition, they thou'd 
return to Ladiſlaus, if Matthias dy'd without an Heir 
Male; but if he had an Heir, it ſhou'd be free both to 
him and Ladiſiaus, either to leave or buy theſe Provinces 
for 20000 Crowns. On the Death of Corvinus he 
marry'd his Widow, and was choſen King of Hungary, 
Maximilian, Son of Frederick Emperor of Germany, 
not only endeavour'd to recover Auſtria from the Hun- 
garians, but allo to obtain the Kingdom of Hungary; yet 
he was at laſt oblig'd to give way to the Election of La- 
diſlaus the VIth, by whole Acceſſion to the Throne;

He 
Invited Edward the IVth, to undertake a War with 
France, promiſing to join his Army with another he 
had raisd in his own Dominions ; inſtead of which, 
he march'd with it into the Electorate of Cologne;

that Affair, and the Pope eſpouſing the Quarrel of

Prince 


Charles went with his Father to Spain, and was but fix 
years old when his Father King Philip dy'd : There hap- 


pen'd nothing remarkable in thole Provinces , till 


that King came to Age, and was Elected Emperor of 


the Romans. Going to Germany to be Crown'd, he 


went to viſit the 1Vetherlands, where he was Born, and 


was welcom'd with the joyful Acclamations oi the 


eople, who were pleas d to fee him return a Man,

1619. embark to meet King Francis, and ſeeing the Buſineſs 
sas ſo far gone, he thought it wou'd be in vain to 


endeavour to hinder it. But the King of England pro- 
mis'd to viſit the Emperor and his Aunt, in Flanders; 


which he perform'd, riding from Calais to Graveling, 


Where the Emperor and the Dutcheſs Margaret kept 
their Court. They accompany'd him back to Calais, 
and were Feaſted by him, with more Magnificence 


than the Emperor, who was a Moderate and Temperate 


Prince, deſir' d. Charles ſtay d ſometime in Flanders, to 
ſettle the Country, and then he proceeded to Aix, 
to his Inaugauration in the Imperial Dignity ; which 
Ceremony being over, he return'd to the Netherlands, 
where he lov'd to reſide, more than in any part of 
his Dominions, except Spain. He ſtay'd there three 
years, and then return'd to Spain, taking England in 
his way again : The Earl of Surrey was admiral of the 
Fleet that Convoy'd him. In his abſence, the Inha- 
bitants of Zutphen and Guelders rais'd Commotions , 
which were ſoon appeas'd by Charless Forces, and 
the Seditious compell'd to ſubmit to the Conqueror; 
who order'd that Guelder and Zutphen, ſhou'd be for- 
feited to the Emperor, and be held of him in Fee, 
Zutphen is a Town in Guelderland, which had been 
an Ancient Earldom. The Earl of Weſt Friſeland took 
Groninguen from the Saxons, and fold it to Charles 
Duke of Guelder, This City being involv'd in the 
Guilt of Z2utphen and Gueldre, was Surrender'd 
to Charles the Emperor, and her Libetties taken from 
her; which ſeverity began to make the Dutch im- 
patient of their Servitude to the Houſe of Auſtria, 
Henry of Bavaria, the laſt Biſhop of Utrecht, being 
expell'd by the Citizens, reſign'd his Juriſdiction to 
_ Charles. The firſt Temporal Lord of it, was Charles, 
who Built a fair {ſtrong Caſtle here; but there was 
a Biſhop of this place, to take care of the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Government, Willian Enckewort, Cardinal, had 
_ this Biſhoprick given him after Henry's Reſignation 3 
and after him George Egmont, Son to John I. Count 
of Egmont, was Biſhop of Utrecht, and fat in that 
Chair 25 years, till Epiſcopacy was expell'd with Po- 
pery; Which was not affected without much debate 
and bloodſhed, almoſt to the utter Deſtruction of the 
City.

8 ſals, and whoſe Anceſtors had ſerv'd in the Houſe of 
Burgund, as menial Servants, ſhou'd be ſo bold as to 


attack him, the firſt Monarch in the World, or- 


UW der'd Henry Count of Naſſau, the firſt Prince of O- 

K range, of that Illuſtrious Houſe, to Invade Robert of 
„ Bouillon's Territories, which he did, took four or five 

e Towns, and hang'd up part of the Garriſons that de- 
0 fended them, for their Rebellion. The Citizens oß 
n | Gaunt Rebelling for ſome Grievous Im ſitions laid on 


| them, by the Governour of the Netherlands, the Em- 
peror Charles, to ſuppreſs them, ventur'd to put him- 
{elf into the Hands of his Enemy, Francis the I. whom 
he had not us'd very Civilly, when he was his Pri? 
ſoner. That he might reach the Low-Countyies with the 
| more Expedition, he Travell'd thither through Fance: 
The Gantois cou'd not ſtand out againſt the whole 
Empire, ſo they made their Submiſſion and were Par- 
don d. In the latter part of Charles's Reign, Henry 
II. the French King, Invaded the Netherlands with an 
Army of 50000 Men, and made ſome advances in 
Brabant, in Hainault, in Pais Cambraſis, and the County 
of Namur : He lay down before Renty in Artozs, and 
the Emperor as Sick as he was, march'd to its re- 
lief; the two Armies came to a Battel, between the 
1 of Mark and Frankenburgh, in which Charles 
had the worſt, and was forc'd to retreat; at laſt be- 
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ing weary of the World, he reſolv'd to reſign all his 
Hereditary Dominions, and his Conqueſts to his Son 


l Philip, who had marry'd Mary Queen of England : He 


made him Preſident of the Knights of the Golden Fleece, 


founded by Philip the IId Duke of Burgundy, and in 


a Solemn manner, reſign'd Flanders to him, together 
with all his Kingdoms, Provinces and Principalities, 
Stiles and Titles, in the Preſence of his Couſin, Mary 

| Queen of Hungary, and Governor of the Low- Countries, 


and other Princes then aſſembled at Bruſſels : He alſo 


abdicated the Empire, which his Brother Ferdinand 
 enjoy'd. Philip, who was of a Haughty Stern Tem- 
per, ſoon render'd his Government odious to the Ne- 
therlanders, both under himſelf and his Lieutenants. The 
Prince of Orange, William of Naſſau, who had been 
| bred in the Emperor's Court, having a great Eſtate 


in the Dutchy of Bungundy, Brabant, Hainault, and o- 


ther Provinces of the Netherlands, favour'd the Re- 


formation, which began to ſpread now in the E 


Countries, and that was what King Philip cou'd nos 


bear; but his Oppreſſion and Tyrannical Government, 


was fo Grievous to the Roman Catholicks, as well as 


the Proteſtants, that they Petition'd the King to be 
redreſt, and ſent Depuries to ꝙain, to remonſtrate and de- 


ſire Relief. Philip, inſtead of redreſſing their Grievances, 
and placing milder Governours over them, appointed 


ſuch as were more Cruel, to Chaſtize them for the 


Liberty they took to Petition. The Chief of theie 


Petitioners were Henry Bredenrod; the Prince of O. 


range, thinking it proper for one of the King's own 


Religion to appear in it. They were call'd Gevſjes, 
from the plainneſs of their Apparel, Geuſes ſignifying 


Beggars, and we obſerve it has been always the cuſtome 


of Arbitrary Courts to give Names of Contempt to 


thoſe Men, the Merit of whoſe Cauſe they cou'd not 
better anſwer than by ſeeming to diſpiſe it. From civil

King Philip enrag'd at this Lenity of his Si- 
ſter, took away the Government from her, aboliſh'd 
the, Tolleration, and made the moſt Bloody Spaniard 
he had to employ, Ferdinand Alvarez, Duke of Alva, 


Governor of the Low-Countries, who kackt his Power 
with an Army of Regular Troops, and coming to the 
Netherlands, et up an Arbitrary Government. The 
Prince of Orange, not being ſtrong enough to oppoſe 


him openly, retir'd into Germany, to raiſe Men among 


1 his Friends and Dependants there. He advis'd Count 
| Egmont, and Count Horn to do the fame; but they 
ſuffer d themſelves to be ſurpriz'd by Aba, who Com- 


5 manded their Heads to be ſtricken off, though they 
. were next to the Prince, the two moſt Powerful Lords 
in the Netherlands. The Citizens of Antwerp ſiding with 


p the Geuſes, a Garriſon of Spaniards and Italians were 
K Quarter'd upon them with Licence, to uſe them al- 
18 molt at Diſcretion. The French Prateſtants, who ſervd 
2 under the Prince of Conde, offer'd their Service to the 
8 Prince of Orange; whom the Duke of Alva Proſcribd 
„ MW as a Traytor , and put ſeveral Flemiſi Noblemen to 


Death: He overthrew Prince Lemis, Brother to the 
Prince of Orange, and reduc'd the Proteſtants and Geuſes 
to great ſtreights. The Prince having got together 
a good Army, enter'd the Low-Countries, Alva avoids 
fighting, mowing ſuch a number of Troops cou'd © 
not be kept together without Pay, which the Prince 
| was not in a Condition to give them of himſelf; and 
| the Netherlanders having paid 200000 Crowns in Taxes 
and Contributions, began to think they ſhou'd pay too 
much for Liberty, if it coſt them any more. The 
Prince of Orange being diſappointed of Money , his 
Soldiers deſerted him by Bands at a Time, and he 
| was forc'd to retreat with the reſt to Fance: His ad- 
herents fled their Country, ſome to Germany, ſome to 
England, and ſome to the Northern Kingdoms, where 
Philip's Revenge wou'd not let them be quiet, but he 
purſu'd them with Memorials from his Ambaſſadors , 
to the Soveraigns of thoſe Countries to which they 
fled for Refuge. In England, where one wou'd have 
thought they had been moſt ſecure, a Proclamation is 
Publiſh'd, ennie then, all to depart by ſuch a day.

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1619. The ſame was done in other Places, which putting 
theſe unfortunate Refugees out of hopes of Protection, 
made them deſperate, and they reſolv'd to return to 
their own Country, ſeize ſome Maritime Towns, and 
_ thence manage a Pyratical War with Spain. They 
firſt ſeiz d upon the Brill in Holland, and afterwards 
 Enckuyſen in the ſame Province; upon which, Fluſhing 
in Zeland follow'd their example, confederated with 
them, and ſhook off the Spaniſo Yoke, about the year 
1568. From theſe beginnings, the preſent formidable 
Republick of the United Provinces, roſe to her Power, 
aà Match for the greateſt in Europe, England and France 
_ onlyexcepted ; but becauſe we wou'd not ſeem partial 
in our report of the Cauſes of this defection, and the 
provocations they had for it, Let us ſee what an E- 
nemy to this State and their Religion, ſays of it: Speak- 
ing of the Seven Provinces, he writes thus, Les Habi- 
tans, fe couerent les joug Eſpagnol, il ya un ſiecle, apres 
avoir ete long-temps tourmenter par les cruautez, du 
duc d' Albe, qui en etoit Souverneur.

ce to theſe People, who are jNaturally of a Mild 
© TraQtable Temper, that when they wou'd call a Man 
Cruel indeed, they ſay, he's a Duke of Alva. The 
People of Fluſhing, Enkuyſen, and the Brill, knowing 
they were by no means able to Cope with the Duke 
of Alva by Land, ſet themſelves to encyeaſe their Na- 
val Strength; and in a little time, got a good Fleet 
of Ships to Sea, with which they took all the S. 
niards and their Confederates that they cou'd meet 
with; and being enrich'd by their Prizes, continu'd to 
improve their Naval Power. This encourag'd the 
Prince of Orange to make another attempt, to reſtore I

The Spaniards beſieg d Harlem in Holland, 
Which Siege was carry'd on by Frederick de Toledo the 
Duke of Alvg's Son; and after Eight Months obſtinate 
defence, he forc'd the Inhabitants by Famine, to Sur- 
render at Diſcretion 5 and immediately cut the 
Throats of 2000 of- them, which made the Spaniards 
ſtill more odious to the Dutch. Their excuſe for this

2rovinces are Holland, Zeland, Friſeland, Groninguen, 
Oueriſjcll, Guelderland, and Utrecht, Which was re- 
cover d afterwards by Prince Maurice; to theſe Zutphen

defland, they are commonly call'd the Seven Provinces: 


Their Founder, William the Great, Prince of Orange, was 


their firſt Stadtholder and the Glory of that Houſe,

Infant Common-wealth began ſoon to make a Figure in 


the World, and was own'd by ſeveral Princes as a Free 


State. The Emperor Rodolphus offer'd his Mediation for 


a Peace between Spain and the United Provinces , Am- 
baſſadors met at Cologne, but tono purpoſe, the Spaniards 


refuſing to grant Liberty of Conſcience, and the Prince 


of Orange to treat till that Preliminary was ſettled. 
Upon the breaking up of this Negotiation, King Philip 
in a Rage put out a Proclamation againſt the Prince, in 


- Which he deſcended to uſe the Language of the Market, 
and Rail at him like a Plebeian, but his Arms and his 
Invectives were alike ineffectual; for the Prince reſol- 
ving to maintain thei Liberty he had got by his Sword, 
_ conſulted with his Confederates, whether they ſhou'd 


Court the Protection of the French or the Queen of Eng- 


land? And twas agreed that Mancis Duke of Anjou, 
Brother to Henry the Ille, who was at that time treat- 


ing of a match with Queen Elizabeth, ſhou'd be Invited 
to accept of the Soveraignty of the Provinces z Brabant 
and Flanders were willing to joyn with the Seven Provin- 
ces in this Inotation, and one may imagine the French 
moe for tha 
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ed him fo generouſly with their Eſtates and Liberties, 
in hopes of being protected by him againſt the Tyranny 
of Spain. The Princeof Orange was alſo attempted 
te be Aſſaſſinated while the Duke of Arjou was 
there : He endeavour'd at the fame time, to bring 
Newport, Dunkirk, and other Towns under Subjection 
to him by Force; ſo impoſſible it is for a French Prince 
to be ſatisfy'd with a Lawful Power which theſe Cities 
had voluntarily given him not long before. On the De- 
tection and Prevention of his Treachery, he made what 
haſt he cou'd back to France with diſgrace, where he 
dy id ſoon after: But theſe diſtractions among the Con- 
federated Netherlands, were the occaſion of the Loſs of 
Newport and other Towns. *Tis {aid the Prince of Orange 
had receiv'd ſuch entire ſatisfaction of the Duke of An- 
Juou's Repentance, that he reſolv'd to ſend for him again; 
but he dy'd before it cou'd be effected, and the Spaniards 
finding the Prince was the Heart as well as Head of the 
Confederacy, continu'd their Helliſh Plots to Murder 
him baſely by Treaſon, whom they cou'd not Conquer 
in a fair War; to this purpoſe,}Balthaſar Gerrard, a Bur- 
gundian, is employ'd by them to do the Bloody deed; and 
the Prince having taken him into his Service as his Secre- 
_ tary, after ſome Tryal of his Fidelity and Capacity, that 
Villain had"as many opportunities as he cou'd wiſh, to 
1 the Horrid Fact, which he did, by ſhooting 
Him dead with a Musket Ball at Delft, A. D. 1584. The 
Aſſaſſine was taken as he endeavour d to make his eſcape, b 
and Tortur'd to Death as he deſerv'd for his Treaſon.

tain them in all their Laws and Liberties; this was done 
with a great deal of Ceremony which he mightiix 
affected, and then went from City to City to ſhew him- 

ſelf, and hear the Acclamations of the People, who 
ſhouted him as much for what they expected he wou'd 
do, as if it had been already done : There was. no- 


thing but Feaſting and Publick entries, in which the 


Young Earl of Eſſex, his Son- in- law, always accompany'd 


him. Sir Philip Sidney Surpriz'd Axel in Flanders, he

The French to put a ſtop to the great 
neſs of the Auſtrians, enter d into a League with the 
young Republick of Holland, fo did the Engliſh, and 
ſent them Forces under the Command of Sir Horatio, 
Vere, and others, who Signaliz'd themſelves in the Low- 
Country War, and the Dutch now extended their Com- 
merce as far as the 7aft-Indies, having Ships enough at 
Home to beat the ꝙaniards, which they did in conjunction 
with the Engliſh at Calais, and to protect their Adventu- 
rers Abroad too: Thus their Trade, and conſequently. 
their Strengh encreas'd. They ſent a Fleet to Bantam in 
Java Minor, and another to find out the North Paſſage, 
which latter was Unfortunate. Albert in the mean 
time took Hulſt, and the Confederates beat his Army 
near Tornahut; he had more Spaniſh Troops than he 
thought he wanted, and his General, francis Mendoza, 
Plunder'd ſeveral Towns on the Rhine within the jurif- 
diction of the Empire; for which the Emperor com- 
plain'd of him to Albert, who loſt more Cities to Count 
Maurice, than he and his Generals took from the Dutch. 
The MNetherlanders Petition'd him to ſend away all his 
Spaniards, who were as Intollerable then, as the French 
are now; ſo Fatal a thing is Power to thoſe that have it, 
and thole that want it: Albert wou'd not conſent to 
this, being afraid to truſt the Belgians, Having got a 
good Army together, he prepair'd to Beſiege Oſtena, 
| Which Count Maurice underſtanding, he gather'd his 
| Forces from all parts, and reſolv'd to venture a Battel 3 
the two Armies came to an Engagement at Newport, in 
the beginning of which Albert had the better; but at 
| laſt, Count Maurice, by his Superior Courage and Con- 
duct, prevail'd, and routed the Spaniards, killing 4000 of 
them, and taking a great Number of Priſoners with 
100 Colours, A. D. 1601, However, in the following year 
Philip III. fo Recruited the Enemies Army with Spamards 
and Italians, that Spinola, who Commanded under Albert, 
laid Siege to Oftend, which held out Three Years, Three 
Months, and Three Days, and Surrender'd at laft upon 
Honourable Terms. The length of this Siege ſhews the 
Obſtinacy of the Saniard, who rather than it ſhou's 
be ſaid he was driven away from before a Town that ne 
had Beſieg'd a long time, reſolv'd to take it colt what it 
wou d, and tis ſaid there were above 80000 Men kill'd be- 
fore this one Place, which was ſuch a weakning to the Sani- 
de, that the Puteh got much more than they loſt by it;

Savoy, after the Death of Lewis, the laſt Duke men- 
tion d in this Treatiſe, was Govern'd by his Son Amade- 
us theIXth, a Prince of Great Virtue, but of an Infirm 
Body, being much troubled with the Falling Sickneſs; He 
was very Charitable, good Natur'd,and a Lover of Peace; 
Which keeping him from War, renders his Reign the 
leſs remarkable; for War cauſes Revolutions and Sur- 
prizing events, which are the Life of Hiſtory. He Reign'd 
Seven years, and dying then, was Succeeded by his, Son 
Philibert the firſt, a young Boy of Four years old: His 
Mother Jolante, Siſter to Lewis the XIth of France, was 
Kegent during his Minority ; ſhe was a prudent Wo- 
man, and Charles of Burgundy and Lemis, both aiming at 
the Regency, ſhe put em off both with fair words, till 
after Duke Charles was beaten by the Swiſs, the then

great Inſtruments of the League form'd agairſt him, 

and actually took Arms to expel Charles from Italy, 


they joyn'd their Forces with the Milaneſe, and tho' they 
had not the good fortune to beat him in the Battle, they 
fought with him in his return, yet they made aim retreat 
out of Italy with ſo much haſt, that he left his Baggage be- 
hind him.

Leornardo Loredano Was the 
next Doge to Auguſt Barborico, and in his Reign the 
Venetians continu'd their War both in Haly and the Eaſt; 
they enter d into a Confederacy with ſeveral Powers, a- 
gainſt the King of Naples, by which they were to have 
Cremona, if Lewis the XIIth, who then was fighting 
for Milan, recover d it from Sforza, with whom the Je- 
netian were extreamly offended, for his calling in the 
Turks to his aſſiſtance. Some time before this, the 
Pope, the Yeretians, and the Duke of Milan, were Con- 
federated againſt the Horentines and French, who aim'd 
at the Sovereignty of Piſa; the Emperor Maximilian 
Jjoyn'd with the Confederates; but the Republick ſhew- 
ing too much Ambition to be Maſters of Piſa themſelves, 
Sforza, who fear'd them, fell off from 'em, and Leagu'd 
with the Infidels. The Venetians were at this time ſo 
proud, that the Emperor, Hain, and France, joyn ' d in a 
Confederacy againſt them, at the Inſtigation of Pope 
ulius the It ; but the Princes having ſufficiently hum- 
bled them, that Pontiffe wou'd have made a Peace be- 


tween the Rebublick and the Emperor; and not being a- 


ble to effect it, tis ſaid it broke his Heart. The Pope 
quarrelling with the French, was aſſiſted by the Vene- 
tians; the Germans and French ingage the Army of the 
| Republick, and Defeat it; but the Emperor recalling 
bis Troops, and the Engliſh threatning France with an 
Irvaſton, the French were forc'd to abandon their Con- 
queſts in Italy, and the League againſt the Venetians was 
diffclv'd.

He ſent Homoris, whoſe Father was a Genoeſe, and conſe- 

quently an Enemy to the Venetians, to Invade Dal- 
matia, and he overthrew Novell: the Venetian General, 


and flew hin. Scodra was taken by the Infidels, and they 


were forc'd to make Peace with him, on his own Terms. 
Scanderbergh of Epirus was their Ally, and when he 
dy'd, he left the Senate Guardians of his Young Son 


John, Which drew Bajazet the IId on them. Schender 


Baſſa, made an Incurſion into their Territories as far as 
Terviſ and Deuches the Admiral Bafſa took Jadres, a 
Maritime Town in Dalmatia, carrying away a multitude 


of Captives. The Venetian Fleet, then under Admiral

ending their ſtrength againſt Hungary and Perſia, Af-

| Genoa, As to the Affairs of Genoa; After their War with the 
State of Venice, when thay had noEorreign Troubles to di- 


vert the Mutinous Humour of the People, and the aſpiring 
Temper of the Nobles, they fell out among themſelves, 
as has been already lightly touch'd upon in the forego- 
ing Pages. The two Heads of the moſt Numerous and 
Dangerous Factions, were the Families of the Adorni 
and Fregoſi; the latter headed the Nobles, and the for- 
mer the People of the Hegoſi, there have been ſeveral 
Doges, and they generally ſtood by the Commonalty, 
ſetting up for Patriots and Pillars of the State. The 
Nobles Whom the Adorni Courted, were afraid that the 
Popularity of the Fregaſi wou'd prove dangerous to their 
priviledges; for indeed nothing is ſo fatal to a Repub- 
lick as making one Man or one Houſe too Popular. Tho 
the Adorn were now fo zealous for the Nobility, they 
were a Plebeian Family originally, and ennobled about 
300 years ago. Gabriel Adorno was the firſt Doge of 
this Houſe, and he was depos'd by the People, A. D. 1370. 


"Thirteen years afterwards Antonio Adorno. was ad- 
vanc'd to that Dignity, who was plac'd and dil- 


plac'd twice, and at laſt yielded up the Government to 
Charles VI. France, who ſet a Governor over the City, 
and 'twas Govern'd by French Governors for ſeveral years. 


George Adorno, Anno. 1401, was Doge; but the French al- 


 Jow'd him no more Power than they thought fit, The 
Treaſon of the Adorni, in calling in a Forreign Power, 
made 'em many Enemies, and a Cruel Civil War enſu'd, 


which ended in George's Reſignation of the Ducal Dig- Þ 
nity; but the Nobles looking on them to be their Cham- Þ 
pions, by their intereſt, procur'd. Raphael Adorno to be 

| choſen Doge, A. D. 1443 ; yet he was oblig'd to Abdi- Þ 
cate the Government the ſame year. Barnaby Adorno 

put in for it, and ſeated himſelf on the Throne by Vio- Þ 
llence; him the Genoeſe expell'd in 27 days. After this, 
Peroſpero Adorno was Elected by the 8 but 95 4

numerous as the Spaniſh, fought King Alphonſoss, defeat - 


ed it, and took him and his Brother the King of Navarre, 


Priſoners, whom they ſent with 300 Spaniſh Gentlemen 


to the Duke of Milan their Confederate, at which they 


were afterwards heartily ſorry for the Duke of Milan 


did not mind their Intereſts, but gave themtheirLiberty 
on advantageous terms to himſelf only: They complain'd

| ritory of Genoa, the Adorni, who by this Correſpon- 
dence with Forreign Powers, ſhew'd plain enough they 


aim'd at Tyrrany, Conſpir'd again to introduce it; 


Auguftine and John Adorno having yielded up Genoa 


to Lewis the XIIth but a few years before, he made 


Antonio Governor, and after the expulſion of the 


French, that Lord, by the Power of the Nobles, aſſumd 


the Ducal Authority, A. D. 1527. Andrew Doria, 


whoſe Reputation was then at a great height, refolvd 
not only to depoſe him, but to ſettle the Government on 
ſuch a Foot, that it ſhou'd not be in the Power of the 
5 VVV Nebilit z 
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1619, Nobility to Invade it any more: To this end, having ſe- 
S cur'd a ftrong party in theCity to joyn with him, and 


provided a ſufficient Force to repel all violence, had any 
been offer'd, he got the Senate to take into couſideration 
the State of the Republick, and ſet vigorouſly ahout a 
Reformation. Tue Senate had ſuch an opinion of his 
Virtue and Merit, that they offer'd him the Sovereignty, 
by creating him Duke for Life, and yielding up the 
Snpream Power to him; but he refus'd that honour, 
however he accepted of fo much as enabled him with 
their conſent to diſſolve the old Conſtitution and ſettle 
a new, in which the priviledges of the Nobles were ſo 
reſtrain'd, that they cou'd not Tyrannize over the Peo- 
ple. He ſettled a new Government entirely, admitted 


the Plebeians to have a ſhare in it, and had it enacted, That 


the Office of Doge ſhou'd be Triennial, and to give the 
8828 Authority to this Conſtitution, he deſir'd the 

rotection of the King of Spain for his new State, which 
he obtain'd, and none of the Princes of Italy durſt at- 


tempt to diſturb it; but there were not wanting Envi- 
ous and aſſpiring minds at home, who out of hatred 


and jealouſy of the Houſe of Doria, endeavour'd to o- 


verturn the good Conſtitution of State founded by An. 


drew. The chief of theſe was John Lewis Fieski, a 


Proud young Lord of Cita Lavinia, who form'd a Con- 


ſpiracy to make himſelf Maſter of Genoa, and at firſt 


had ſome Succels in his entexprize, by the Reſolution 


and Obſtinate Courage of thoſe that follow'd him. To 


encreaſe his party, which was compos'd of all the Looſe 
and Deſperate Rabble of Genoa, he went to ſet the 
Galley Slaves at Liberty; but as he was going aboard 


one of the Galleys, he fell into the Sea and was drown'd 
by the weight of his Armour: His Body being found, 


was us'd Ignominiouſly, and flung into the Meditaranean; 
his Brother Jerom was put to Death, and the ſtately 


Palace of the Fiesk: razd. The State, by their Do- 
meſtick Broils, the Invaſion of Forreigners, and the 
growing greatnels of the Turks, loft their Eaſtern ac- 


quiſitions, and conſequently the moſt advantagous part of 


their Traffick, by which means they ſunk from their 


Height, and by the beginning of the 2 were 


reduc'd to ſo low a Condition, that they hardly deſerve 


to be remember'd with the Story of Antient Gezoa ; ſo 


we ſhall drop it here, and take notice only of the events 
that are molt remarkable relating to this State, as they

Turks had Conquer'd, demanded Reſtitution, declaring 
the Venetians, by paying him Tribute for it, had acknow- 
ledged his Superiority. The Venetians had lately loſt 
their Arſenal, which was burnt by an Accident; yet they 
reſoly'd to carry on the War with all their might in de- 


fence of this Rich Iſland, well worth fighting for, having 


now held it about à 100 years: They enter'd into à League 
with Pope Pius the Vth, and the King of Spain, who, to 


prevent the Turks ſtrengthning himſelf by ſuch an ac- | 
qꝗuiſition, fitted out a Fleet to joyn with the Venetians; 


but the Commanders of the Confederate Navy, by their 
Quarrels at Crete, hinder'd the Succeſs of the Common 


Cauſe, and gave Muſtapha and Pralis, the Sultan's Generals, 
an opportunity to Land in Cyprus, where they waſted the 
Country, and took Nicoſia after a Months ſiege; they 
then lay down before Famaguſta, which Antonino Bragada- 
ma the Governor, defended with great Bravery Eleven 
Months, and at laſt when he Surrender'd, oblig'd the 


Infidels to grant him and his Garriſon Honourable Con- 
ditions Which Mustapha baſely broke, and with the 
Treachery and Cruelty of a Barbarous Infidel, order'd 
Bragadama's Noſe and Ears to be cut off, his Body to be 
flead alive, his Skin to be ſtuff d with Straw, and Hang d 


at the Main- yard of his Galley; He ſent all the Venetian, | 
whom he promis d to Tranfport to Crere, into Slavery. | 


The Cheif of em being to be preſented to Selim, a Cyprian 


Lady who was deſign'd to ſatisfy the Tyrant's Luſt, ſet 
Fire to ſome Barrels of Gunpowder, which blew up the 
Ship ſhe was in, with her ſelf, the Slaves, and the Booty 
intended for the Grand Seignior. The Turks had 60000 Men 
kill'd in this War. The Venetians and their Confede- 


rates thenext year were more diligent, they got a' great 


Fleet together, the Command of which was given with || 
a great deal of formality to Don John of Auftria, Charles 
the Vth's Natural Son, under whom were Sebaſtian Venieri, 
Admiral of the Venetian, and Colonna, Admiral of the 
Pope's Galleys: They engag'd the Turks near Lepanto, 
 kill'd 25000, took 4000, and releas'd 14000 Chriſtian Slaves. 
The whole Turk Fleet conſiſting of 250 Sail, was 
either Sunk or Taken, except zo which Uluzal made 
off with; yet the next year, the Sultan Equipd a 
greater Fleet, and one of their Officers ſaid upon it, 
The loſs of Cyprus, is like that of an Arm, which will 


never grow again; but the loſs of Lepanto, only like 


ſhaving ones Beard, which grows the thicker for it. And 
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indeed, the Confederates did not make much of their 1619. 
Victory, though it twas a Glorious one: The Spa- 
niards, either being jealous of the Venetian Naval Power, 8 
or afraid of loſing the Honour they had won. Moce- 
nigo, dying about this time, or being depos'd, Seba- 
ſtian Venieri, who Commanded the Venetians at Lepanto, 
was made Doge in his ſtead, as he very welldeſerv'd it. 
He did not enjoy that Dignity long; for the next 
ear, A. D. 1578, we find Nice de Ponte on the. Ducal 
hrone; and five years after that, Paſchale Chicogno, 
' Whoſe Succeſſor was Mirano Grimani : In his time, 
the Yexetians had a long Quarrel with their Clergy 
and the Diſpute came fo high, that they Threaten d 
to throw off the Papal Yoke, and embrace the Re- 
formation. The Senate began with Publiſhing an Or- 
der againſt giving Lands to the Church , about the ' 
year 1594, and afterwards with Baniſhing the Jeſuits. 
They made a Law alſo, that none ſhou'd Build Churches, 
or Found Monaſteries without the Conſent of the Se- 
nate; and were ſo Bold as to Impriſon ſome Scanda- 
lous Prieſts. The Jeſuits acquainted their General 
Cardinal Agraviva, with the proceedings of the Re- 
L 33 Pope Clement the VIIIth, winke d at them; 
ut Paul the Vth, a Man of a Haughty, Inſolent Tem- 
per, Commanded the Venetians to repeal thoſe Laws; 
| Which they refuſing, their whole Territories were put 
under an Interdit. This tkey ſtood out againit at 
* firſt very reſolutely, and King James of England thought 
they were angry in earneſt with the Pope, and ſent 
' FF Ambaſſadors to Venice, to Court the Republick to em- 
brace the Reformation; to which, one of their greateſt 
. F Divines, Father Paul, Aufher of the Hiſtory of the 
Council of Trent, was not Perſe. But the Ambaſſa- 
doors had a Superſtition, to have their Audience on St. 
: # FTFamers day, and deferring it till then, the Peace be- 
| tween the Pope and the Senate, was concluded by the 
Mediation of ſeveral Princes,before St. Fames's day came. 
The Venetian Clergy were generally ſo Loyal, as not to 
matter the Papal Fulminations, but continue officiating 
as before. Upon which, the Jeſuits wrote bitterly a- 
ainſt them, Bellarmin and Baromus fell upon them; 
but Father Paul and Johannes Marſiglius, aſſerted the 
Juſtice of the Republick's Cauſe, with equal Learn- 
Ing, Reaſon and Eloquence. Armies were rais'd by 
the Pope and his Allies, and the Senate and their's. 
The Spaniards were very forward to aſſiſt Paul; ws

to poor Citizens: By theſe Actions, he inſinuated him 
ſelf into the Eſteem and Affections of the Populace, 
or Plebeian Party, at which the Nobility were alarm'd, 

and having Uſurp'd the Power, Rinaldo Albizzi, 

Paolo Stroxxi, Ridolfo Peruzzi, and Nicalo Barbaderi, 

the Heads of the Ariſtocratical Faction, corrupting the 
Suffrages of the Senate, caus'd Coſmo to be thrown 

into Priſon, with an Intention to take away his Life. 

Coſmo fearing Poyſon while he was in Confinement, 
abſtain'd from Meats four days together, and was al- 

moſt ſtarvd: At laſt, his Honeſt Keeper cur'd his 
Melancholy, by aſſuring him, he might eat freely, 

for he ſhou'd not be Poyſon'd. He alſo got a Buffoon 

belonging to the Gonfanoliero, or Chief Magiſtrate of 

the City, to keep him Company, and divert him 

with his Raillery and Grimace, which brought him 

into ſuch a temper of Mind, that he not only re- 

ſolv'd to live if he con'd, but to get out of Priſon. To 

this end, he prevails with the Buffoon to carry 2 

Promiſe in writing from him to his Maſter, the Gon- 

fanoliero, of 1000 Crowns in Gold, provided he woud 

ſet him Free. The Buffoon undertook it; and the 
Magiſtrate embracing the Propoſition, under pretence 


of examining the Cauſe, that Coſmo might be put to 
Death, Condemn'd him to Baniſhment only, and Venice 


was the place appointed for his Exile. Coſmo defir'd

The Piſans 
often ſent Fleets into the Eaſt, to the aſſiſtance of 


the Greek Emperors 3 and in the time of the Hoh 
War, they Convoy'd ſeveral Armies of the Cruſades 


to Aſia; but the Yenetians and Genoeſe growing ſo 


great by Sea, the State of Piſa met with many dif, 


couragements and loſſes, which by degrees made her 


ſo weak, that ſhe became a Prey to that of Horence.

Duke of Urbin, marry'd Henry the IId. the French King, 
and was Regent of Fance a long time, during the Mi- 


nority of the Kings her Sons. After Alexander's Death, 


Coſmo di Medici, who deſcended from Lawrence, Bro- 
ther of Coſmo the Great, was made Great Duke of 
Tuſcany, by Pope Paul Vth, in the year 1569. That 


Pontiff declar'd him King; but the Emperor and King 


of Spain oppoſing it, C/o contented himſelf with the 

Title of Great Duke. Twas he who Conquer'd Siena, 
with which City the Florentines had long Wars; and 
the Emperor permitted him to annex it to Florence, 
as Piſa had been before: tie had two Sons, John and 
Garcias, Who hated one another ſo Mortally, that being 
Hunting one day together with their Fathes, Garcia, 
kill'd John, and Coſino in revenge {tab'd Garcias. He found 
ed the Univerſity of Piſa, and dy'd A. D. 1574. His 
Succeſſor Francis, marrying Joan the Emperor Maxi:

He dy'd, and 
was ſucceeded by his Brother Hercules the Iſt, about 
the year 1471. This Prince was Legitimate, though 
his Brother was not; he marry'd Lucretia, Daughter 
to Pope Alexander the VIth, which was no ſmall ad- 


vantage to him in his Succeſſion to theſe Dutchies. 
His Son Alphonſo Ut ſucceeded him, in the year 1505, 
He had continual Broils with Pope Julius the IId, 


were his inveterate Enemies; but Modena being a 
Fee of the Empire, the Duke paying 4000 Crowns a 
year, as an acknowledgment of his Homage, Alphonſo 
put himſelf under the Protection of Charles the Vth, 
who lent him aſſiſtance to maintain bimſelf in his Do- 
minions. He marry'd one of his Miſtreſſes, Laura Eu- 
ftochia, by whom he had Alphouſo d Efte, who was 
Father of Ceſar Duke of Zdodena. Alphonſo was ſuc- 
ceeded by Hercules the IId. his Son, wh# marry'd 
Reneta, Daughter of Lewis the XIIth of Frazce, and 
Anne of Bretagne, The Pope wou'd not allow Alphonso, 
Hercules's Brother, to be Legitimate :; but the Mode- 


Lawful, and when Alpizonjo IId Son of Hercules IId dy'd; 
ſeizing Ferrara, becauſe the fecond Alphonſo left no I- 


ther Alphonſo's Legitimacy, but the dope and his Succeflors 
did not mind his Complaints, they kept Ferrara; and 
Ciſar, from whom the preſent Houſe of Modena de- 
ſcends, Reign'd over that Dutchy till the year 1626, 
When he departed this Life.

Widow of Alexander of Medicis. This Prince was 4 org 
real Tyrant, and Govern'd his Dominions ſo ill, that I ils 
his Grand father broke his Heart: He Tent his * Nich 
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lexander to Madrid, to be bred up in the Court of 1619. 
Phiilp the IId, and 'tis ſaid, this young Prince ſhew'd ſuch WWW 
a forward active Genius, that Don Charles, the Kings 
Son, and Don John of Auſtria, his Brother- in- law, were 
jealous of him: He Commanded a Galley in the Bat- 
| tel of Lepanto, and accompany'd Don John into the 
| Netherlands, where he ſucceeded him in the Govern. 
ment; and notwithſtanding his Father dying, left him 

the Dutchy of Parma, yet he always reſided in Flanders. 

We have already given ſome account of his Actions 
there, and in France: He dy'd A. D. 1592, and was 
| ſucceeded in his Dutchy, by Ronacio, the fourth Duke 

of Parma, Whoſe Succeſſor was Alexander the IId, who 

was depos'd for his being Dumb, and Z4ward his Bro- 

ther put in his Place, A. D. 1612. 5 

We left Ferdinand in the poſſeſſion of the Kingdoms 
of Caſtile, Leon, Arragon, and of Naples, by the Death Spain. 
of John his Father. The Union of fo many Kingdoms, 
Was ſuch an addition of Strength to the Spaniard, that he 
thought *twou'd not be a hard matter for him to drive 
| the Moors out of Granada, which he did after he had 
been Victorious over Portugal. Gonſalvo was his Ge- 
neral in this Expedition againſt the Infidels ; whom 

he entirely Conquer'd with Granada, and expell'd em 

the Sparnip Dominions, after they had been Maſters of 
part of Spain 700 years. He alſo Baniſh'd the Jes, and 

tis thought, above 1400000 Souls were ſent out of kis 


Country, which mightily depopulated it, mſomuch, 


that it has never ſince been able to recover its {trength : 
He alſo introduc'd the Inquiſition, intended at firſt againit 
the Jews and Mahometans only; but fince abus'd tothe 
F Deſtruction of the Reform'd. For theſe extraordina- 
ry ſigns of his affection to the Church, Pope Alex- 
ander the VIth, conferr'd on him the Title of Catho- 
| lick, Which his Succeſſors, Kings of Spain, have ever 
| ſince enjoy'd. The Conqueſt of Granada had not been 
ſo eaſy, but that two Mooriſh Princes contending for 
that Kingdom, one of em ſubmitted to Ferdinand. Gon- 
| falvo, after the reduction of Granada, was lent to Na- 
ples, to which, and Sicily, the King of Spain had very | 
| good Lineal Pretenſions. To ſtrengthen his Intereſt, be 
| entred into a Confederacy with the Emperor /fax:- 
milian, theVenetians, and the Duke of Milan, againſt Charles 
the VIlth, who was very ſucceſsful at firſt in that 
Kingdom; but he afterwards made a Partition Treaty 
| With Lewis the XIIth, 25 Where the French 
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cordingly, he addreſt himſelf to ſeveral Princes, and 
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He was a famous Sea-man, who having been bred at 
bis Father's Trade, a Woolcomber, left it for Naviga- 
tion; he addicted himſelf particularly to the ſtudy of 
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encroaching too much upon the Spaniards, a War com- 


menc'd, and the former drove the latter intirely out of 


the Diviſion which fell to them by the Treaty of 
Partition. Ferdinand was related to Frederick King of 


Naples; but he preferr'd his own Intereſt to his Con- | 


ſin, and when Frederick fled to France, had his Son 
ſent Priſoner to Spain, where he kept him in Confine- 
ment. Gonſalvo took the young Prince in Tarentum, 
which he reduc'd together with all the Kingdom. In 
this King's Reign, Columbus diſcover'd the Weft Indies: 


Charts and the Globe, and underſtanding by an Anda- 
luzian Marine, or as others will have it, by a Ma- 
ſter of a Ship, with whom he had contracted a Friend- 
ſhip in the Iſland of Madera, that from the Poſition 
of the World, there muſt be Habitable Regions in the 
other Hemiſphere, he reſolvd to go and diſcover them; ac- 


among others, to Henry the VIIth of England, who all 
refuſing or negleRing to hearken to his Propoſals, he 
apply d to Ferdinand and Iſabel of Spain, who recceiv'd 
him favourably, and gave him three Ships, with which 
he ſet forth from Port Palos de Moger, in Andaluxia, 
Auguſt 3. 1492, He Sail d to the Lucca lands, and 
Landed at Guyana Bay: The Iflanders affrighted at 
ſuch anew {ight, fled to the Mountains with ſuch peed, 
that the Saniards cou'd take but one Woman, whom 
Columbus diſmiſt, after he had given her Bread, Wine 
and ſome Jewels; which kind uſage gave the Iſlanders 
a a better opinion of him and his Followers. Their Ca 


cCique, or King, permitted him to Build a Wooden 


Fort on the Sea-Coaſts, in which he left 38 Spaniards, 
and return'd to Spain, to give the King an account of 
his Succeſs. After this, he made other Voyages, dil 
cover'd Hiſpamola, and other Places in America; for 
Which the King Ennobled him, and made him Duke 
of Veragua in Jamaica, which land, he alſo diſcover: 


His good Fortune made ſome Courtiers jealous of hin 


and they lo miſrepreſented him to the King, that beg 
fell into diſgrace ; but he recover'd his former Favour 


and ſhew'd the way to thoſe who came after him, 


compleat the diſcoveries he made, by the Congaelt al 
Peru and Aexico ;, Where the Spariards found the Silvia 
Mines, that have fince ſupply'd all Eurepe, with tha 
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his Daughter Joan, 
Maximilian the Iſt, by Mary Princeis of Burgundy, 


in whole right Philip became Duke of Burgundy, and

that enſu'd, enough has already been ſaid. Philip 


knowing his Father-in-law Ferdinand had no right to 
Caſtile on the Death of Joan; and being invited into 


_ Spam by the Ciſtilian Noble-men, who had no great 
affection for the A/ragonians, he went to Spain. The old 
{ King was very loath to reſign his Government, but 

finding the People generally inclin'd to Philip the 


Iſt, he comply'd, yielded up the Adminiſtration ta 


him, and Sail'd to Naples, very angry with his Son- 
in-law, for not letting him enjoy the Kingdom of Ca- 
ſtile as long as he liv'd. Philip feeding too plentifully 
on the Fruits of Spain, fell into a Feaver, and dy'd in 
the 28th year of his Age, fix Months after his arri- 


val in Spain, in the year 1504, leaving behind him 


| two Sons, Charles and Ferdinand; the former was the 
famous Charles the Vth, and the latter, Ferdinand the 


Iſt, Emperor of Germany. In Charles all the Imperial 


and Spaniſh Dominions, with the Dutchy of Burgundy, 


the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, and the New World, 
became Subject to the Houſe of Auſtria. Ferdinand 


E hearing his Son-in-law King Philip was Dead, ſettled 
In his way home, he 
had an Interview with the French King, Lewis the

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| 1619. Hemy the VIIIth, but abandoning them, bent himſelf 


» wholly to reduce John King of Navarre, from whom he 
took Pampeluna his Capital, and drove him quite out 
of his Dominions. Though Charles, Son of Philip, Was 
17 or 18 years of Age, and right Heir to Caftile ; yet 
Ferdinand held it to his Death, which happen'd A. D. 
1516, and in him ended the Race of the Arragoni- 
_ an Kings, Who had Reign'd 370 years in Arragon, 
from Beringer, Earl of Barcelona, and 230 in Sicily. 
His Grandſon Charles ſucceeded him in the Kingdoms 
of Caftile, Leon, Arragon and Granada, Naples, Sicily, 
the Dutchy of Burgundy, and the Indies. Charles end- 
ed the Venetian War, which Maximilian had begun, 
and concluded a Peace with Francis the Iſt of France, 
by the Articles of which 'twas agreed, That Charles 
ou'd reſtore the Kingdom of Navarre to John's Son, 
and pay Francis 100000 Crowns yearly for him to re- 
linquiih his Claim to Naples : But when Charles came 
to the Empire, theſe Articles were broken, and a new 
War follow'd upon it, about Naples and Milan. On the 
death of Maximilian, Charles was choſen Emperor; 
_ notwithſtanding ſome of the Electors objected the di- 
ſtance of the $aniſhh Dominions from the Empire, as 
an inconvenience which wou'd prejudice the Germans. 
Charles left Sp ain, to go take Poſſeſſion of the Netherlands, 
and to be Crown'd at Aix, after which he return'd to 
Sain, and ſtaid there eight years; for the Gravity 
and Statelineſs of the Spauiards pleas'd his humour, 
and he lov'd to live among them, more than among 
any of his Subjects: He left the Government of the 
Empire, moſtly to his Brother Ferdinand, and that oi 
the Netherlands, to his Siſters Aune and Mary, and 
His Daughter Margaret Dutcheſs of Savoy , himfelt 
chooſing to Reign in Perſon over the Spaniards, From 
Spain he underivok an Expedition againſt the Moors 
in Africa, and Conquer'd Junis; but was not fo. ſucceſs 
ful in his attempt upon Algier. His other Actions 
having more relation to the Empire than Spain, have been 
reported under the Article of the Weſtern Emperors. 
After a long Reign, in Which he had a great deal of 
good Fortune, and ſome bad, for if he had a King of 
France, and not one of the leaſt of her Kings, Francis 
the Iſt. Priſoner in Spain, he had loſſes in Germany and 
the Netherlands, he began to grow weary of the 
Empire; and reſign'd his Hereditary Dominions to

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Ferdinand his Brother, who was choſen King of the 1619. 
Romans by his conſent ;, he then retir'd to the Monaſtery ww 
of St. Laurence, in the Eſcurial near Madrid, Founded 
by his Son Philip in Commemoration of the Battle of St, 
Quentins. He was in Flanders when he made this Reſig- 
nation to his Son,after which he embark'd at Zealand,and 
Bail'd to Spain: He reſerv'd to himſelf an Annuity of 
Iooooo Crowns, I2 Men to attend him, and a little Pad Nag 
to take the Air; but when he had quitted the World, his 
Ungrateful Son Philip forgot all the promiſes he made him, 
paid the Penſion ſo ill, that the Emperor often complain'd 
of it, and ſeem'd to be forry he had parted with his 
Power: He dy'd in the 59th year of his Age, and the 
42d of his Reign over Spain, A. D. 1558. A certain 
Lord ſaying one day to Philip, 'Tis this day a year ſince 
the Emperor for your ad vantage yielded up all his Kingdoms.

There hapned about this time an event, the Death Portugal 
of Henry King of Portugal, which will oblige us to con- 
tinue the Hiſtory of that Kingdom from the Death of Al- 
pPzhonſo the Vth to the preſent Period, that the Reader 
may ſee how Philip II. came now to poſſeſs himſelf of it. 
John, Sirnam'd the Great, who Succeeded Alphonſo before- 
mention'd, ſuppreſt a Rebellion. that broke out againſt him 
ſoon after his Acceſſion to the Throne: The Nobility | 
who were concern'd in it, he order'd to be Executed 
without Mercy. He frtled Plantations in the Eaſt In- 
dies, Where Den Caftro overcame the King of Cambay. 
This Country, as Authors Writes, was firſt diſcover'd by 
Alphonſo de Alvunuerque, Don C iſtro took Dio the Capi- 
tal of the Kinga om, a Rich and Great City, and ſet- 
tled a Colony there; the Governor of which made it 
the place of his Reſidence. King John Warr'd with the 
Moors, from whom he took ſeveral Towns in Afﬀrick, 
and with the Caſtilians whom he defeated at the Battle of 
Toro; for which Actions he was call'd the Great, and 
for his ſtrict Juſtice, the Severe : His Death was haſtned 
by a fall from his Horſe, A. D. 1495. To him Succeed- 
ed his Couſin Emanuel, Son of John Duke of Viſco, who 
Reign'd proſperouſly, and in his time the Portugueſe ex- 
tended their diſcoveries in the Eaſt Indies and Africk z 
where they found out ſeveral places to Trade to on the 
Coaſt of Æthiopia, and began a Commerce with theſe 
People who call'd themſelves Chriſtians, and were the 
more willing to have aCorreſpondence with thePortugueſe 
Adventurers: He expell'd the Moors and Jews out of 
his Territories. His Daughter Iſabella, was marry'd to 
the Emperor Charles the Vth, and the Wedding Solem- 
niz d at Seville, on the 10th of Fanuary, 15263 this La- 
dy was the Mother of Philip, and *twas in her Right he 
_claim'd the Crown of Portugal: *Twas in his Reign 
that Alvarez Cabral, one of his Subjects, diſcover'd the 
vaſt Country of Braſil, on which he was driven by 
a Storm, 4, D. 1501. About Seven years atter Columbus's 
Voyage to America, the Portugueſe ſettled a Colony here, 
Which has flonriſh'd ever ſince; and the Indians wo 
live under them, have found them better Maſters than

His Son Don Sa- 


 baſtian was not above Three years old when he dy'd, 
Other] Authors ſay he was King John's Poſthumous Son, 
and was under the Tuition of Cardinal Henry, his 
Father's Unkle, till he took the Government on him 


ſelf. Soon after which, Mahomet King of Fez, and Mo- 
rocco, apply'd to him for his aſſiſtance againſt Abdelmelech 


his Uukle: Theſe Kingsof Morocco and Fez, the former 
being the more Antient Kingdom, are call'd Xeriffs, and 


at firſt were only Tributary to the Caliph of egypt, or 


rather the Sultan of the Mammalucks ; but by degrees 
they grew ſo Powerful, that they ſhook off their depen- 
dence on the Sultan, and became abſolute Monarchs. 
The Kings of Morocco pretended to be deſcended from 
the Old Caliphs ; but the preſent Line is of a later date; 
for Hamet who gave cut that he was a Prophet, took 
Arms againſt Mutey Zeydan King of Morocco, over- 
threw him in Battle, and feizd f 
Male: regain d; but was outed again by Mahomet his 
Brother, who had Slain Hamer, and Conquer'd Fez, 
Which he made the feat of his Empire about the year 
1544. He was Succeeded by Abdella Muley, a Valiant 
Prince, who took Cape D' Aguer in Aﬀrick from the Por- 


tugueſe. His Succeſſor Abdalla II. kill'd 10 of his Bro- 
thers to ſecure the Crown to himſelf; and when he dy'd 
was Succeeded by that Mahomet, who being driven out 
of his Kingdom by Abdelmelech, apply'd to Don Sebaſtign 
King of Portugal for Succours. This King was glad of 
an Opportunity of Invading that Kingdom, and accord- 
ingly paſt over to Africa with a great Army, gave Bat- 
tle to Abdelmalech near Alcaſar on the 4th of Auguſt 1 $7, +. 
and was ſlain in the Fight, in which Three Kings fell; 
for Abdelmelech dy'd of an Avoplexy while the Battle 
was fighting, and Mahomet after the defeat was drown'd 
in a Fen. Hamet another of that Kings Unkles, enjoy d 
the Fruits of Avdelmelech's Victory, by ſeizing the King- 
dom, and holding it without a Competitor to his er a 
„ Vf. whic 
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which happen'd about the year 1603. On the Death of 1619. 
Don Sebaſtian, his Great Unkle Henry, who was a Car 
dinal Succeeded him in the Throne of Portugal, butt 
did not Reign long; for being very old when he came 
to the Crown, he dy'd about a year afterwards. Lewis, 
Brother of Henry, had a Natural Son by Jolante his 
Miſtreſs, nam'd Antonio, Prior of Crats, whom the 
Portugueſe wou'd willingly have made their King; but 
Philip the IId of Spain, ſent an Army under the Duke of 
Alva, who expell'd Antonio, and ſeiz'd the Kingdom of 
Portugal as Philips right, being the Son of Jabell, Siſter 
to Henry and Lewis, Antonio was proclaim'd King in 
Lisbon; but he was not ſtrong enough to maintain his 
ground againſt Philip II: Being driven out of Portugal, 
he fled firſt to France, and then to England; where he 
was made Welcome by Queen Elizabeth, hoping by his 
means to annoy her Inveterate Enemy the King of Spain. 
She lent him Forces, and Don Antonio was receiv'd into the 
City of Lisbon; but the Spaniards holding out the Caſtle 
againſt him, and the Portugue ſe not hes into him as 


was expected, the Engliſb retir'd to theif Ships, hearing 
a ſucceſsful Army of Spaniards were marching to the 
releif of the Caftle. Anthony was purſu'd by them, 
and was forc'd to fly ſo faſt, that to prevent his purſuers 
_ overtaking him, he flung Money behind him, which they 
taking up,wereſtop'd by it longenough to give him an op- 
portunity to make his eſcape. The lflands Azores which 
had declar'd for Anthony, were compell'd to ſubmit ro 
Philip; and all the Dominions of Portugal to acknowledge 
him for their Sovereign. King Anthony got into France, 
and there livd and dy'd in ordinary Circumſtances. 
*Twas given out afterwards, that Don Sebaſtian Was 
living, and an Impoſtor, as the Spaniards call him, appear d 
at Venice under that Name and Character: He gave the 
 Venetians a very ſurprizing account of his Adventures 
ſince the Battle of Alcazar, how he liv'd Diſguis'd in 
Servitude, and at laſt made his eſcape to that City in 
hopes of their Protection. The Senate having a Quar- 
rel with Philip the Ild, ſeem'd to believe what he ſaid, 
and the Spaniard fearing the ill Conſequence of a War 
with him, ſupported by that Rebublick, concluded a 
Treaty ol Peace with the Senate, by which it was agreed, 
That the falſe or true Sebaſtian ſhou'd be deliver 'd up, 
as he was accordingly, and ſent to Spain where he dyd 
in Priſon. Philip the IId had marry'd Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to Henry II. of Fance, whom he had before N 2 
| e 
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9. ed for his Son, and after Don Carlos's Death, being jea- 
lous of his Queen, he procur'd her to be Poyſon'd : He 
© Govern'd as ſeverely at home, as his Governors did 


abroad; and the Moors who were left in Spain, ſuch as 
the Proteſtants are now in France, whom we call New 


Converts, being forc'd to ſubmit to greater Oppreſlions 
than being compell'd to hear Maſs, took Arms; but 


Don John and other Generals reduc'd them, and made 


a Terrible Slaughter of them in Granada. To Terrify 


others from following their example, he ſets the Inqui- 


ſition to Work; and thoſe Burchers diſpatch'd 20000 


People in a few years time by their Bloody Sentences. Not 
contented with his Tormenting the Proteſtants that were 


within his own Juriſdiction, he fitted out that Mighty 
Armada againſt England in the year 1588, which re- 


turn'd with ſuch loſs and diſgrace to Spain, as has been 
already mention'd in this Chapter; as alſo his loſſes 
and Wars to recover the Low-Countries, whither 
he ſent his belov'd Daughter Jſabella Clara Eugenia, 


and gave her and the Netherlands with her to the Arch- 
Duke Albert. He endeayour'd with all his Power and 
Cunning to prevent Henry the IV th's Acceſſion to the 
French Throne; he Protected the League, or rather the 
Kebellion of the Guiſes in that Kingdom againſt Henry III. 
and Henry the IVth ſent Money and Armies thither to 
ſupport it, but his trouble and expence prov'd in vain; 
and indeed, conſidering what an Empire and à Treaſure 


He came to, we Wonder how any one ſhou'd give him 


the Character of a Wiſe Prince, who cou'd not keep 
em better: His Secretary Anthony Perez deſerting him, 


withdrew firſt into France, then into England; but nei- 
ther his Councils nor Intelligence were of ſuch advan- 


tage to the Queen of England, nor the French King, as 
they expected they wou'd have been. Philip was forc'd to 


make a Peace with Henry the ! V th before he dy'd, which 


was in a miſerable condition, being enten up of Vermin 


in the year 1598, the goth ©: his Reign. To him Suc- 


ceeded Philip the IIId. his un, who marry'd Margaret, 
Siſter to the Emperor Ferdinumd II. In his time the 
Dutch extended their Commerce in the Eaſt and Mieſt- 


Indies, drove the Portugueſe, now Subjects of Spain, out 
of part of Braſil and Bantam, and enrich'd themſelves 


with their Spoiis, which together with the vaſt expence 


of the Low Country War, made Philip humble himſelf 


_ fo far, as to Treat with che Ztollanders as a free State; 
and own their Independency on the /Verherlanas e Spain.

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He oppos d the Election of Baronius the Annaliſt to the 16192 
Papacy, becauſe that Cardinal had declar'd his Title 
to Sicily was not very ſtrong. He ſtood by his Brother- 
in-law Ferdinand in his pretences to the Empire, which 
without him tis thought he wou'd not fo eaſily have ob- 
tain'd ;, but the Spaniſh Money had great Efficacy in per- 
ſwading rhe Electors to chooſe him. Admiral Heemſ- 
kirk having Defeated his Navy almoſt in his ſight, off 
Cales, he was ſo frighted, that he wou'd not hear after- 
wards of a War with the Dutch, Which ſome Authors 

ſay, coſt the King of Spain more Money to maintain 
than he got by the Indies. He aſſiſted Sheck the Succeſſor _ 

of Hamet in the Kingdom of Fez, and had the ſtrong 
Fort of Ceuta Surrender d to him for it he drove all 

the Moors, or ſuſpected Moors out of Spain, ordering 
em ro be Plunder'd of all they had, and Shipp'd off at 
ſeveral times; thus gooooo of theſe Wretches were 
Tranſported to Africk, and left almoſt Naked on that 
ſhoar expos'd to Hunger, and Cold, and the Sword. He 
aſſiſted the Duke of Mantua to War with him of Savoy 

for Montferrat, and order d the Vice-roy of Milan to 
Invade Piedmont, which he did, and took Verceil and 
other Places, while the Duke of Savoy in the mean time 
ravag'd Milan. After Sheck in Fez, Reign'd Abdalla yg, 
and Zeyded, the latter made War upon Spain to recover 
the City of Ceuta, and demoliſh a Fort which the Spa- 
niards had rais'd near it, and defended it fo well, that 

the Moors were forc'd to raiſe the Siege with great loſs. 
Philty's Fleet alſo took many of their Ships, and 32 
Hollanders at the Streights Mouth, upon which ſmall 
Succeſs, the Dutch are requir'd to return to the obedi- 

ence of Spain; but the States anſwer'd, "TI was too late 

now to expect obedience of them whom Spain had con- 
feſt to be a free People. The Spaniard, in Conjunction 
with the Engliſh, beat the Dutch out of the Molucca 
Iſlands, and King James of England maintain'd a cloie Cor- 
| reſpondence with the Court of Spain, ſo that Count Gonde- 
mar, Philip the IIId's Ambaſſador at London, had as much 
influence over King James's Councils, as any of his Favou- 
rates except Buckingham.

tan's Vaſſal, though he ſuffers the Office to be Here- 


ditary, yet that not without Interruption. Mahomet, 
King of theſe Tartars, wou'd not tamely yield up his 
Soveraignty; but 0% n ſoon reduc'd him, and his Bro- 


ther Ian, who was content to be the Turk's Slave, was 
made Crim or King. Mafomet's Son recover'd part of 


this Tartary, aud Govern'd. Oſman upon this Succelis, 


is ſent againſt the Perſians, by whom ſeveral Thou- 
ſand European Tartars in the Sultan's Service, were 
Slain, and 'tis obſerveable, that thoſe miſerable wretches 
were enſlav'd at the ſame time that they were fight- 
ing to enſlave others, Oſman's Fortune was as bad as 
his Predeceſſors in that Command, and 'twas well for 
him, that he dy'd of a Dyſſentery in Perſia, after he 
had been twice or thrice defeated. Amurat himſelf, 
had like to have follow'd him in another World much 


about the ſame time, by a fall from his Horſe, which 
_ almoſt beat out his Brains: He was frequently trou- 


bled with the Fall:zg-Sicknefs, and it now took him un- 
| luckily, as he was riding over a ſtony place. The Turks 


were again defeated by the Perſians, who, in a Battel 


Which laſted three days, kill'd 80000 of Amurats Men, 
and drove em out of thoſe Cities which they held in 
Perſia. Ibrahim Baſſas, ſabdu'd the Maronites, Inhabi- 


ting Mount Libanus, and the Turſi , other Aſiatick 


' Chriſtians, who were never before Conquer'd by the 


Infidels. The Hungarian Turks were defeated in Croa- 
tia by the Chriſtians, 12000 Turks were cut off near 


Silſeca; but the Governour of Greece, to be re- 
veng'd, belieg'd Siſſeca, and took it. The Chriſtians 
gain'd ſeveral Places, both Infidels and Turks had their 


loſſes and advantages: Matthias King of Hungary , 


Warrd with them with Succeſs. The Turks break- 


ing the League with the Chriſtians, the Baſſe of 
Buda who was the occaſion of it was ſtrangled ; 'twas 
by Amurat's Intereſt and Protection, that Stephen Ba- 


thori was choſen King of Poland, in oppoſition to Max- 


imilian the Emperor. This Sultan being very much 


tormented with the Stone, dy'd of it in the 21ſt year

| Governour of Hungary perſecuting the Proteſtants, 
the Sultan regain'd Peft, and ſome other Towns. Ach- 
met, however, was induc'd by the Perfians War, to 


mate a Peace for 20 years with the German Emperor, 


which Matthias King of Hungary confirm'd. He then 
ſent an Army againſt the Perſians, who overthrew the 
Turks, and kill 20000 of them near Babylon. Upon 


this, and Bathor: of Tranſylvanias, Leaguing with the 
Germans, he deſires a Truce with the Perftans, and firſt 


ſers up Andrew Grotz, and then Bethlem Gabor againſt 
Bathors, who is diſpoſſeſt of his Principality, Which 
Gabor enjoy d as the Turks Vaſſal. The Cafſſocks ha- 
ving burnt 24 of his Ships, he renews the Truce with 
the German Emperor, that he might have leiſare to 
revenge himſelt on them, who were now grown fo 
nſolent, chat they invaded Thrace, and ravag'd the 

Country to the Walls of Conſtantinople; they allo paſt 
the Euxme, walled Bythiuia and Paphlagonia, burnt Si- 
nope in Pontus, and reiurn'd home laden with Spoils. 


Achmet demanded ſatisfaction of the King of Poland, 
the Coſſacks being his Subjects; but though he cou'd not 


_ obtain it, he durſt not break with him; The Perſi ans, being 


ſo Powerful in the Eaſt, that they had expell'd the 
King of Gecogia his Dominions, for renouncing his Al- 


 Jyance with them, and adhearing to Achmet. In the 


year 1616, the Turks had great loſſes by Sea and 
Land; the Spaniards, Florentines and Maltheſes beat 


them in the Mediterraneam, the Caſſocks in the Eux- 


ine, the Pei ſi ans worited them in Aſia, where 40000 
Turks fell by Peſtilence and the Sword. The flight 
Succeſſes they had in Podolia, which in Conjunction 

with the Tartars, they Invaded and Plunder'd, were 


all they had to Compenſate for theſe loſſes. The Flo- 


rentines took 42 of Achmet's Gallies, in one of them 
there were 3co Slaves; a Dervis flung a Stone at the 


Sultan, for which he was cut to Pieces. The Floren- 
tines took the Caſtle of Zango; he Baniſh'd the Jews 
out of Pera, and out of hatred to the Spaniards, con- 
cluded a Treaty of Commerce with the Dutch. Ja-

edneſs of which this Man and his Father was not 

Guilty. Pope Alexander beſtow'd the Weſt-Indies on 

Ferdinand of Spain, and the Eaſt on John King of Por- 
tugal. The whole Continent of America, was ſo call'd 
from Americus Veſpucius, a Florentine, who diſcover'd 
it for Ferdinand of Spain; and Alexander's Right to 

diſpoſe of other Mens Eſtates, was as good as his 

Power, to give the Indies to the Portugueſe and Spa- 

niards; but no Nation that thought it worth their 

While, to adventure for acquiſitions in both the In- 

dies, ever made any great account of this Pope's Do- 
nation. In the year 1500, Pope Alexander Celebrated 
the Grand Jubilee: He gave Ferdinand of Spain the ; 

Inveſtiture of Naples, after the French were driven out of 0M 

Italy. lu the mean time, his Son Ceſar carry'd on his Am- 

bitious deſizns on the Soveraignty of Rome, and think- 
ing Cardinal Cornetto was his Enemy, or an Enemy 
to his Ambition, he invited him to Dinner, having 
order'd a Cup of Poyſon to be prepar'd for him. 
The Pope being at the Feaſt, he and Borgia himſelt, 
rank of the Fatal Bowl by miſtake, Alexander 
breath'd out his obſcene Soul with it; but 7 | 
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caus'd himſelf to be ſown up in the Belly of a Mule, 
lately embowell'd, and by that means. overcame the 
Malignity of the Poyſon ; yet he never fo perfectly re- 


cover'd, as to have the free uſe of his Health and Un- 
derſtanding. Alexander dy'd in the 11th year of his 


Pontificate, A. D. 1503. Ceſar ſeiz'd on all his Trea- 
ſures, and ſurrounded the Vatican with 12000 Men, to 


force the Conſiſtory to chooſe him Pope, he being as fit 
for it as his Father was. The People reſenting the Con- 


ſtraint put upon the Conclave, took Arms, and Borgia 
to avoid their Fury, Was carry'd off in a Litter. 


Francis Todeſchini Picolomini was choſen Pope, but dy'd ' 


26 days after his Election, of a Wound in his Le 
as the Popiſh Authors write, and of Poyſon as others 
ſay, given him by Julius the Iſt. his Succeſſor whoſe 
Sirname was Julian de la Rovere, His Unkle Szxtus 


the IVth, made him Cardinal 3o years before, and 


being a Warlike Prelate, he Commanded the Papal 
Army in Umbria: He was of the French Faction before 
he was choſen Pope, and of the Imperial afterwards. 
Borgia being taken Priſoner, was contin in the Caſtle 


of St. Angelo, and all his Towns, Caſtles and Trea- 
ſures taken from him; after Which he went to Na- 


ples, where Conſalvo the Governor ſeiz' him, and ſent 


him to Spain, When he arrw'd in tha; Kingdom, Fer- 


dinand order'd him immediately to be appprehended, and 
thrown into Prion ; from whence making his eſcape, 
he fled to the King of Navarre, then at War with Spain, 
and With fone of that King's Troops, beſieg'd a Caſtle 


belonging to the Conſtable of Caftile, who was his E- 


nemy in the Court of Spaiz; in which Siege he was 
kill'd. Julius drove the Bentivolio's out of Bononza, 


and added that City and Territory to the Churches 


Patrimony : He form'd a Confederacy againſt Venice, 
and call'd in the Germans and French to make War 
upon the Rebublick ; for which, on their ſubmiſſion, he 
was ſorry, and wou'd have ſent them home again; but 
they were not at bis Command, and the Yererians 


cou'd not get rid of them, till tneir own Affairs re- 
quir'd them to return to France and Germany. The 


Emperor and French King being angry with the Pope, 
for inviting them to undertake the Venetian War, and 
then deſerting them, and for employing, the Troops 
he had rais'd to affiſt them, againſt Alphonſo Duke 
of Ferrara, Summon'd a Council to meet at Pſa, 
by Virtne of their Imperial and Regal Authority, at 
| 5 5 5 100 
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took from him Bononia and Mirandola; ſeveral Car- 1619. 
dinals met at Piſa, Cited the Pope to appear before 
them, and were excommunicated by him. Julius calbd 
a Council to meet at Rome, in oppoſition to that of _ 
Piſa, and Fulminated againſt thoſe who did not appear: 
He manag'd his matters ſo well with the Emperor, 
that he made him break the League with the French 
King, from whom he was about to take the Title of 
Moſt Chriſtian, and beſtow it on the King of England, 
Henry the VIIIth. Julius gets the Smiſſers to enter 
into a League with the Emperor againft the French 
who is driven by them out of Milan. The Swiſs 
lent the Pope Forces, with which he made himſelf ' 
Maſter of ſeveral Towns in Jraly, heading his Army 
in Perſon. The Venetians refuſing to leave fome Towns 
to the Emperor, which the Pope had promis'd he 
ſhowd have of them, Julius Confederated with the 
Germans againſt them, and they with the French, a- 
gainſt the Pope and the Emperor. The Pope finding 
there was like to be an Accommodation between the 
| Spaniards, French and Germans, and fearing they wou'd 
then joyn all to call him to an account Be the Trou- 
bles, in Which his reſtleſs Ambition had involv'd

To engage 
the French King in his Quarrel, the Pope marry'd his 
Neece Catherine of Medices to the Dauphin Henry, Son 
of Francis the Iſt. Clement dy'd on the 25th of Sept. 
A. D. 1534, having been Pope ten years, ten Months, 


and ſeven days. On the 13th of October following, A- 


le vander Farneſe, a Lewd Cardinal, was choſen Pope, 
and took the Name of Paul the IIId. He was 67 years 
of Age at the time of his Election; he enter'd into 
an Allyance with the Emperor and Feretians, againſt 
the Turks, which came to nothing: He mediated a 
Truce between Charles the Vth, and Francis the lit, 
for ten years, and Summon'd the General Conncil which 
ſat at Trent, being a Synod notorioully pack'a, not ha- 
ving one third part of the Prelates of £zrope in it, and 
_ thoſe that did come, were either Italians or Spaniaras, 
'Tis true, the French Biſhops came when the Synod _ 
was about to break up. Paul the IIId, Excommuni- _ 
cated Henry the VIiith, the Popes not being yet a- 


ſham'd of thoſe Fooleries 3 but that King was fo far 


from being mortify'd at it, that it only provok'd him 
to proceed the more ſeverely with the Pope's Friends 
in England, the Monks, whom he turn'd out of their 
Cells, which had been too long the Scenes of Hypo- 
criſy. Paul laid, the Foundation of that Magnificent 
Structure, the Palace of the Farneſi at Rome: He en- 
deavour d to be always Neutral in the diſputes between 


ee and the French King. Octavio his Graud- 
da, 


Was ſo unkind to him, that out of meer. Grief, 
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1619. tis ſaid he departed this Life, A. D. 1550, having 


Reign'd 16 years: He was verſt in Aſtrology, writ 
ſeveral Poems, and Correſponded with Eras, and 
other great Men by Letters : He Wrote alſo Notes on 
ſome of Cicero's Epiſtles; but the way he took to ad- 


vuance himſelf, at the Court of Rome, was far from be- 
ing as Honourable as ſure, for 'tis ſaid, he Proſt ituted 


his Siſter to Pope Alexarider the VIth, to gain his 


WS Graces ; he was the riſe of the Family of the 
Farne ſi. After his Death, Cardinal Pool was choſen in 
the Night; but refuſing the Papacy with an unſea- 


ſonable Modeſty, the oppoſite Faction put him by, and 
choſe Julius the IIIld, a Roman, whom Paul the IIId had 
made a Cardinal; He had been Legate in Lombardy, 
| Bologna and Bononia, and Preſident of the Council of 
Trent: He was of the Houſe of De Monte, and began 
his Reign with Celebrating a Jubilee. *L was happy 


for the Reformation, that this Pontiff , his Prede- 


ceſſors, and moſt of his Succeſſors, for this Century, 


in which the Proteſtants began to Reform Religion, were 


Men of Lewd Principles, and Wicked Lives, Which ren- 


dred them averſe to any thing good, as much on ac- 
count of its being oppoſite to their Manners, as that 


it was againſt their Intereſts. Julius was Vicious, and a 


Blaſphemer: In his time, Cardinal Pool, whom he ha: 
ted, Reconcil'd England to the Papacy ; but 'twas not 
likely ſuch a conſtrain'd Reconciliation ſhou'd be of 
any long continuance.

He ſet up the Inquiſition at 
Rome, made an Allyance with the French, hir'd Troops 


of the Swiſs Cantons, and Invaded Naples; which Wax 


was extreamly prejudicial to the Italians in general, by 


bringing in Armies of Spaniards and French. He us'd his 


_ utmoſt endeavours to reſtore Popery in England and 


treland : He Granted ſeveral Priviledges to the Romans, 
of which he afterwards repented, and his exactions 
to maintain his Wars, his ſeverity in his Govern- 
ment, the Abuſes committed by his Nephews the Ca- 


_ raffa's, for which he was oblig d to Baniſh them, and 
the Spaniards ravaging the Country even to the Gates 


of Rome, made him ſo odioas to his Subjects, that 
when they heard he was dying, they roſe Tumultu- 


oy, Ca him, his Actions and his Family; they

fon Doors, burnt the Inquiſition Houte

guration , eighteen Men were kill'd as they were 
{ſtriving to have their Share of the Money that was 
flung to the People, and 40 more were hurt: He Pardon'd 
thoſe that abusd his Predeceſſor, put Cardinal Ca- 
raffa and others of that Family to Death on ſuſpi- 
tion of Treaſon : He confirm'd Ferdinand in the Em- 
pire, and abſolv'd Philip of Spain from the late Pope's 


Cenſures. ThePatriarch of Abdiſa in Africa,came toRome 


and embrac'd the Roman Faith; for which Pius ſent 
him home loaden with Preſents, though the Church 
got nothing by the Converſion of a Barbarian, in whoſe 


Power it was not to ſerve her: But the Pope was glad 
of any addition to his Dominion, at a time when ſo ma- 


ny Nations of Europe were ſhaking off his Yoke. He 
continu'd the Seſſion of the Council of Trent, and ſent 
Nuntio's to the Proteſtant Princes, to invite them to 
ſend Deputies thither, which they had been Fools to 
have done, conſidering the Synod was not free, and 


that they were ſore to fit no longer than the Hali- 


an and Spaniſh Prelates, the Pope's Tools, had the 
Majority. The Princes reply'd, That the Pope had 
no Power over them, nor Authority to call a Council, 


The King of Denmark treated his Nuntio's roughly, 


for their Maſters calling him an Heretick. The Spa- 
niſh Biſhops, at the Council, were inclinable to decree, 
that the Pope was not above it; but that Point the 
Pope's Legates wou'd not ſuffer to be decidid : He de- 
clar'd for France in the diſpute about Precedency, be. 
tween Spain and France at Trent. The firſt Seſſion of 
this Synod, was in 1545, under Paul the IIId, who 


Prorogu'd them: They fat under Julius the Id, who 


Prorogu'd them till the year 1562, and under Paul 
the IIId who Diffolv'd them. The Decrees of this 
Council, and the manner of paſſing them, was fo no- 

_ toriouſly Partial and Irregular, that no Modeſt Papiſt 
ſpeaks of it as of any Authority, and the Proteſtants 


With good Reaſon diſown it. Their Proceedings re- 
lated chiefly to Aggrandizing the Popiſh Hierarchy 
and connrining ſome of their Heterodox Tenets. The 


Reformation of Diſcipline was but lightly touch'd on, 
and nothing done worthy the Name of a Synod. Pius 
pur an end to their Seſlion, the 4th of December 1563, 

and inftead of 5 or 600 Biſhops, which we find in 
ſome of the Greek Councils; there were but e 
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this, which Taly and Spain cou'd eaſily furniſh ou ſuch 16199 
a occaſion. This Pope releas d Cardinal Moron out of 
Priſon, and advanc'd Charles Barromæus of Milan his 
Nephew to the Purple: He lov'd Bailding and State, 
and had form'd a Chimerical Deſign, of reſtoring Rome 
to its Antient Grandure; not conſidering that while 
Rome was Miſtreſs of the World, fhe was Miſtreis 
of her ſelf, and that no City can be reſtor'd by a Ty- 
rannical Power, to the Glory it enjoy'd with its Liber» 
ty. His extravagance in his Buildings, and the Im- 
menſe Summs he laviſh'd away in Bribes to the Fa- 
thers at Trent, to keep them faſt in the Intereſts of 
the Papacy, fo impoveriſh'd him, that he was forc'd 
to exact ſo many Taxes from his Subjects, that they 
grew Mutinous at laſt. After which, he endeavour'd 
„to ſupply his wants by Simony. He dy'd in the fixth 
| „ his Reign, and the ſixty ſeventh of his Age, A. 
r . | | 1 
| ius the Vth, ſucceeded Pius the IVth: He was of 
the Family of the Chiſſeri, of no great Note in Italy. 
After his Acceſſion to the Pontificate, he ſet him- 
ſelf to regulate his Houſe, adorn the City, and took 
ſome care of the Reformation of Manners, and of re- 
ducing the Clergy to more regular Diſcipline : He la- 
bour'd to get the Council of Trents Decrees to be 
receiv'd in all the Popiſh Countries, but cou'd 
not prevail, for Germany aimoſt generally diſown'd 
it. He was a Zealous Perſecutor of the Proteſtants, 
by his Negotiations With all the Princes of his Reli- 
gion, to draw the Military as well as the Judicial 
c Sword againſt them. He made War upon the Turks, 
in conjunction with the Spaniards and Venetians: He 
gave himſelf the Fooliſh Trouble to Excommunicate 
/ Queen Elizabeth, and Abſolve her Subjects from their 
Allegiance to her. He took the Caraf/a's into his Pro- 
tection, reform'd the Mal Breviary, &c. He dy'd 
7 in the ſeventh year of his Pontificate, A. D. 1566, 
and was Beatifid, A. D. 1610, by Paul the Vth, His 
Succeſſor was Cardinal Hugh Bouncampagno, Who call'd _ 
himſelf Gregory the XIlIth, He Built a Colledge 
4 for the Greeks, and another for the Engliſh. Amballa- 
WW flors came from Japan to him, with the Submiſſion 
. of the Indian Converts, made by Francis Xavier, 4 
famous Saint of the Modern Calendar, which he re-

| The Greeks at Conſtantinople receiving it, the 
Grand Seignior , was ſo offended with them for it, 
that he took their Churches from them. This Pope 
Erected ſeveral Colledges of Jeſuits, and one at Rome, 


to be a Seminary for all Nations towards Propaga- 


ting the Faith, « 'Tis ſaid, this Pope dy'd of a Quin- 
zee, two Hours after he had given the Japaneſe Am- 
baſladors a Noble Entertainment : He Reign'd Thir- 
teen years, and departed this Life A. D. 1583" 

His Succeſſor Sixtus the Vth's Hiſtory , is more 
extraordinary, and deſerves a larger account of it, 
for his ſurprizing riſe from - a Swines Herd to 
the Papal Dignity. His Father Francis Peretti, was 


a Vine Preſſer of Montalto, in the Marcha del An- 


cona, and being Poor, he put his Son to a Farmer 
of the Town to keep his Sheep: In which Poſt he 
behav'd himſelf fo ill, that he was remov'd from the 


Sheepfold to the Heogfly, and made a Swine herd. 


A Franciſcan Fryar of Aſcoli, hapning to be out cf 
his way, got this Youth to put him into it, and 
Conduct him to his Monaſtery ; as they Travell'd 
along, the Swine herd diſcover'd fuch a ſtrong Incli- 
nation to Learning, that the Fryar told the Monks 
of it, and he was admitted into that Convent, took 
the Habit, and ſoon became ſuch a Proficient in his 
Studies, tnat no body doubted of his coming to great 
Preferment. He did not ſtick to declare before he 
took his Batchellor's Degree, That he was fo ambiti 
ous, as to have Hopes even of the Papacy ; when he 
went out Patchellor, he afſum'd the Name of Mon: 
talto, from the Place of his Birth; and after he 
Commenc'd Maſter of Arts, he was made Divinity 
Profeſſor at Stena. He acquir'd ſuch a Reputation 
by his Sermons, that he was appointed a General 
Commifſſioner at Belo.na, and a Judge of the Inqui- 
ſition at Fenice; from whence he was forc'd to with-

Cardinal: After which, he ſeem'd to be fo con- 
tented, that no body expected he wou'd ever put in 


for the Papacy, having refus'd to concern himſelf in 
the Election of a new Pope, on the Death of his Pa- 
tron. He voluntarily renounc'd all ſhare in the Ad- 
miniſtration, complain'd of the Infirmities of Old Age, 


and was ſeldom or never ſeen out of his Retire- 


ment, where he liv'd as if he had org fr his Thought, 
but his Salvation. Gregory the XIIIth being Dead, the 


_ Conclave of Cardinals was divided into. Five Facti- 
dns. Cardinal Montalto pretending to be Older than 
he was, never appear d in Publick, but with his Head 
leaning on his Shoulder; his Body born up by a 
Staff, as if he had not ſtrength to ſupport himſelf „ 

and he affected to be ſo troubled with a Cough, 


that he cou'd hardly ſpeak: He Complimented the 


Cardinals with great Humility, wing. them all the 
Papacy; and when he was told that poſſi 
be Choſen himſelf, he reply'd, He was in no wiſe worthy 
ef ſo great an Honour; that his Life in all appear- 
ane, wou'd not laft ſo long as the Conclave, That 
bowe der, if God had deter mind it otherwiſe, he ſhou'd 
retain only the Name of Pope, and that others ſhoud 
have the Authority. Such a Declaration as this, Was 
enough to ſecure his Election, which happen'd on the 24th _ 
of April, 1585, and he wasno ſooner choſen, but goin 
out of his Pallace, he briskly threw away the Staff which 
ſupported him in the Hall : He held his Head up- 
right, and Sung out Te Deum with a.

| Robert Beflar ine a Cardinal, and Divorc'd Henry the 
IVth of France from his Wife Margaret of Valois. 


He held the Pontificate Eighteen years, and then 


dy'd A. D. 1605. Upon his Death there aroſe great 

heats between the French and Spaniſh Factions at 
Rome about the Election of his Succeſſor 5 the French 
were for Baronius the Annaliſt, and the Spaniards 


againſt him, for Reaſons we have; mention'd al- 


ready in this Chapter. In treating of Spain, ſome 
of the Cardinals were for Bellarmine the Caſuiſt and 
Catholick Champion; but he Was oppos'd by the 
Montaltan Party, and at laſt the Majority of 
Voices fell upon Cardinal Alexander di Medici a 


Florentine, but not of the Ducal Family; he was 


Seventy years old, and not in very good Health 
When he was choſen, He took the name of Leo 
the XIth, Reign'd Twenty five days only, and then 
dy d. His Succeſſor was Cardinal Camilla Borgheſe, 
Son of Antonio Borgheſe of Siena, and a Roman 
Lady. Bellarmine and Baronius, were again put by 
to make Room for him; Clement the VIIIth was 
his Patron, and advanc'd him for his great Skill in 
the Law. When he was ſeated on the Pontifical 
Throne, he aſſum'd the name of Paul the Vth, and 


ſet himſelf about raiſing the Papal Dignity even 


higher than it had been in former times: In this 
we think he ſhew'd more Pride than Policy; for 


now a great part of Europe had thrown off Sub- 


jection ro the See of Rome, twas not likely the 
reſt wou'd ſuffer him to extend his Tyranny fur- 
ther than his Predeceſſors: He aſſum d the Blaſ- 
phemous Title of Vice Deus, or Vice God, defying 
the only True God's Vengeance, as if he either 
did not Believe or Contemn'd his Power. He E- 
lected a New Congregation, on purpoſe that they 
might find out means to enlarge the Churches Au- 
thority and Dominions; bur underſtanding that the 
Proteſtants began to be alarm'd at his deſign, he

ceive the Council of Trent, and to have the Jeſuits 
in Spain freed from Tithes.

to hinder Laicks leaving their Eſtates to the Church; 


oy had alſo prohibited the building of Churches 
without their conſent. The Abbot of Neweſa, who 


Was accus'd of Magick, Inceſt, Murder, and Op- 


reſſion over his Tenants, was thrown into Priſon 


by their order, and the Senate having conſulted the 


moſt Learned Men in both Laws, were confirm'd 


by them in their Reſolutions, to abide by what _ 


they had donez the Lawyers and Divines having 


_ declard that the Papal Authority extended not to 
Temporal matters. Upon this, Pope Paul, firſt 


Threatned, and then Excommunicated them. The 
Veuetians Communicated the occaſion of this unjuſt

and Commanded the Clergy to officiate as formerly.

A. D. 1499, In the year 1517, Martin Luther 

began to Preach againſt Indulgences, and the Refor- 
mation of Religion was begun in the Northern parts 
of Europe, The Set of the Anabaptiſts began to 

| broach their Errors about the year 1532, they took 

Arms at Munſter under John of Leyden, and ſet up 
a Temporal Kingdom for that Fanatick. The Pope 
' ſent Francis Xavier and other Jeſuits to convert the 

Indians about the year 1535; but what Chriſtians . 

they had made by their Sermons, Were ſome years 
_ afterwards deſtroy'd at Japan by the Treachery of 

the Jeſuitical Miſſionaries, "Twas about the year 
1525, that Canada was diſcover'd by the French, and 
the Spaniards and Portugueſe had great diſputes about 
dividing the New. found World, which quarrel end- 
ed to the diſadvantage of the latter. What other 
remarkable Occurrences fell ont in theſe times, 
have been reported in the Hiſtory of the Nations 
to Which they belong. We deſire the Readers to 
_ conſider what a vaſt number of Events we have to 
relate in a diſcourſe of this nature, and that 'tis 
impoſſible for us to obſerve an exact order of Chro- 
nology, without confounding the ſtory of one King- 
dom with that of another, Eaſtern and Weſtern, 

Chriſtians and Turks, which have not any Rela- 
tion to each other. We have endeavour'd to aſcer- 
tain the dates of this Hiſtory from the beginning 
to the end, as far às the nature of the thing wou'd 
bear, and we believe there will be found no Trea- 

tiſe Which takes in the whole Hiſtory of the World 
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1619. from the Creation to our own times in ſuch a nar- 
row compaſs, that can ſhew the Chronological or- 
der of things fo well obſervd, and the reaſon of 
it may be from the irregularity of the method 
thoſe who have attempted to .abridge the General 
Hiſtory follow'd, as particularly Cherreau, who has 
with a great deal of confuſion, huddled up the affairs 
of all the Kingdoms of Europe, except the Empire, 
Church and State together; in ſo much, that tis 
very difficult to turn to any important Paſſge re- 
lating to a particular Kingdom; no Index but what 
wou d be almoſt as big as the Book it ſelf, being full 
enough to include the heads of the matters he treats 
of, Of theſe things we ſhall ſpeak more at large in 
a Preface, and with the Affairs of the next Century 
finiſn this Work.
